(kt, C/mfpoHie) t Vaillain., Bitat, Gallon, Coite- 
ha, many icanied feftnts, and others, to con- 
fer with them about the Sciences, in which 
each of them was skilled. JHc all.; cauied their 
VVotks fo be examined before him, and often 
propofed new ones to them,- and to encou ■ 
rage them in their Studies, obtained from the 
King Retvaids fuiting their Mciits and La- 
bours, 

IN one of thefe Conferences, vlieie M.

aftual Exififcwiie of fo many Princes of the 
Race, iris moft farprizing that this Nation is 
fo little known to us in Europe ^ 

'^chieardus. that the Empire of the prcfent 

' Mogidt is new, it not being above a hundred 
and fifty Years fince it was founded by Hmayotm 
in Indiiflan ’ ; and it i$ more than five Imndred 
Years lince Ganghixxan was proclaim’d Emperor 
of the Moguls and Tartars : but both Nations 
Hezarfen, Original. And in this Hiftory 

the Moguls oi Tvitary are call’d the anticnt Mo- 
guh, only to diftingui'fh them from the Moguls 
of Ind'uiy w ho arc more know n. 

But to return to Cetighir.cnn, all the Moguls 
tvndTartarf ol all forts acknowledge him to 
i be the greateft of all their Princes. ' He was 

Abulcair, the Son of a Can named Pifoiaa, or Tefouca, 
T- who had reigned in the antieni Mognlt/ian. a 

Country fituare in Great Tartar}., and in a Pro- 
vince call’d Carureitay. This Great Tartars in 
AJtaj as tveli as tiie \\tX.\o Tartary in Europe, arc 
no other Countries but thofc which in pail 
•times were call’d Scythia. They contain’d many 
Kingdoms, but they are now divided into fo 
manype.ty Monarchie.s that it is alraofl im- 
poffible to give a perfeih: Account of the Num- 
ber or Names tf them ail. 

The Eaftcrn Authors are content to divide 
them into four P.irts. The firft of which 
is Capfthac, compofed of many great Pro- 
vinces, amongft which is that of the Getes, fi-

Writers have pabl lh’d^ that this Prince was ' 
the Son of a BiacLfmirh, and had been of that 
Trade himielf. What occalioiPd them to fall 
into this Error was, that every Ah^nl Fami- 
ly, to preferve the Memory of thefe iiluflrious 
Founders, or Smiths, sv ere acciiftom’d the firft 
Day of the Year to celebrate a Feaft, during 
which theyereded a Forge, w-rh its Bellows, 
in which they lighted a Fire, and heated a 
Wedge of Iron, v^ilich they beat with Ham- 
mers upon an Amil,- and this Beating was 
preceded and ('oncludtd with Piajcrs. Thefe 
Writers doubtlcfs, not know ing the Me.ming 
of tliis Ceremony, and ignorant tif the Rea- 
fon w liy the Sirname of Ca'.at w as given to 
Gei!ghiz.Livi’s Family, were pcrftiaded that this 
Can had been a Smith, and* that in Thankful- 
nefs to Ged for having raifcd him to the 
Throne, they had cftablifhcd tins Ceremon)’.

fell in upon ilicm with fuch Rcfolution, that 
they M Cl c routed: And fo great a Slaughter 
was made of the Tafijouti that day, that that 
Nation rs as almoft intirely deftroy’d. 

But this great Vidory could not laiisfy 
0./,g/Kiiii\ Revenge, he mull regain his Throne, 
and punifti the tell: of his Enemies. He or- 
dti’d Tmn^in to levy more Troops. This 
Pnnee immediately iiliicd fortli his Orders ; 
and by his Care the \car iblloving he had 
got together a formidable Array of Keiahcf. 

The Confederate Cans were not idle on their 
fide, nor v\ ere their IVoops lefs numerous. It 
is true there v cre but few lanjouts ; bur to make 
amends, TouBaBe^ brought a great number of 
Mi/Uti ( with him. Tliere likcwdfe came many 
Holds’ of Diiligfjm Moguls The Can of A^u- 
tmit came in Pei fon at the Head of his TroopSj 
and the Tribes which £ri(ccant had engaged to 
his Party confiderably augmented his Army.

in Ins Throne An Dom, j i-j?. 

T 1 e I e.n alter this famous Viftory, Gcwoiart, 
Can of the 7^/ < o/t, w no w as the A iithor of this 
Wai, being lull an Lnemy to Tunugm.^ and 
holding a Coiicrpcmdcnre with the Confcdc- 
late Catr, b\ tic Mediation of the Prmte 
Suicnhi, obtain’d k ivc to rctuin to the Grand 
Can s Ct. us t , w lit i <. he w as no /oonc r arm ’d, 
but he jpplv’d limklf artfully to gam the* 
Friendlhip of all theft whom Trw'^ii/s great 
Exploits l.jd render’d emious and who by 
private Wlufpeis and Pi.afticcs endeavour’d 
to leikn Ins Credit. Eat hr ftrovc above all 
things to picafe the Prince Sanioun, who was 
very voting. He cafily gain’d his Ear and 
good Opinion : He reprefented Tmugmto him 
in the blackcft Colours, to render him odious 
in In'. Lj es. He did not flop there ; he 
ftrengtlmcd his Cabal, redoubled mS Plots, and 
fjpread many Calumnies agaitid the

ccflion, and get the Crown To accomplifli 
which, he held feci et intelligence \vh\iT',i)an~ 
tail. King ot the Af/i/iK.z-rj, whofc Daughter he 
had marry’d in his Minouty, which King was 
a known Enemy to hi Father the Emperor; 
and ilutTvHw^iti built hisflopeson this Can’s 
Afliftance, ot whofe Etunolhip he was well 
aflfui’d. 

1'hcjfc Difcourfes had at laft the Effcft Cr- An. il36. 
iuoulu defil’d upon the young Piince, and Te- 
hi gni paft in his Opinion for a IVairor. He 
b) many Lecteis to the Gfand Can his Father, 
advertifcd him of w hat he had been fccrctly in- 
form’d, and omitted nothing that could I'nder 
the Prince fufpected. The King firft 
did not icgard S uHOtniiy Adiicc, but lool ’d on 
it as coming fiom (7riMiw.r’s Malice, who had 
inlpired him with thefe Isiitions • and witliout 
gu mg ear to it, continued to love Tun'igm, and 
to employ him on I'evcral Occalions w here he 
had need of his Valour or Coiinfel. But at 
}.dl istitiLoun and G mnea, the one fpur’d on by 
Fear, and the other by Hate, redoubled their 
Eftorts, and took fo much pains, that they 
broke the King’s Peace, and made him jealous 
oi "Tmiigtii I’lie Grand Can’s Troops and his 
being quarter’d together in the fame Province, 
the leaft Motion of the A/orw/ Tioops appear’d 
to Prmre Saucom trcafonable Defigns. This 
young Prince lued in perpetual Difquict and 
MiftruP ; he daily fent Couriers with Packets 
of Letters to bis Father, iu which he ceafed 
D j not 
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Aiu Own. not to advife him to be ott his guard, a»4 
laid all that his Imagination or Fcais could m- 
vent .tgiinil: lemughi^ Ounghcan was no longer 
proif againft his Son’s Sollu ttations, who ton- 
jiired Iiim earneftl^ to fecurc T’emi!%t,i\ Perfon ; 
yet It was not w ithout much Reluctance that ho 
at laft (onftntcd to itfolve on ftuing upon 
him. For In ft the Lo’ e lit had for the ' Prin- 
ctfs Ins ovn Dauglitci, and nent his reflefting 
rn die grt.it Sennes Tcm^^m had done him, 
long kept him in fufptm e, and latktd his Soul . 
but lus Li V c for his Son overcame all ; and 
the ftar of 7c>it<^ih\ vionging him of the 
Crown when he was dead, as he was made 
to apprehend he dthgn’d to do, made him 
determine to ftcaie Ins Son-in-law.

When he faw that he had an Army flrong 
enough to execute his Defigns, be quitted the 
hSkc Baljouta, and went and encamp'd on the 
i'roniiers of C/jiiUy upon the Banks of the Ri- 
ver C-rte/// at the foot of a very high Moun- 
tain. He ftay’d there fomc Months, w Inch he 
very veil cmplo)'’d : for in that rime he accom- 
phfli’d his Defign of bringing all the Officers 
and Soldiers intircly into nis IntcrcA ; fomc by 
Promifcs of Rewaids, and others, his particu- 
lar Flit nils, by the hopes of Advancement :

dccafioni He thaiJceif thleiai itif & ii|ieir . 
Will, retain'd thofe whotn lie thnugHt moft 
cere, and concerted with them what meafurea 
to take to be revenged on his Enemies. ’ It 
was immediately rel'oivcd in his Council, that 
it fhould be publickly forbidden in all the M>- 
Provinces to pay the Cuftomary Tribute to 
the Grand Can Ounghcan. But before this Or- 
der was publifli’d, they founded the People’s 
Temper ; and knowing they fear’d Oungbem's 
Power, they fumraoned fcveral Diets, in order to 
diifipate their Fears. The greateft part of the 
Perfons thus call’d, appear’d. Temugin laid be- 
fore them the mifcrable Slavery they had long 
groan’d under, the Tyranny that was exercifed 
over them, not oqly by the King of thiKeraite^^ 
but by his Favourites, to whom they paid in- 
tolerable Tribute. He reprefented to them. 
That it was in their own power now to deliver 
themfelvcs from this cruel Yoke; That the Mo- 
guh, their Countrymen, who had been his 
Companions in the late Vidlory, were fenliblc 
that their Perfccutor was not invincible ; That 
having at their Head now a Man who had 
gain’d fo many great Vidories for Ounghcau 
their Enemy, they need not doubt but he would 
conquer for them aifo who were his- SnbjcctSj, 
and Friends ; To conclude, knowing the Power 
Religion has over the Peoples Minds, be fi- 
nifhed with alTuring them that this important

This Speech of T’emugm made fuch an im- 
preflion on the Peoples Minds, that all the 
Aflembly gave him their Applaiife, and proran 
fed to obey him. When he m as thus allur'd of 
the Good-Will of his Siibjefts, the Teca Moguls 
zvi6.NmnCa)at^y he raifetl only four thoufand 
h\e hundred Soldiers more, whom he join'd to 
thofe he already had ; and then lent and pro- 
pofed a League to the Commander of the Cow- 
gotats, his Brother-in-law, for his Father-in-law 
the Can of Con^o.at was dead, w hofe Daughter 
PurA ( omme was fccond Wife. With 

this Piince he made a League, as alfo with the 
Cans of the Nation of Coui Im ; but for thofe 
of tlic Soumogiils, ct ’’till tars t they refus’d to 
enter into the Le.igiic, till he conftrain’d 
tlicm to It bj force of Ai m$. The Cans of Mr- 
cit, feeing what had happen’d, thofe to do 
hcciy what he would utlierwife compel them 
to. And feveral Tribes, after their fcxample, 
put thtmfclves under his Command, norwith- 
ttanding they were follKitcd by fome Cans to 
Hand out, p.irtirularly thofe of M^iht, amongft 
V hom Toulh^! >, the mortal tnemy of Tlmugins 
Family, w as the moft pow erful. 

All the Cans of ^jumogul, Mercat, Coutla^ the Mo- 
Tli.i Moguhf Nil on Ca)at, and fome others, 8“^* 
cauh d to be piiblifli'tl in their Dominions, that 
for tliC time to come, no more Ti ibute /liould ounghcan.

Omghm u&d all die means poffitjle t» 
ligc thefe petty Sovereigns to return to their 
Ijuty, but he could not gam his ends; and it 
iaft defpainng to obtain any thing of them by 
gentle means, he remitted all forts of Tribute, 
and Impoliwons to the AftiA/w, who had not 
revolted from him, and made large Promifes to 
Tciafifi/ their puncipaJ Can, hoping that this 
Patty of theA%«/j would ballancc the Power 
of the other. 

It is uue, ’Tinmgui^ Cunning and Wifdom 
w as fuch, that all the Grand Can's 'I hreats 
anti Ptomifes veie incftcftual, either to regain 
or intimidate the People’s Hearts , he ko^ lo 
well how to guaid his ownf rentiers, and thofe 
of his Allies, that his Enemies could not pene- 
trate into thtir^Counincs. In fine, lus Condiid 
was futh, that all the Nations of his P,)rty 
look’d upon him js tlie'ii* Dehv crer. \ et tiro he 
was very defirous ro enter upon Aftn'ii, he o- 
milted not to eounle! tiic other Cans firft to 
End an Aniballador ^ to O lu^hiun-, to {rropofe 
an Accommodation, on condition that lie Ihould 
itlcafc tlii^m from all Taxes, as he haet done 
the AI iLitPu 

All th (,ans !c<i the Management of this 
Afiair wiiolly to him, prottfimg they would 
appiove ot wiiateier he fliould think ht to do

So {om as this Amljuffador airiired at ^ 

Court, he delircd Aaidience, and was admitted 
to the King’s Prefcnce j to whom, purfuant ‘to 
his Orders, he firft made a recital of the Ser- 
vices Ptfouca fiad formerly done him : Next he 
reminded him of his Breach of Faith with 7e~ 
?mtgtn, whom he had prom i fed to proted, and ne- 
ver to hearken or give credit to any that Ihould 
fpeak againft him, Or endeavour to caule diftruft 
between them ; and then hinted how contrary 
to this his Promife, he had given credit to his 
Enemies, without Searching into the Truth of 
the Matters they laid to his charge, or giving 
him leave to clear himfclf. Next he made a 
particular recital of the great Services 7emu- 
giit had done him, which were fufEcient to fe- 
cure him of his Love and l idclity to him. At 
lafi.* he concluded, with entreating him to grant 
Peace to the Aloguh, and renew the tender 
Fnendfliip that hati fo long been between him 
and his Son-in-lav , which he would never have 
loft, had It not been for hib Enemies. 

Omgkan gave no anfwer to the Ambafiador, 
butrefer’d the ACdr to his Councirs Delibe- 
ration. Ai nijouii retir d to the 1 ent winch his 
Attendants had prepared for him ; and there 
the Prince Sninouis Parti?. ms and Gemi;nas 
Friends treated him bafely, and put a thou- 
fand Indignities upon him, of which he loud- 
ly compl.nn’d, but receiv’d not any Satisfailion. 
He continued here a w hole Year in the utmoft 
Pain and Uneafinefs, Omv! i m {\\\\ putting him 
off from Month to Month , when he was flill 
promifed an Anlwcr to lus Propofals, but he 
never got any. At laft he loft all Patience, 
and fern his Matter an Account of all that had 
paft. ‘Tmugm fent him exprefs orders to re-

^ Ounghcan would willingly have made peace, 
but the Prince his Son, who flill harbour'd ia 
his Breafc the Sufpicions which Cetimca had 
infus’d into him, and whofe Hatred feem’d 
rather augmented by Temugins defeating him, 
crofs’d this Negotiation, and hinder’d its co- 
ming to a good Efted. For Sancoun was one 
of thofe obftinate Perfons, who when they have 
taken a thing in their heads to believe or do, 
are not to be convinced of their Error ; and 
therefore he himfelf carry ’d the King’s Anfwer, 
and told the Ambaffador, that the Moguls muft 
not expeft to obtain any Peace but b) fubrait- 
ting to whatever the King ihould pleafe to re- 
quire of them ; that as tor T'mugin *, he would 
neither commune with, nor fee him, but w'ith 
their Swords in their Hands. 

So haughty an Anfwer obliged the Ambafla- 
d^oT Arnijoun to retire immcdiatcl). He foon 
arrived at MogoUfian^ and render’d an Account 
of his Negotiations to the Confederate Princes, 
who w'cre all fo difplcafed at the Grand Can’s 
Infolcnce, that they renew’d their Prorefta- 
tions to throw cA his Yoke, and pn mifed an 
inviolable Faith to one 'another, calling Hea- 
ven to w irnefs their Oaths, and then proceeded 
to prepare for War.

V hilft thefe new Le\ les v ei e marching to Cn a~ 
co>m, to join thoie oi Ciiracatiy, and other 
(landing Troops, he fentro fiimmonthe Mogxth 
to furrendei before it v as too late, thrcatning 
to treat them ss ith the ntmoll rigour if they 
return’d not to their Duty j promifing, that 
on the contrary, if they would fubmit and 
truft to his Clemenc}, they fliould receive all 
the Sansfaftion they required, and fo prevent 
the due LHcds of his Anger, and their own 
inev liable Ruin, 

This Conrefiion of the King of the Kerattes 
was enough to fliakc tlie Conllanc} of the Con-

It is 
very much fought after, is often very fcarce, and 
generally ver} dear ; and this is the reafon that 
the Tikt Musk is always prefer'd before the 
Indian and Chtnefe- Here -is alfo found much 
Civet ; and the Rhubarb that grows here is ex- 
tremely valued. 

The Women are handfomc tho tawney, and 
they have one particular Quality which many 
People w ould not diflike, that is, to fteal Chil- 
dren from one another to fell, and their Huf- 
bands do the fame. It is in this Country that 
the Maids cannot marry before they have had 
Commerce with fome Man; and fhe who has 
had the raofl: Lovers is the moft adrantageouf- 
ly marry’d. The great number of Gallants 
pafles for a Mark of the Merit and fine Quali- 
fications of a Maid ; and the Husband values 
her according to the Prefents file has receiv’d 
from her Lovers, which he looks onasherPor-

But to return to Sum oun This Prince, af- 
ter having lived fome time in the Kingdom of 
7il>ety return’d to Tm queftan, and fiaid in die City 
of Cafihga/y or Cufgat % where hclned, as he 
had done elfew here, widioiit difcoienng him- 
felf to any body ButoneDa>, liavingobftiv’d 
fomc MoguU, whom he had fttn at CiUiuoiom 
in 'lemugtns Tiain, he imagin’d thev wcit Spits 
come to icek after him , and fearing to bt ta- 
ken, he fpeedily relum’d into the Kinguom of 
7tl>ety wheie he had no belter roitiine than 
Ounghad bis father, for bting hi/td for, a 
Spy, he w as put to death, Au.

He again uftd his Elo- 
quence, the Power of wlutb he had expe- 
iitnced, and promifcd the Mgi 4 s great for- 
tunes it they would but aealoully fccond him 
in wh.*t h. defiled. The People, gain’d by 
his Rhetoiick, and by the great things their 
Countivmcn and Fi lends who h..d accompa- 
nied uim in the War related of him every 
where, rtioh’d to cluifc him their Grand 
Can or Clum, that is to fiy, I.mpcror of all 
the Tube* . 'Phe Cans w ho h id been the Com- 
panions of Ins Vidtorv, finding their Account 
in advancing him to tl-is g.cat Dignity, anima- 
ted the otner Cans to toilow' their Example, 
The Prefents made them, under pie- 

tence of dividing with them the Riches of the 
vanquifli’d King, and the I car of being forced 
to do what w'as pictcnded to be necefi'ary for 
the Honour and Wcltare ol the Mogul Nations, 
made them all yield, w ith a feenung Willing-

as the Province o( Teca-Moguly at Dilon Ildact 
^here Tmugin was born. The People run from 
"" all Parts to be Eye-witnefTts of this great 

Ceremony, where the principal Aftor foon 
came, accompanied by all the Cans his Par- 
tizans. He placed himfelf upon a plain Scar, 
which they had fet for him upon an Eminence, 
from whence he harangued the Afl'embly witli 
his ufual Eloquence. His Speech being ended, 
they placed him upon a black Felt Carpet, 
which they had fpread on the Ground ; and 
the Perfon who was order’d to give the Peo- 
ples Voice, pronounc’d to him aloud the Pco* 
pies Pleafurc in this manner : Firft he told him. 
That whatever Authority or Power he had 
given him, was derived from Heaven, and 
that God would not fail to blcfs and profper 
his Defigns if he govern’d his Subjefts well 
and juftly ; but that, on the contrary, he would 
render himfelf miferable if he abufed that 
Pow er, which the black Felt on \vhich he fat 
did intimate to him. After this Rcmonflrance, 
feven Cans, or Princes, lifted him up with a 
ceremonious Air, and bare him to the 7'hronc 
which was prepar’d for him in the midft of the 
Afl'embly. Then they proclaim’d in'm Empe- 
ror, and gave him the Title of Grand Can, or 
Cham, of all the Mogul Nations, even of the 
Merkites, whom they declared Rebels for not 
fubmitting to him. Then they bow’d t|hefr 
a knee 


idiees nine times before this tbeir new Empesioia 
to Aew the Obedience they promifod to biwu 
The People, after their Example, made him 
nine Bows, accompanied with Acclamations 
and Shouts of Joy, to affure their new Emperor 
that they would abfolutely fubmit, and be o* 
bedient in all things whatfoever he ihould 
command them to do. 

He promifed, on his part, to govern them 
with as much Juftice as Mercy, and to defend 
them againft all their Enemies, always to pro- 
cure their Good aud Eafe, to acquire Glory 
and Fame for them, and make their Names 
known to all the Earth. And having much 
caufe to praife the SoumoguU (who are parti- 
cularly called by reafon of the River 

T'iita that waters their Country J he declared in 
the Mogul I.anguage, that he would add to his 
Title of Er'.pcror of the Moguls that of Grand 
C^am of the T’at taos, botli to do thit Nation 
Honour, and teftify to them die Rcfocd he

lMi.:Dom. This Cct«mony was perfoTm’d during tM 
1203. Reign of Philip Augtijlus King of France ; and 
^ was no fooner over, but the Grand Can dif- 
tributed Prefents, firft to the great People* 
n^orc Largefles to the Populace, to 
Ihow his Liberality. He continued the Fef- 
tival of his Coronation by magnificent Treats, 
according to the Cuftom of thofe Nations, ma- 
ny Days ; and after they were ended, and he 
had in particular made merry with his Friends, 
‘ he difmifs’d the People, and thanking his 
Friends, teftified the grateful Senfe he had of 
their Love and Services to him, and afllircd 
them of his future Favour and Proteftion. 

Whilft this was tranfading, a Brother of 
Ouiighcan came to offer his Service ro 'Temnginy 
and his Daughter in Marriage. Tliis Prince 
was called Hnkembou. The Grand Can re- 
ceiv’d him favourably, and after having fpo- 
lien handfomly of the deceafed King of the 
Kernites, this Prince’s Brother, he gave him the 
Employ he defired, and accepted of his Daugh- 
ter vvith Joy, protefting that he would always 
have for her and him much Refpeft. I owe 
you, faid he, a kind 7’rcaimcnt, in acknow- 
ledgment of that kind Reception your Bro- 
ther gave me, and the Aft'edtion he Ihow’d for 
me in my Misfortunes. In truth, tho I never 
gave him any juft Caufc to. be angry with me, 
or in any Kind offended or wrong’d Prince 
Sancoun his Son, but, on the contrary, did them 
many confiderable Services, yet they confpired 
againft my Life, and looked on me as the grea- 
teft of their Enemies ; ^ yet 1 never blamed 
them, but imputed all their Perfecutions of me 
to Gemoma. Their Hatred to me was his 
Work alone, and I have not a Jot the Icfs 
Reliie(St for tlieir Memories, tho they fought

The Kerafte Prince thanked 2*e»«ig{/» ’ for hilj 
Favours, and took leave, fetting out with ait 
Dil^ence to go where his Employ demanded 
his defence. Phe Grand Can fully defign’d to 
marry his DaHj^htcr ; but perceiving chat the 
Captain of his Guard, whom he much eifeemM 
and honour’d with his Friendfhip, was fallen jifl 
love with this Princefs, he gave her to him lA 
M.trriagc, and the Marriage-Feaft was kept at 
hisExpcnce, with much Sfrfeiidoiir, 

Seeing himfdf Emperor of fo many Nations, 
he thought Icfs of enjoying peaceably his new 
Greatnefs, and tailing the Plcafures of Empire 
in Repofe, than of rendring himfelf frill more 
worthy of his good Fortune, by new Exploits. 

His Enemies, jealous of his* Greatnefs, food 
furniflied him .with the Opportunities he want- 
ed to aggrandize himfelf and People. The 
firft Commotion was in Cartwatay. But before 
I proceed to relate thefe Wars, it ij^^ceflary 
that I fpeak a few words of Caraea •

^ 'I'he Name of Canmtay was given to the 
L/VNJ' Country of Scyhia after a furious War which 
the Scythians had w ith the Chine fen The Scy- 
thims had at the beginoiilg of this War the Ad- 
vantage of the Chimfcy and being puffed up 
^ with this good Succefs, enter’d the Kingdom 
of China ; but having loft one coniulcrable 
Battel, they w ere obliged to retire, and return 
back to their ovn Country. The King of 
Chma, rcfolving nor to lofc the Advantage this 
Vifloryhad given him, caufed them to be pur- 
fued by two of his Generals w ho entirely 
routed and brought them under his Obedience. 
He did yet mere ; for fearing left the S(\thians 
Hiould revolt, he made thefe two Generals 


wlio bad beat them. Gins, or Governours, 
over them : and the) , by his Command, built 
Forts and ftrong Towns tor Colonics of Chimje 
Troops, he font thither to awe them. 

Thefe Forces, deftin’d to guard tlie Country, 
held the People k ng in fubjedcion ; but by de- 
grees their Defeendents forgot the ChinefeCvS- 
toms, and ufing to live as the Scythiansy be- 
came Sc)thia)!s thcmfeivcs : And in the end Chi- 


na had no greater Enemies than they. 

When the King of China cftablifhcd thefe 
two GeneraJs in the fandy Scythiay he gave it 
the Name of CaracatOYy alluding to the Name 
of his own Country Cathay * ; and to fignify the 
Conqueft he had made, and fltow it w as an

And waiting his Anfwer and Orders, they 
intrenched thctnfelvcs in an advantageous Port ;

often ventur’d to go forth oi their Intrenrh- 


incnts to make Inroads into the Enemy’s

However, all that was told tbefe Captains

Bi^t Thyanca,., aitho Gmoutat whom he 
had made his Lieutenant General, reprefented 
to him that it \\ as much better to prevent and 
meet the Enemy, than to v ait their coming, 
that in fo doing he would present the Moguls

He feat Meffengers to 
the Princes his Sons 'who were far oil’ and to the 
other Princes of the Blood ; he alfo fent to 
the Cans, Emirs, and all the great Officers to 
whom he had given the Government of the 
Countries he had conquer’d, and, in fine, to all 
the great Lords, cither or ’T m tart. 

In the mean time, not to continue idle, he 
refoh ed to eftablifli pood Orders in the Army 
which he had with him. He dn ided the Sol- 
diers into fcvcral Romans ' at the Head ol 
each Toman he placed a chief Officer or Ge- 
neral, under whom he appointed ten Officers,' 
who each commanded alltiarc’; and every

CHAP. VI. 

The Dcfcription of the General Diet of the 
Moguls, called in their Language Cou- 
rikay. The EJiablifbment of the Yafla, 
that IS to fajr, the Mogul Laws. Tc- 
mugtn changes his Name for that of 
Genghizcan. 

W HEN the Princes of the Blood % the 
Nevians, Cans, Emirs, and other Lords 
who were to compofe the General Diet, were 
arrived at the Place the Mogul Emperor had 
appointed, and that thchrilDuy pf the Spring 
was come, they dreft theinfelves all in white. 
The Gr^nd Can drcil like the re/l, came to the 
Aflbmbly. 'J'hen he fat dov n upon his Throne 
inthemidft of the Princes of the Blood, with 
his Crown upon his Head, jail the Cans and 
other Lords ■* wifliing the Continuation of his 
Profperity and Health, tvhich vas follow’d 
0 Avith Shouts of |oy, and loud AccUmations of 
all the People who wereprefent at the Aflem-

Thf Heads of Nations were by a 
ricular Law forbiddeli ro ufe all Titles of Ho- 
nour, which they alFcded to have, in imita- 
tion of the Mahmetam.

him, any Title but that of Caan-, withtw'oaa. 
He dchred that fur the time to come all his 


Subjeds fliould call him by the plain Title of 
Can ; w hkh was ever after prattiied by all that 
fpoke to him ; “ But when any Pci fun writ to 
him, they always added fome other of his Ti- 
tles to that of Can. 


V. He ordain’d that Peace fhould never be 
made w ith any King, Prince, or People, till 
fuch time as they w ere entirely fubdu’d- 

VI. The dividing of the Troops into tens, 
hundreds, thoufands, and ten thoufands, was 
alfo made a ftanding Order, as a thing ve- 
ry commodious in raifing an Army with more 
fpeed, and to make Detachmentstwith Eafe 
and Order.

VIII. It was forbidden, on pain of Death, to 
pillage the Enemy before the General had grant- 
ed leave : But it was like wife ordain’d that 
the meaneft Soldier fliould have the fame Ad- 
vantage as the Officer, and remain Mafter 
of the Booty he fliouid be found pofieft of, 
on condition he paid to the Can’s Receiver the 
Duties or Share fpecif)’d bj’ the Laws. 

IX. 'fimtigta being fcnfible that continual 
Exercife was neceflary for his Soldiers, to keep 
them in good order ; and Hunting appearing to 
him the moft proper Emplojment to evertife 
his Troops, he ordain’d tluteser^ Winter the 
hunting of Bcafts fhould be performed in the 
manner following- 

X- That from the Month which with ns is 
March, to ^at which anfweis to our Oihk,, 
no Perfon mould take Stags, Deer, Roe-bucks, 
Hares, w'lld Afles, nor feme certain Birds, to 
the end that the Court and Soldiers might find 
fufficient Game d(jnng the Winter, in the Hunt- 
ings they were obliged to make.

XII; Tlw Ordinance that the Blood aod En-^ 
trails of Beafts Ihould be permitted to be eatea, 
was made in his time, and put amongft his 
Laws ; whereas it was forbidden the A%h/j, be- 
fore then, to eat the Blood or Inwards of Beafts. 

But as he was one day returning from an Expe- 
dition, Provifions fell ftjort for the Soldiers, 
and they .were almoft faint with Hunger : then 
meeting with a great Quantity of Beafts In- 
wards newly kill’d by People who had l^cn 
hunting in a great Party, Hunger conftrain’d 
them to eat them ; nav the Emperor htmfelf eat 
with them : and from that Moment the Prince, 
conftdcring how ufeful this Food might be to 
his Troops on the like occafion, refolved to 
give Liberty to all his Subjeds to eat them, ana 
aftcrwaids made it a Law. 

XIII- The Privileges and Immunities grant- 
ed to the Tercans was regulated in the manner 
already related. 

XIV. To banifh Idlencfs out of his Domi- 
nions, he obliged all his Subjefts w ferve the 
Publick in feme kind or other. Thofe who 
went not the Wars, were obliged at certain 
Scafons of the Year to work fo many Days on 
the publick Strufturcs, or do fome publick Wor« 
for the State, and one Day in every Week em- 
ploy themfelves itf the Service of th‘e Empe- 
ror in particular.

utford. as an Ox, or other thing equal to that in Price, 
fliould be punifhed with Death, and their Bo- 
dies cut afunder in the middle with a Hanger. 
I'hat thofe whofe Theft was not of value e- 
nough to merit Death, fhould receive fo many 
Blows with a Cudgel, either more or Itfs, in 
proportion to the Value of the thing ftolen. 
The number of thefe Blows were generally 
fevtn, feventcen, twenty fcien, thirty feven, 
and fo on to feicn hundred; but this Punifh- 
ment might be bought off by paying nine 
times the Value ot the thing ftolen. The Ex- 
adnefs with which this Law was obfen’d, fc- 
cured all the .ind T'airat s who were Sub- 

jefts to the Grand Can, fi om robbing. 

XVI. It w'as forbidden all his Subjeds 
throughout his Dominions to uhe any Pcifon 
for his domcfticli Setvant who W'a'of his own 
Nation, to the end that they might all addid 
themfeht^to War, and be obliged to take care 
of the Captives tliey fliould take, w hom they 
muftprefene for their ownSenicc. He like- 
wife publiflicd tw'o Ordinances : by the one it 
was forbidden, on pain of Death, to all Mo- 
guls and "Tautus to gi' e Meat or Drink to a- 
nother Perfon’s Sla\ c, as alfo to lodge or clothe 
one, without Permiflion from his Mafter ; and 
the other Ordinance obliged under the fame 
Penalty, all Perfons that fliould meet in the 
way with a fugitive Slave, to feize and bring 
him back to his Mafter. 

XVII. By the Law concerning Marriages 
it was ordain’d that the Man fhould buy his 

Wife, 



Wife, and that he (hould not marry with any ^ fcNn. 
Maid to whom he was a-kin in the firll or fe- „ 
cond Degree ; but in all other Degrees it was 
permitted : fo that a *Man might marry two leapa^d. 
own Sifters. Polygamy was permitted, and 
the free Ufe of their Women Slaves ; which 
was at lafe the occafion of tliat great Liberty, 
that every Man took as many Wives and Slaves 
as be could maintain. * The Management of 
the Man^s Fortune, amongft the laitats, be- 
longs to the Women : They bii) aud fell as 
they think fit. The Husbands wholly employ 
themfclvcs with Hunting and War, and trou- 
ble thcmfelves with nothing clfe. Ihe Chil- 
dren who arc bom of the Slates are legitimate, 
as well as thofe* bom of the Wives , but the 
Wnes Children, and efpecially thofe born of 
the fiift Wile, aie tlie moft refpeded by the 
Father, who fiift adianees them. And this 
Advantage not injoiingthc reft, occalions ij», 

Dilorder in the Family, w ho generally live in a 
perfea Union and Amity. 

XVIil. Another Law' condemn’d all Adul- 
terers to die, and it was pei routed a Man to 
kill them when furpn/ed in the Adh The In- 
habitants of Cwr«d« murmur’d againft this Law, 
becaule they hatl a Ciiftum amongft them, to 
tcftily their Refpect and Love to their Friend?, 
by oflenng their Wnes to them when they 
came to fee them, and regale them w ith their 
Company. They prefented fevei al Peti tions to 
the Emperor, dclinng they might not be de- 
prived of this Privilege and Means to treat

He 
permitted two Families to unite, tho they had 
no Children living : it fufftced that the one had 
RubrutjmV. had a Son, and thc other a Daughter, tho both 
dead ; they might write a ContratSl of Mar- 
riage, and perform the Ceremony in their 
Names ; and they were reputed married, tho 
dead, and the Families really ally’d to one a- 
• nother by this Marriage. 

This Cuftom is ftill in ufe amongft thc Tar- 
tars at this day, but Superllition has added 
more Circumftanccs to it : They throw thc 
Contraft of Marriage into the Fire, after ha- 
ving drawn fome Figures on it to reprefent the 
Perfons pretended to be to marry’d, and lome 
Forms of Bcafts ; and are perfuaded that all 
this is carried by thc Smoke to their Children, 
who thereupon marry in the other World. 


XX. Thunder, in antient Megoltfiaa and the 
adjacent Countries, was fo dre^u by the Mo- 
guls, becaufe it did often much Mifchicf, that 
fo foon as ever they heard it begin they aji 
threw themfelves delperately into the Rivers 
and Lakes, and were often drown’d : ’Temugin 
finding this extraordinary Fear caufed him to 
lofe many of bis bell Soldiers, even when he

had raoft aeed^ ijF &em, fed»ad, todet 
a feverc Pcnalry» any fttfoas to batho' or 
chemfelves open any Pretence whatever j nay, 
they were not permitted to waflj their Clones 
in rnnnin^ Wa^rs during the time it thunder’d j 
the People being thereb^Jmade to believe that 
the Exhalations they caufed to break forth m 
difturbing the Waters, occafion’u the Thunder, 
which would not do them half fo much harm, 
if they withdrew far from any Water. They 
immediately fubmitted to this Law, which the 
Tartars, who are not Mnbimetc.m, do ftiU ob- 
ferve. But for thofethat are Mahomtartii they 
look upon It as a fuperftitious Cuftom, w hich 
contradifts one of the principal Points of their 
Religion, which gives its Profeflbrs full Liber- 
ty to walh in any Place where they rind Wa- 
ter, nay, they are even perfuaded that without 
fuch Wafhing there are no hdpes of Salvation 
for them. 





XXL Spies, falfe Witneffes, Sodomites, and 
Sorcercis, were condemned to be put to death. 

XXIL He publifh’d moft fcverc Ordinances 
againlt Governours who fail’d of doing their 
Duty, but princ^ally thofe who commanded 
in far diilant Countries. In whatever Place they 
were, Death was their Puniihraent if their 
Conduft w’as blameable; but if their Fault 
was but flight, they muft come in Perfon to the 
Grand Can, and jitftify thcmfelves. And this 
Prince was in this Cafe a very fevere Judge. 

Many other Laws w’cre publilhcd which ate 
not fpecify’d in the Authors I have traoflated.

The Laws we have recited, and which 
' were doubclefs the principal ones> remain’d in

This Prince, being infijraed of the MoFu/it 
Rcfolution, had made all the Preparation poflS- 
ble to receive them : but it fignincd little, tho 
TouBa-Bty aflifted him with his 'I'roops 
Metlttes ; for after a very flight redUmcemyruc 3 ‘ 9 * 
fled, but was taken in the chafe by a party of 
Mogulii and broight a Prifoner into their 
Camp^ where he was put to death. And this 
fo much daunted his People, that his Army 
difpcrfed. Cafchluc andTouEfa-Bey, after having 
given orders to their Soldiers whither to icpair, 
betook themfcives to flight, and retired to 
the Frontiers of their Territories ztA/-difJ}f 
where they defigned to get together fome 
Troops which had not been able to join the 
Army before the Fight. 

In the mean time G^mhiz^cam, nor being far 
from the Country of marched 'n the 

year 1206 with a ftrong Detachment into that 
Country to revenge himielf upon Sthidafiou who 
was the Can of it, and who had fecretly lent 
fiiccours to his Enemies, and there he cunning- 
ly furprized Camfuou the capital City of Tangut cam{^ 
which foaflonifoed Schtdajcou, that he tmmedi- th$c^ 
atcly fubmitted, and made ufc of the great 
Lords of that Counery to intercede for his Par- 
don with the Emperor, to whom they went 
loaded w ith Prefents. The Conqiieroi pat don’d 
the Can, and refiored him to his Kingdom with 
the fame Power as before, on condition that lie 
ihould every year pay him a certain Tribute, 
and permit a Garifon of Mogtds to remain in 
the Fortrefs of Campion. And thus the Grand 
Can, being fatisfied with the iiiunenfe Riches 
he ha<d found in that City, returned back to his 
Army.

T*ouBa‘Bey was kUlcd in ttie AdkHi, 
As tor Cajchluct 1^® was fo cunning as to get out oi 
the Croud, and with fome expert Soldiers efcape 
to Turquijlaa^ where he had the good fortune 
to be (helter’d by Gunan^ one of the moft 
pow trful Princes of T'oufan that la to fay, of 
the Tartars Country which is beyond the River 
GihoHy reaching to the llorders of Caiociaay. 
King CtfH/jw touched with his Misfortunes, re- 
ceived him kindlv, and conceived fo tender a 
Frkndfhip for this voting Prince, that he gave 
him his Daughter in Marriage to comfort him 
in all Ihs Troubles. 

All thefe Conquefts and happy Succefs raifed 
Geaih,7LA.att to fo high a pitch of Greatnefs, 
that many fovcrcign Princes feat to ask his 
ProtcSicn, and among the i eft At flancan Prince 
of tlie ChluquLs in Civacatny but there hap- 
pened to Gin^hiz. an fomething yet more advan- 
tageous, which compleated his good Foil ane ;

Abnifa- make King Gurcftn uncafy. who was ne- 

ver a Friend to him, and had now made an 
Alliance with CafMnc hiS Enemy, received 
thefo Envoys from Idirout much better than he 
would otherwife have done. He hearken’d to 
them, and made them fuch an Anfwer as they 
wiflied ; and when they returned back, be na- 
med two fit Perfons toaccompam* them, whom 
he charged to afl’ure the Can of hisFticndfhip 
and Prote&ion aeainft Gurem. 

This civil and generous Procedure charm’d 
the Can of the Tt/guresj who ftrait took all that 
he had moft precious and valuable in bis Trcar- 
fares, and went to Ger^hizcaK,in perfoa to oifer 
3 • hint 
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luttt his fetvice ; which he did with adl fihe 25e4l An. Xtenib^ 
imaginable, and all the Refpeft his Quality 
would admit, litis Condefeenfion render’d ^ 
this Prince fo agreeable to the Grand Can, that 
he received him with all the Teftimonies of 
Affeftion that he could defire. The AlTuranccs 
Idkout gave him of his Zeal were not contradic- • 
ted by his Actions; fot he afterwards ferved 
the Mogul Emperor effe&ually, who, as an 
acknowledgment of the Services he did him, 
gave him one of his Daughters in Marriage, 
and ever after looked on him as one of his 
Children. King Gurcan, who upon the new'S 
ol Schouakems being aflaflinated was tranf- 
ported w ith Rage, and threatned Ai/Vo«t w'ith 
Fire and Sword, could not execute lus Threats 
before he heard that this Prince was become 
Geughizcaus Son-in-law ; and the fear of draw- 
ing the Mogidi Army upon himfelf ftifled his 
Rage. 

j’hc Religion of the Tugtirer has not been 0/ theYa- 
pcrfciftly known to Hifiorians : fome have writ 
that the> were Idolaters ; others that they were Rubruf|aij. 
Chriftians, hut Nefionmn •, and others that they 
were Mahometans ; becaufe feveral amongft g. * * 
them made profeflion of all thefe Religions. 

Their Priefts, whom they call’d Lama, had 
their Heads and Beards quite fhaved; their 
Siiperiours obliged them to obferve Chaftirj', 
and to ferve in the Temples ; they had to co- 
ver their Heads a kind of Mitre, and for their 
Habit a yeIloi|OT red Tuniek, ciofe-bodied as 
a Caffock, ana girt about the Waftc : over this 
Tuniek they wore a Cloak cut after the manner 
of a Chriftian Deacon’s Cope. When the Lmwrt’i Rubruqiifs, 
arc in their T'eraples, they are fcated on Benches 
over againfi one another, holding their Books 
in their hands : they are alwa}$ bare-headed, 

and 
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Aft/Ctom. and inftead of finging they r^ad to thcmfalwss 
lai^ fofrly, and generally keep filence Thofe who 
Tht Idolaters, have never declared 

stuf. in what particulars they were fo. t’he Idols 
they had are no fufHcient proof of it, lince in 
the Couverfation Ru^ruauis had with them they 
ailltred liim that they adored but one God ; and 
that tho they had Images, it was onl) to put 
them in mind of thofe they reprefcntcd, and 
not to adore them. Which might make one 
conclude, that they then made profcflion of 
Gev^hiz-ians Religion, w ith a fmall mixture of 
the Supcrftifions which they had in common 
with the Mtgiili.

The Mognt Princes and Lords fail’d not to 
applaud their Emperor’s Defign; whether it 
was out of Complaifance, or that they found 
it agreeable to Rcafon and Juftice, is not the 
queftion. A Council was call’d to confult on 
Ways and Means how to bring tins, great En- 
terprize to pafs , and it was refolv’d that hrO: 
of all an Ambalfidor fihould be feat to Akotman 
King of Chitia to demand Satisfadtion for all the 
Aunages and Injuries done to the Mogub by his 
Predeceflbrs, witli Orders that in cafe he re- 
fofed to comply. War fhould be declar’d againfl 
him.

The King complain’d to the Ambafl'ador, 
fa)inp, Your Mailer ti cals me as if he thought 
me a Tuil ora Mogul-, and with this Anfwcr 
he ff nt him bark : Go fell Genghtz^an that al- 
tho 1 cannot hindci him from making war w'ith 
me, yet I will meet him with an Army that 
lli«ll mJiC him repent his Raflincfs. J tfot re- 
turn’d w ith all diligence to Ca: arorem, and ga\ e 
his Mafter an account of his Negotiation, and 
the Obfervations he had made, puifuanc to 
the Orders he had given him. 

Gefiti^htti,can having receiv’d this Anfwer from 
the King of China, continued to make Prepara- 
tions for the War. So foon as the Seafon permit- 
ted him to take the Field, he divided hts Army

towards Courge *, of Cerea i thef did flo

All the Cities which made no refiftanccj but 
0}?en’ti their Gates, aud furnifhed Provifions to 
Gei/^h'zcan, were by that generous Ptince 
fpared but thofe that oppos’d him were all 
plunder’d, as likewi fe fev eral confidcrableCaftles, 
our of w hich he took all the Riches that were 
there depolited for fecurity ; And all this he 
did w lulft he w aited for the coming up of the 
Arm} which the young Princes commanded. 

On the other fide, the King of Chtna join’d to 
his Army the TrooM of Couige, and putting him- 
ftll at the Head of thefe iiimcd Foices, march- 
ed d'icdly row'ards the Mt>g»h but when he 
V as come within a few Days Journey of them, 
his Soldiers being much fatigued, flay’d to 
reft, and for their Sn uriry he caufed all the 
Orts to be placed round the Army ; then they 
made a laigc deep Dircli before them- His 
7'roof.s flay’d not fo long in this Camp as they 
could have wi/lied ; for being foon inform’d 
that Gengkzcnn was coming to atiack them, 
thc\ decamp’d to go and meet him. 

So foon as liic two Armies were in fight of 
one anothei , they ranged themfeh cs in order of 
Battel, and fell "to Blows- The Combat was 
bloodv. The King of Chma loft thirty thou- 
fand Men, and the Afogui Emperor had a great 
many Officers kill’d, and more Soldiers than 
the knem}.

3 
an Emperor’s Daughter and VVite ThcMogd 
Emperor, pleas’d with the condrft ending Of- 
fers of an Lncray tvhom he found he could not 
vanquiih, accepted the Propoftls he made nira, 
and maincd the Pnneeft ot Chtna fo foon as 
ftie arrived in his Camp; and, accompanied 
with the Princes his Sons, retired with her to 

But he remain’d not unaclnc any longer than 
was abfolutely ncceftary to recruit his Arm , , 
for two Rcafons : firft, beraufo he would not 
fuffer the Soldiers to be idle and nevt, bc- 
taufe he had form’d a gteat Defign in ins ov n 
mind lie meditated how to conquer ail the 
Wtftttn Count) les of Tanaty for his ehieft 
Son, and (Utter’d himfelf that he fltould iut - 
coed in this Underralang, btruufc of the Aui- 
molitjcs that weie am, ngfl tiicTloMi Cans.

G Enghtzam, as we have before ob/erv’d, had 
given his Protedion to the Pnnccs Arflvt 
and hlmut , the firfl w'as Can of the Car- 
lucksy the lafl. Can of the Yugu\e\. After ha- 
ving concluded with him what number of Skil- 
diers they fliould raife for hss Service, thefe 
Princes retired into their own Countries, with 
fcveral Mogul Officers who were Order’d to 
convoy them home. 

Thefe two Princes omitted nothing to pro- 
cure good Troops, and each of them rais'd a 
Toman % with which they return’d to Gett-

He 'rcceiv’tl him favourabJj', treated 
and confulted witli him about proper Meafures 
to render this Wai fucccfsful. Then he feat 
back this Prince loaden with rich Prefents, 
and promifed cither * to follow him bimfelf, 
or to fend Ins chief General immediately after 
bun, at the Head of a numerous Armj*, of 
which the Troops of the Cat lui is aadTugu/es 
fbouid make a patt. Accordingly the At my

At the fame time, Mouih(^ou}adCi one of the 
moil able Mogul Genera!':, marched to the 
Coimrry of Couige v ith a Body of Troops, 
to hinder the Forces in that Kingdom born 
going to aid the King of China y and this 
Officer feized fcteral Placf s according to the 
Orders given ium. Yet this hinder’d not Al- 
touiuan from advancing his Army againfl that 
commanded by Saimua B»hni^u> . This King, 
as w ell as all Ins Soldiers, w cre ti anfported that 
tlicy were to figlit an Army not commanded 
by Gehgh>z.cany flattering themfehes that they 
fltould gain an eafy Vidtory.

Eff( rts prov’d m tain. ^ It is irapoflible to 
tell how many brave Actions were perform’d 
on both fidcs during this Siege ; by reafon that 
the Fate of thma iceming to depend on the 
good or ill Fortune of this its Capital City, 
the braveft Ch/^uje and greateft Lords of the 
Empire were enter’d itiro it, *o ftiare the Ho- 
nour of a long and biavc Defence. 

The great number of Troops that ■wc*'" in Miioottde. 
this City took avav from the Befiegers all 
hopes of tai.ing it by open Force, therefore 
they I cfnlvcd to fiai\ e it out ; and the Famine

I T ihou^ fvoin that the Conqucfl of tliis 
half of Cbina^ would oblige the Mognl £m- 
jHiror to fix the Seat of his Empire atPequin^ in 
order to keep with lefs Trouble thePofTeffion 
of Chinn., by his Prefence there, and to facili- 
tate the Conqueft of the other half, if an oppor- 
nity prefented j but he had Defigns in view 
more eonfiderablc that that of rendnng him- 
felf Matter of fo great an Empire. He there- 
fore was contented with fending Governours 
thither, and continued to keep his Court at 
Caracorm, both to have an eye upon Tartary, 
and to watch the Motions of the Cans the Suc- 
ceflors of TouUa’Bey, who fiill had Forces in 
Merht, which was a part of M<^ohfian } and on 
Cifihliii the Son of Taymcak, who he well knew 
did hate him.

An Envoy [ent to Gcnghizcan from the Cn- 
Itff of Bagdad, to rutn the Interefi of 
Suit An Mencmed Kjng of Carizme. 

Ibu Katir (T^ O O D Fortune often makes Men infolent, 
»»Innik- V T and exceffive Greatnefs fometimes be- 
luh Saia« comes prejudicial to thofewho poflefsit. iWe- 
*‘°* hemed having cut oft the Heads of above a hun- 
dred Princes to make himfelf Maftcr of their 
Treafures and Dominions, fav,' himfelf, by 
their Deaths, render’d the moft powerful Mo- 
narch of all the Mahometan Parts of Afia j and 
was now fo great, that he imagin’d nothing 
was able to oppofe him. His Prcdcrclfors had 
given Law s to the Califfs, altho the Califfs who 
were the Succellors of Mahomet, liad a right 
ro be always their Sos'creigns j yet Force often 
' dunging the Fortune of the Great, the Sultans 
in contempt of their Laws and Religion, over- 
ruled the Califfs, who finding themfelves not in 
a condition to oppofe the Violence done them,

The Sultan Mthemei would oblige the Califlf 
NaQti to grant him the Privileges which the 
other Sultans Iiad enjoy’d under the preceding 
Califfs; and principally that ol eftablifhiog 
his Seat xnBagdaJy to govern, and he named 
in the publick Prayers as he was. Hut Maffs) 
believing himfclf ftrong enough, boldly refus'd 
to comply vith las Demands, caufing Cady 
Miigededditt, the Sultan’s AmbafTador, to be told 
in the Divan tliat his Mailer’s Demands were 
unreafonable and unjull : and the Cady citing as 
a Precedent, that the like Privil^cs v ere grant- 
ed on the firll Ellablifhment or the SeljaLt.ia ; 
it was anAvtr’d, tliat thefe Piinces when they 
were firft called to thofe Honours, and parti- 
cularly had done fuch great Sen iccs 

to the State, that the Calills thought themfelves 
obliged to grant them, as a Reward and Ac- 
Lnowledgcmtiir, the Honour of living, nay 
ei'en commanding in Rt;' iad as abfoltite ; but 
that the prcfentCalirt Naffii having no War, 
and by confequence no need of any Perfon’s 
AfGfiancc, the Sultan did ill to defiie to reign 
in a City which w as ihe Patrimony of the Em- 
peror s of the Muflulmen, and svhere almoft all 
the Cahffs his Prcdcceffors lay buried. I’he 
Cady was font back with this Anfwer ; and 
the Califf fent with him an Ambaflador, who 
had orders to reprefent to the Sultan all the Rca- 
fons Najfer had to rclufe him tlie Pnvileges he

to complain : Nay, fometime before Gen^hz.- 
can'% Rupture with him, he call’d a general 
Adcmbly of the Muftjs, Cadys, Moula’s, I- 
maas, Checs, and ocher Lawycjs, to depofe 
him* He caufed another Cal iff to be named, 
and brought into the Field a great Army, ^vith 
defign to go and take b> force in his Ca- 
pital. This Army indeed is as almod quite 
deftroy’d by the Frofl, Sn v, and extraor-

He 
knew G<t!ghiz.tihi\ Victories, and v as not igno- 
rant how potent lie was; he therefore rcfolv'd 
to make anAlliamc with tins Pnntc, and to 
excite him to dcelaie \\ ar w irh Akbamd-, wlulft 
he himfelf atnrk d him eii tht South fide, 
iofa.’. The Caiifi rail’d his Council, whuh wa.s 
rompofed of the great Officeis of the Empiie, 
in vshoir. he placed moft Confidence. He rc- 
piefcntcd to them the Infoicnce with which 
MJjmiid itcatcd him, and what he had to fear 
from tlie Pn ucrfulncfs of this Sultan, who was 
able to ill’ 'due all the Empire, it the couife of 
hisamb'ti ii.

Mab-> 
moud lectiv’d him \ery wtl), and inform’d 
the Grand Can ot his Arrival. This Pi nice 
would have had him received publitkly with 
the ufual Ceremonies ; but the Envoy tlcfircd 
to be extuled from appearing in public!., be* 
caufe of the Secrecy w'hich the Allair he came 
about required. A private Audience w'as then 
given him, in which he made known to the 
Grand Can the Subject of his Embafiy ; but 
preftnting no Credentials, and feem- 

ing doubtHil ot him, he faid, if he would or- 
der the Hair which was grown upon his Head 
* fince his dtpartme from Bagdad to be cur oH^ 
they Ihould fee that he had fpoke nothing but 
w hat W'as n uc. They cut oft his Hair, the 
Writing appear’d, and they faw that the Calift' 
promif u to make war with the King of Ca- 
rtx,me, if Geughtzean W'ould attack him on his 
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fide !ti thlt part of his Dominions ibtt >bor- Jka^ PoaH 
, 4er*d oil his. 

The Mogul Emperor, to v/hcm the Sultanas 
Greatnefs fail’d not to give fome Umbra«, tnfmud, 
did not abfolutcJy rejedt the CalifF's Propoial j 
but he would give no pofitive Anfwer to the 
Envoy. It is unknown whether it was the De- 
fign of better regulating his own Affairs which 
with-held him, or that the Swectnefs of the Re- 
pofe he now enjoy’d after the Fatigues of his 

E aii Wars allur’d him, or that the Shame of 
reaking fo foon the Peace he had fo lately made 
with the Sultan hinder’d him from laying liold of 
this Opportunity to humble the Pride of Mehe- 
med. He told the Envoy he w’as fenfibly touch’d 
with the ill Treatment the Califf' had receiv’d, 
but that the Treaty he had Juft concluded with 
the King of Cariz-me did npt at this time per- 
mit him to make war with him; yet notwith- 
ftanding, his Mafler need only have a little 
patience, for that the Sultan’s reftlefs Spirit 
would not fuft'er him to let things reft long m 
the Pofture they now were : and that, in brief, 
he might afl'ure the Califf, that on the firft occa- 
fion he fhould have to fall out w ith Mehemed^ ^ 

he would not fail to declare war againft him. 

The Envoy return’d to Bagdad with this An- 
fwer. 

The Mahometan Hiftorians have very much 
blamed this Negotiation of the Califf Niffee, 
bccaufe the Confequence of it was unfortunate. 

And altho it does not appear that this Prince 
did ever give any Afliftance to Gengbiz,can ; yet 
his having but excited him to make war W'ith 
Mehemed was fufficient to draw upon him the 
Reproaches of all the Mahometans. 
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Attf Dorn. * One Perfian Author, after having much

He rewarded all thofc who Gazani. , 
had ferved him in his paft Wars, cards ’d thofc 
w ho had nor, and endeavour’d ro gam by Kind- 
nefs.and Prefents the Love of thofc turbulent 
Spirits whom he had rcafon to fear; in fine, 
he treated atl People, M>guh, T'artar^, 
andCbhiefe, m fiich a manner, that he was no 
lefs bclov’d of the People he had conquer’d 
than of his own natural Subjects. 

He likcwifc made fet'eral Regulations in his 
own I'araily, and p..rticular!y in relation to 
the Princelles his Wires, who v.crc very nume- 
rous.

He had a prodigious number of Children, 
but he made a great did'ercnce betwixt his Sons. 
Abttkair. He had but four who had Sovereign Power and 
Command in his Wars and Dominions. Thcfe 
four Princes had all great Employments ; and 
there is fo little mention made of his other 
Sons, that it feeras as if he had had no more 
Marralef- ^han them. Some Authors have given a rea- 
chj. fon for this Proceeding. They fay that the 
Moguls, particularly the Princes, did not ellecin 
their Children but in proportion to the No- 
bility of their Mothers; but Genghiz,ims Con- 
durt does tontradift this Opinion, fince Purta 
Coughie, the Mother of thefe four Princes who 
were fo highly prefer’d before the reft, was but 
the Daughter of a petty Prince or Can of the 
Congorat!, and Gsnghisxan had Children born of 
Princefl’es who were the Daughters of Kings, 
and lived in his Court as private Perfons. Not 
that thcfe Children were abfolutely deprived of 
all Authority, for they were all Princes and 
Cans like the reft of their Brothers ; but their 
Fortune was limited to petty Governments or 
Lord/liips. T'he greaceft part of them were 
fettled in Mogoiiftan, where the Emperor their 
Father gave them for their Portions feveral 
Provinces in the Eaftcrn Parts ; as alfo to his 
Brothers, amongft whom Prince Utakin w'as

‘Tonfihtcan, by fomc called yougt^ was the 
eldeft of Pui ta Ceugmes Sons, the fecond was na- 
med Zagataycat!, the dnrd OBayem^ and the 
fourth lultcan. The Emperor their Father, 
after having ftudied their Tempers and Inclina- 
tions, which much plcafed him, rcfolved to 
make them his chief Minifters, and to confer 
upon them the moft important Pofls in the Em- 
pire. He made I’oufchnan ,Mafter-Huntfman Abulfa- 
of the Empire This was the moft confidcrable *• 
Poft, becaufe of the Huntings with which the '**’ 
M/Dguh were indifpenfably obliged to exercife 
thcrofolves. He chofe his fecond Son to be Chief 
Judge, and gaxa him the Title of the Direc- 
tor of the Law *, and he order’d that all the 
Courts of Jufticc in his Empire (hould be de- 
pendant on his. It w as Z igataycna who ordain- 
ed the Pimifhmcnts infl lifted on thofc who did 
not obferve and keep the Laws, and took care 
toprclervc them uncorrupted. Piinre Ouaycan 
liad the Poft of chief Counfellor : He fhow’d 
fo great Prudence and Wifdora, that Getighjx.ia)t 
judg’d him worthy of that Place, and under-

way of living they had botii tnjoj ’d, and that 
in contempt of the Trca'y of Peace made be- 
tween them, he committed I'idts of Hoftiliiy.

cUwv nidi, and he thought their being fiecjuent- 
cd by, and often convcifing with Strangers, 
w oiild poli/li and improve tliem. Wemuftadci 
to rhefe Coonfideiations, that he had a gre:^ 
defire to know the Difpolirion and Nature of 
tlie People of the Southern Parts of Afin^ of 
which he had as yet but very little knowledge ; 
and that he hoped to learn it of thofe who

came thither to trade, or thofe he fcot along 
with them at their return to get information^ 
All thefe Reafons made him rcfolvc to treat 
anew with the Sultan Mehemed, and to fond an 
Ambafl'ador accompanied vitli feveral Mogul 
Merchants, as alfo with thofe of Cartzmoy who 
had lived in his Dominions for five or fix Years 
paft. He order’d his Wives, the Princes his 
Sons, and alfo the. great Lords, each oi them 
to fend fome one of cheir People with thefc 
Merchants, to buy in foreign Countries as they 
paft, whatever they could meet with that was 
fine or proper for them. 

All thefe things were done according to the 
Emperor’s Defire. Every great Perfon made a 
confidcrable Provifion of Balifchs, or Purfes full 
oi Gold and Silver and gave it the Officer 
he chofe out of his Family to go the Journey. 
The Balifch of Gold w-as worth feventy five 
Dinars of Gold *, and the Dinar is much about 
the Value of a Fiencb Crown of Gold, as it 
went in thSfe days. As to the Balifch of Sil- 
ver, it muft be valued according to the Dif- 
ference there is betwixt thefe two Metals m 
Weight and Value , and, in fine, a Balifch 
is wnat is at prefoiit called all over ’Ttnkey 
a Purfe. 

All the Officers of the Princes and great Lords 
fet out, accompanied with a hundred and fif- 
ty il%«/ Merchants, the greateft part of whom 
were Mthometans ; there w ere alfo feme w ho 
were Chriftians. * There went to head them

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ol the principal ones, who had more Esc; 'Mm 
perience than the others, to whom the Empe* u^/,V ‘ 
nsa* particularly recommended the Manage- ^ 

ffient of Trading. And the better to provide ,4 

for the Security of their Journey, the Carajas *i w-\rVl 
or Guards or the Roads, already cftablifti- 
ed in the Empire for the Safety of Paffen- 
gers, w ere doubled. All thefc T roops of Mer- 
chants marched under the Proteftion of an 
Ambafl'ador, who carried with him Prefents* 
and a Credential Letter, to propofe a new 
Treaty, with Orders to acquaint the Sultan, 
that the Emperor fent him back the Merchants AbulQ- 
of Cnriz,me who came to trade in liis Kingdoms ; "S'- 
that he difmift them well pleafed and well- 
attended ; that he hoped his S'lbjcfts \\ ould find 
W'itii him all fort of Protedtion, and that they 
would return to Mtphfian w'ithout receiving a- 
ny ill Treatment, fince he liad fent them with 
defign to perpetuate that Union and Fncnd- 
lliip which now rtign’d between them* 

The Mogid Merchants paft thro the Mogo- Abulfe- 
lifiafif Caracdtay ^XiA'Tu} cfueflan, with the Free- 
dom due to the Ambalfador whom they 
companied i and arrived fafely in the Kingdom *’■' * 

of Crntwe, as far as the City of Otrar^ which 
call Farab. It was fitiiate on the o- 
ther fide oi the River Sihon, at the farthefl: Ex- 
tremity to the Weftward of Tui quefiatt ; and its 
Territory on the Eaft Side was bounded by 
the Country o^ Afthafib. ‘ Otrar was a Place Mireotid^< 
of great Trade betwixt theTwrixand Mahome- 
tans^ and there were in it many Men of great 
Abilities and Skill in I’raffick.

He 
receiv’d the M^uls at firft with the Hofchguel- 
dy or Srjagueldy, that is to fay, with affuring 
them they fhould receive all the good Treat- 
ment that Strangers could hope for from a Peo- 
ple with whom they were at peace. 'I’he A&- 
Ambaffador acquainted him with the Sub- 
jeft of his Embafl'y, and the Orders he had to 
make all poflible hafte to the Sultan’s Court* 
W'ho was at that time in Tmc Agemiy that is to 
fay, the Peifitu Hmaaia. Gayercan told him 
he was going to write to Adebemed, and that 
as foon as ever he had received this Prince’s 
Orders, he would not fail to conduft him with 
all his Mogiih to the Court. In the mean 
lime all the Merchants who w ere Natives of 
Cnriz,mc retired to Tranfoxiam, every one to 
his own Home and Town w hereunto he be- 
longed.

The Mogul Merchants are ajjdj^natedf and 
the Peace broken 

Abuifa- r’l"! H E Mogul AmbalTador, deceiv’d by the 
rage. JL civil Treatment the Governour gave him, 
was too open in fpeaking of the Money which 
the Merchants had brought with them, Gayer- 
caa, who came not behind any Governour jn 

poim: 




^xint of CovetoOfnefSf was tranQ^orted to fiod 4tf. 
io good aoopportuoxty to cnricH himfelf. JBe ^ 
wrote to the Sultan in a fubtile manner, telling 
him there were juft arrived io Otrar People 
from Gengbiz^cani who faid they were Mer* 
chants, and a Man who call'd himfelf an Am- 
balTador, but that he much fufpcfted them ; 
that they W'ere very inquifitivc to inform them- 
felves of the Strength of the Places and Forces 
in that Country, with an ExaSncfs that ap- 
pear’d to him to proceed from fome farther De* 
fign than Curionty only j jii a 'word, that he 
believ’d them to be Spies, and that he was of 
opinion they fhould not have liberty given them 
to view the Countries, becaufe it feem’d to 
him that their Mafter had only fent them to 
difeoverthe moft Cafe and eafy wayfor him to 
invade the Sultan by. 

'I’his Letter made a great impreffion on Me- 
hewed. He fent Orders to the Governoui to 
watch the and to do in thisConjunc- Abulia- 

ture w hatfoever his Prudence fuggefted to lum.’®2®‘ 
Gaycttan-, charm’d with receiving an Anfwer 
W'hich fo favoui’d the Defign he ftudied to bring 
about, refoh ’d to murder the AIngul Merchants 
immediately, and even the Ambaflador himfelf, 
whom he invited with all the Merchants to 
his Palace, pretending that he 'W'ould inform 
them of the Sultan’s Anfwer which he had 
received. He told him, that the King of 
CaritMe had order’d him to treat the Moguls 
for fome days, and then to condud them to 
his Court. Thus this Governour drew them 
all to his Palace, where he had prepared 
a great Entertainment; but having them id 
his power, he caufed them to be fccretly miu> 
der’d one after another, and feired on aU their 
Treafurc. They were in number four hun- 
L a dted 
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Jto.Doni, drcd and fifty Perfons. Ga^m perfuaded 
*»*?• himfelf that Gti^i’i-can wonld never come to 
the knowledge of this cruel Aflaflioation; o» 
Lnfwi. Prince fliould get information of it, 

and refolve to revenge himftlf by force of 
Arms, Mihemd would be plcafcd, who de- 
fired nothing more than to enter into a War 
with the Grand Can. Notw ithllanding all 
pofllble Precautions ufed by the Governour 
to conceal hisOimc, God fo order’d it, that 
he was difrover’d \ for one of the Moguh found 
a way to get out of the Palate, by making one 
of the Officers a ronfiJerable Piefcnt for Pa- 
ving his Life. He foon rtachtd the Frontiers 
of T'uiqucflan^ and from thence fltd to Mogoliftan 
w ith ail diligence. 

Abiilfa. The Emperor was no fooner inform’d by

but he fwore to be revenged. He that hour 
Benketit dlfpatchcd aw ay three Ainbafludors to the King

*h‘n^r' Treaty of Peace, and wliat Crime 

«£» O'- i\xQ Moguls had committed, that had 

Abukaii caufed them to be aflaffinatcd conti ary to the 
iithisTi- Law of Nations, an inviolable Right cfla- 
nc Alof- bjj/ji’d, amongfi Kings as a means to tominu- 
nicatt to each other their Dthgns, and to 
maintain a mutual Frienddiip. He chaiged 
them, befidcs, lO reprefent to the Sultan, that 
the greateft part of the Merchants and tlie o- 
ther Moguls whom he had mallacred atOi-ar, 
profeft the Religion , and what ten- 
der’d the Murder of tliem yet more vile and 
inexrufable, was, that the Orrrz.mz'.zB Merchants 
who had come to traffic k in his own Country, 
had been kindly treated, and icceiv’d no In- 
jury : That if this villanoiis Afiaffination had 

been 



iNBen eofnmitted Avitbout his Knowtea^e aad &«• 
Ccmrent, he ought forthwith to clear 
by delivering np the Autlior to be punifh’d ; ^ 

on the contrary, if he approved this Aftion of 
GayBYcan, he had Orders to declare War a- 
gainft him. 

The A/w:??;/ Ambafladors being arrived at Me- 
hemed\ CowY, without paffing near Onar, de- 
manded Audience, and obtain’d it. I’hey de- 
clar’d the Subjed: of their Embafly, and fpoke 
fo fmartly, that the King of Carix.me, inftead 
of difavowing his Kmfman’s Crime, cut off 
their Heads. It was thus the proud Sultan re- 
ceiv’d the Mogul Amballadors, without refled- 
ing on the Misfortunes that would attend his 
Cruelty, w-hicli all the Mahametam did in the 
end feel the Efted of. 

' The Hiftorian Abulfurage tells us tliat Gen- 
ghiztan was fo touched W'ith this barbarous Pro- 
ceeding of MelhHud, that he wept, and coiild 
taire no Reft till he had got all things in readi- 
nefs to revenge him. He went, fays this Author, 
to the top ofa Hill, where uncovering his Head, 
he pray’dC >od to profper InsUudertakingsagainft 
a faithicfs Prinre w liom he W'as going to punifh ; 
and he remain’d in this Plate three Nights and 
Days w ithout raking any Suftenance. In the 
middle of the third Night a Monk clothed in 
black appear’d to him m a Dream, and warn’d 
him to fear nothing, for that he fliould be fuc- 
cefsful ill all his Undertakingc. The Emperor 
when he awoke was ftruck with this Dream. 

He returned to his Palace, and related this Vi- 
iion to his Wife O/imj/jmk’s Daughter. 

This Princefs, after having heard him very at- 
tentively, aflur’d him that this Monk whom 
he had feen in liis Sleep, and deferibed to her, 
was a Eiihop who fometimes ufed to come and 
L 3 vific 
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vilit her Fariier, the late King ctf the KwaAW* 
and was ufed to give him his BleiHng. 
rage adds, that Geaghizcaa inquired of the 
flhriftian Yugures who dveit in his Court, if 
they had iu)t a Bifhop amongft them ; they an- 
fwer’d, Yes, and fent to the Bifhop of Mar- 
denha, w'ho wore a black Mitre : That w'hen 
he came to him, the Grand Can faid, that 
in truth this Biftop had the fame fafhion'd 
Habit that the Monk had on who appear’d 
to him, but not the fame Face : That the 
Bifhop anfwer’d him, that the Perfon whom 
his Majefty had feen w'as certainly one of the 
Chriftian Saints : That from this time the tmpe- 
ror had always a Love for the Chriftians, and 
treated them \ery honourably : And, that he 
fail’d not to publifli this Vifion to the Soldiery, 
who were more confirm’d by it in the Opinion 
they had already conceived that this Prince bad 
a Communication with God. 

It is not furpriaing that 6e>jgh!zcan fliould 
employ the Fidion of a Dream to animate his 
Soldiei s ; fince many Heroes before him have 
had rerouife to the fame Expedient, Alexander 
the Great, for example, drftrous to revenge 
himfelf upon xhtTpiani), (who had likewifeput 
his Ambafiador to death) made his Army be- 
lieve that He-, ittkf had appeared to him, and took 
him by the Hand to introduce him into tht 
City of 7)re. What makes me not credit the 
Aiabhih Hiftorian, is, that he ^ivisGemlnuan 
an effeminate Charafter, in reprefenting liim ir- 
refolute, and fhedding Tears. All the other 
Authors reprefent him in a manner much more 
becoming a Hero : They fay, that he was 
in a Rage when they brought him the News 
of the Ambaffadors Deaths^ and immediately 
refolved to enter with Fire and Sword into

It is related in Ahukairs Hiftory, that when 
lie recounted to them the Story of the Mer- 
chants being afTadinatcd at Otra^ by the Sultan's 
Confent, he fet forth thtir Deaths in fuch dif- 
mal Colours, that he filled all ihcir Hearts v ith 
CJrief and Anger ; and that he reprefented the < 

Murder of the Ambaffadors is ith fuch Fire, that 
it infpired nothing but Vengeance and Fury, 

After having fpokc of Mehemi(f’$ Crimes, he 
made mention of the other Ads of Iloftility 
committed in Tur^uefian by* this Prim c’s Lieu- M'lconde. 
tenants, the Complaints of the Califf NaJJet, 
the Death of -SVAu Mageileddm great Juu},e of 
the Mahometan Empire, v ho had been mod un- 
juftly condemn’d. He finifhed lus Difcouric 
with reflecting how faithfiilly he on his’ part 
bad obferved the Treaty of Peace w itli the Sul- 
tan : which fo fcnfibly touched his Auditors, 
that looking upon the King of Canznie as a 
Monflcr, they all oSer’d to rirque rhcir Lives 
and Fortunes to revenge the Aftionr done to 
their Emperor and Nation. This Refentmentof 
the Courtiers fpread it felf foon amongft the 
People i and there was not a Soldier is ho did 
not fhow his Impatience to go againft fo dc- 
tcftablc an Enemy. 
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G E NGHIZ CA N feeing his Subjeas thus 
incenfccl againft his Enemy, like a wife 
Man improv’d this fai curable Opportuni- 
tj of executing hisDcligns; and knowing that 
Pciu j s are alw ays prejudicial in w’arlike *Af“ 
fails, he commanded Prince Tuh to lofe no time 
in getting the Army ready. Tuh fent Orders to 
the (.iederals in all Parts, to let them know the 
Empctoi’s Plcafure. The chief Officers re- 
paiicd to Court, and were prefent in the laft 
great Council that was held to confuk on the 
Opetations of tlic War Ashich was going to be 
iinderuken After this, they return’d to their 
feveral Poffs, in order to bring their Troops 
to the Place appointed for the general Rendez- 
vous. An Expitfs V. as fent to Prince Totz/tA/, 
who was at that time in Caffhaoj to warn him 
to be thereat the time prefix’d. 

After the Grand Can had fet on foot the 
number of Troops that he thought fit to draw 
out of his own Empire, he wrote to the foreign 
Princes, both thofe who were in Friendlhip 
V ith him, and thofe who paid him I’ribute. 
He acquainted them w ith the Rcafons he had 
to complain of the King of Cauz,me, and the 
Rpfplutjon he had taken to be revenged of him 



the Sword for the Contempt that Frinoe ha^ ^ 
fhown of his Fricndlhip. He invited them all 
to partake of the Laurels he promifed hin^lf 
to gain, and defired them to join him immO'* 
diately with their Troops. 

In tlie mean time, to prevent the Troubles Mircoede. 
that might arife in the Empire during his Ab* 
fence, he every where eftabli/hed wife and ex- 
perienced Governours, and principally in China 
and Mo^ohftan. He alfo ordain’d that Levies 
Ihould be made, both to fend to him during 
his Expedition, as aifo to keep his conquer’d 
Subjeds in awe who might be inclined to re- 
bel ; and, in line, he drew out of China, Cara- 
catay, and Atogohflaii, all thofe great Men whom 
he thought able to give him any diftur- 
bance, either by their Credit with the People, 
or by their adive Spirits and thus under pre- 
tence of doing them Honour, or giving them 
Employments, he clear’d his Provinces of all 
the {editions Ringleaders of the People. He 
alfo made fume new Law s, w hich he thought 
neccffaiy for the icgulating his Soldiery ; He 
forbid, under pain of Death, the Moguh to be- 
take themfelves to flight without lighting, what 
Danger foever there might be in refilling. As 
all the Divilions and Commands in his Army 
run upon the number I’cn, he eflablilhed a Law, 
importing, that if of ten Commanders whofe 
‘JVoops were joined together in one Body, one 
of the Officers or Troops Ihould offer to break 
their Ranks and lly, without the whole Body’s 
joining in it, they Ihould be kill’d upon the 
fpot without delay. He alfo made it Death for 
any out of ten, w ho feeing their Companions 
engaged in fight, did not go to affift them ; or 
who being prefentatthe ukingof one of their 
Pofnrades Pnfoncr, did not endeavour to free 

him.

him. Be appointed the propar iMs irhtch eac||i 
***^ Soldier ihould carry j tiw chief of which waif 
Mw Tie Sabre, the Bow and Quiver full of Arrows, 
the Battle* Ax, with forae Ropes : The Of* 
W>V>/ ficers were to have Helmets and Bread-plates 
either of Leather or Iron, or an entire Armour 
or Coat of Mail ; and it was not forbidden 
die private Soldiers to wear Armour if they 
were* able to buy it. Thofe who were rich 
were obliged to arm their Horfes in fuch a 
manner, that their Enemies Arrows could not 
w'ound them. It was alfo ordain’d that the 
Soldiers, whether in Sieges or other martial 
Enterprizes, fliould do nothing but w'hat was 
purfuant to the Tenour of the Laws , and that 
if any were found to aft otherwife, they ihould 
be punifti’d with the utmod Seventy. 

ICrcondc. To thefe Regulations the Emperor added one 
more : He commanded tlut if he died in this 
War which he was now going to undertake, 
the Books in which the Law's were written 
Ihould be brought and read in the Piefenceof 
his Children in the midd of the Aifembly, when 
they eleiSed a Grand Can, to the end that the 
Ele(9ion might be made according to the Laws, 
and that the new Can might regulate his Con- 
du(9 by them in all that concern’d him. 

%'hen all thefe Preparations for War were 
complcarcd, Genghixurn came with the Princes 
bis Suns, and the red of his Court, to the 
Place where he had afligned his Generals to 
meet ; and there he found his Army aflembicd, 
the fined Sight he had ever feen. And a Hif- 
tonan, to deferibe their Strength and Number, 
makes the Spies whom tlie King of Cauzjtte 
had L-nt to view them, fpcak thus : They are, 
fay they to the Sultan, all compleat Men, vi- 
gorous, and look like Wrcdlers j they breathe 



|i«bliikg iMt WartDd Blood, And Ihow & 
do laapaticoce to %Ht, that the Genets^ can 
fcarce moderate it : yet tHo they appear thus *!1* 
fiery, they beep themfelves within the bounds 
of a ftri& Obedience to Command, and are 
intirely devoted to thdr Prince ; they are 
contented with any fort of Food, and are not 
curious in the choice of Beafts to eat, like 
MuiTuImen, fo that they are fubiified without 
much trouble; and they not only eat $wines> 

Flefh, but feed upon Wol\ cs, Bears, and Dogs, 
when they have no other Meat, making no dif- 
tindion betwixt what was lawful to eat, and 
what w'as forbidden ; and the Neceflity of fup- 
porting Life takes from them all that Diflike • 
which the Mahometans have for many forts of 
Animals : As to their number, fthey concluded^ 
Genjihtz.can*s Troops feem’d like the Grafs-hop- 
pers, impoffiblc to be number’d. 

In reality, this Prince making a review of Abuleair, 
his Army, found it to confift of feven hundred/’* ”• 
thoufand Men. This is not furprizing, when 
w'c confidcr the great Extent of the Countries 
Genghiz,can had fubdutd, and refleft, that be- 
fides his own Troops, he had all his Friends 
and Tributaries, and even thofe of the Sultan’s 
Enemies, which w'ere joined with the Empe- Cogdemie 
ror’s, and cherefoie his Array might be as nu-f®^**'” 
mcroijs as is reported. And it is not an unex- 
ampled thing in Aft'^ for a Prince to have fuch 
a mighty Army : That of Darius was com- 
pos’d of feven Iiundred and fifty thoofaod 
Men, as is credibly reported, when he made 
W'ar againll AkxanJer. But let that be as it 
will, the Grand Can marched with his Army, 
and advanced towards Sultan Mehemed, Ann. 

Dorn. 1218. And fince it is from the Date of 
this Expedition that the great Irruption of the 
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Moguls and T'aHarr into thft Siouthem Parts of 
Afia is reckon'd to commence, it is 6tto obferve 
the State this Part of the World was in at that 
time. 

The Indiars w ere govern’d by many Kings, 
the moft jxjwtrful or whom was the King of 
the The Southern China, which W'as 

called Mangt, had its particular Monarch ; and 
the Northern, that is to fay, Catha), was under 
the Moguh, as were alfo borii the Tattaiyf, the 
Eaft and North, w ith a great part of the Weft, 
and of Tmtmefhan, The Sultan Mhemtd pof- 
fefs’d alfo Itveral Parts of T'urquiflnti and all 
"Tranfoxiana , belides which, he was Matter of 
the btft part of the Empire of Pofia, call’d by 
the Pejian\ han\ and all the Cmajfrac, all the 
Frontiers of India, the Country of the Medeiy 
which W'as called At^bijmia, and the Pe,fian 
Htycama otherwife called /<rtc Ay^cmi, were de- 
pendent upon him. The anticnt Pa fra, called 
Fan, of which Schnaz was the Capital, and 
feveral other Provintes, lived under his Go- 
vernment In a woid, the Sovereigns of the 
antient Empires if Pa fit, and the M^dei and 
Parthiaai, were almoft all become fubjcic to 
him, and paid him Tribute. 

Geoigia and the Countries adjacent had their 
own particular Princes w ho w ere independent. 
As for the ercat Anneam, its King paid 'I'ri- 
bute to the King of Canzmc I'he Calitf Naf- 
fer reign’d in Bagdad over Chaldea, otherw ife 
called LacA.aby, over a part of Mijopotamia, 
the three Arabia’*, and fome other Countries 
of Perjia. The Atabequite Princes of Mottfel, 
improperly call’d Nmiveh, the Defccndencs of 
the great Nmieddm Prince of Syria, poffefs’d 
almott all the reft of Mefopotamia ; but the Ci- 
vil Wars, caufed by the Minority of Najfe>ed-

djln aod by ’Ambition, held thefe Princes ill 
Arms one againft another. At this time the 
Succeffors of Saladin were alfo very powerful, ^ 
one part of Syria had fubmitted to them ‘j and 
Egypt acknowledged them for Sovereigns. 

The Sultans of Iconia., of the third Branch 
of t\\Q Seljnhides, govern’d in AfiaMiaor^ or Ana- 
tolia-, which the Orientals call Btladerroum, that , 
is to fay, the Gjuntry of the new Romaas : 

I Az.z,cddin Keicaous reign’d there. The Scepter 
of the Empire oi Coufitimimple^ which as yet 
bore fway in fomc Parts of AJiu, was at this 
time in the Hands of the Fiemhy who had 
made rhemfeivcs Mafter of it, Au.Dom. 1203.

The Chriftians Affairs in Palejline were at wnifaw 
this time in a very ill pofture ; they had loft '/ ’*^ 5 ’*®' 
the Kingdom and City of Jerufalem, which, 
with many others, w'cre taken from them by 
Saladitty Ann- Dm. 11B7. Heg. ^ 8 ^. and there

They 
only aflure u', that he marched bj Cmacatay and 
Turqueftan in the Year of the Hate, winch was 
A<^D. i2i%.Heg.6i'$. and that his Troops enter’d 
into the Province of Fa>ab, of which the City 
of Otrar was the Capital, near the River of 
Alfchafihei, othcrwife called the Sthon or Jaxa,’^ 
Abulfed. te<, fituate in the forty fourth Degree of La- 
Geogr.fw titude. Genghtzean was then lixty five Years 
TilfS'™ of Age. 

ttdan. jjj mean while, the Sultan of Canzme^ 
Abuka.r, by his Spits learnM the M^«/iPrepa- 

p. 12. rations for war, w'as not idle ; He had caufed 
fevcral confiderablc Levies to be made, and 


had negleded nothing that could procure him 
a powerfiil Army, notwithftanding the Con- 
tempt he had before fhewn for thefe his Ene- 
mies. And Ferabet, a Town in thfc Territory 
of Bocani^ fituate in thirty eight Degrees and

choice or it to be the Place of the general Ren- 
deavous* The Troops of Corajfotie, of Sak or , 

the BaEirians, of Pn ySff, the Borders of InitUy 
and other Parts of /ra», who obey’d the Sul- 
tan of Cartz.me, repair’d thither. Thcfe he 
join’d with thofe of Tour an, who w'ere under 
the Command of Gelakddtn the Son of Mebemedt 
and then the Sultan w ent and view’d his 
my, taking upon himfelf the Command of the 
Troops of Iran ; and when all the Army was 
come together, they were found to be four hun- 
dred thoufand hghting Men 

Tho this Army was very great, yet it was 
farinferiour in number to that of the MoguU. 

Some Cartzmean Generals, on the Spies report, 
took the Liberty to reprefent to the Sultan 
the Inequality of the Armies j but this Prince 
was too proud to hearken to their Reraon- 
ftranccs : ‘ Do you fear the Moguls faiu he ; Abulcair, 

* and do you not well know, that if they have/* 

‘ more Men than w c, yet to ballance that we 

* have more Courage than they ? The Moguls 

* arebut th^atis to fay. Enemies whom 

* wt have no reafon to fear. If thev have 
‘ gain’d feme Advantages, and vanquilh’d fomc 

* Nations, they were only Pagans who were 
‘ unskill’d in the Art of War ; but now they 

* are going to deal with Mahometans who 

* are well verfed in Aims, who have con« 

* quer’d Petfia and all the reft of and 

* whom no Nation or People has as yet been 
‘ able to conquer; Men who have tiiumph’d 

* over the moft warlike Nations in iWAfia:

The King of Car}z,me’s Generals obey’d, and 
the Army was conducted thither in fo good 
Order, that nothing was w'anting. This Prince 
kept his Word, he paft the River of Jaxanes*^ 
with his Troops, and led them to Otrar, not 
doubting but that the Mogul Emperor had a 
defign upon that City, both becaufe of the 
bloody Scene that had been adted there, and by 
reafon it would open him a free Palfagc into 
the very Heart of the Kingdom of Canzme. In 
fliort, he found the Moguli in a Place called 
Caracou. The two Armies immediately pre- 
pared to fight, and in a little time the Squa- 
drons and Batralions on both fides appear’d 
ranged in Order of Battel. Then the great 
Trumpet Kerrenaj w'hich was fifteen Foot 
long, was founded ; the Brafs Timbrels call’d 
Cous, the Drums, Fifes, and other warlike In- 
ftruments, play’d, lounding the Charge. The 
CarizmeanSf who were all Mahometam, implor’d 
the Affillance of their falfc Prophet ; and the 
Moguls trufting to their good Fortune, and the 
Conduft of their Emperor, promiftd themfelvcs 
a corapleat Vidtory.

The Catitmtams atr 
nimated by the Bxaienple of their King, wbq 
fought with extraordinary Bravery, maintain’d 
the Advantage they Jiad gotten as long as tfiey 
were able ; yet notwith&dittg the R^nli^n 
With which ue Sultan fought, he faw htm&if ae 
laft forced to quit the Field of Battel, and be*' 
gan to give back, when the Prince his Soil, af 
ter having beat the other Troops fcdt agaioft 
him, made hafte to rejoin him, and renew’d 
the Fight. The Mahometans took frefh Cou'* 
rage, and retnm’d to the Charge with more 
Fury than before. GelaUddin did on this ocea<*<

Mog.**^ On the other hand, the A^/f did no trays 
Mre. fail of their ufual Bratery, and never behav'd 
L'‘''VNJ themfclves more valiantly than on this Occa- 
Abuhratr, having now to do uith Men as cou- 

rageous as themfclves there was a dreadful 
Slaughter on both fidcs, and the Victory re- 
main’d doubtful a long time : but at laft, the 
Emperor, who had flill a great Body of 
Referve under the Condud of his Son Oilfay, 
bid him march and charge the Enemy in the 
ladiaKah. Dank. Oihy executed his Orders with much 
Com .ige , and thefc frtfli I’rcops made a terri- 
ble H.u ock. In the mean time, the Carizjnea»s 
ftftain’d ihis laft Attack with great Firmnefs* 

'J hev toughr till it was Night ; then each Par- . 
ty retired to their Camps, and gather'd up 
thtir wounded as w'ell as they could. After 
this, the) fortify’d thcmfelvcs on both Cdes all 
th^ could, to avoid being furprized, and with 
dengn to renew the Fight the Day follow- 
ing*. Put when the King ofCar/z.me fame to 
examine the Stare of his Troops, and found 
thcystcrc dnninilb’d by more than a hundred 
and fixty tlirufand Men kill’d and wounded, 
fie thought no more of renewing the Fight. 
And what the Spies reported quite took from 
himalllmlinationtoit ; for they all faid, that 
the Army, tho fo ill-treated, were ftill 
much uiperiour to his in number ; He there- 
fore thought only how to put himfelf into 
futh a condition as might lecurc him from 
being Toon attack’d. He entrench’d himfelf 
fo, that Genghium did not think fit to ven- 
ruit it, nor was fo rafli as to undertake to 
forte his Camp.

the lofs of wliich would have entirely been the 
Ruin of his Rmgdoait r«folv’d -to diftribnte 
lus Army into the moft confiderable Places of 
Strength, and to piovido for the Safety of the 
reft the bell he could. He tficn lent GarifoiiS 
into his beft Cities, and kept with him only 
a flying* Camp, lo be ready to march whefe 
there was the moft urgent Occafion. He gave Padlallab. 
all the reft of his Troops to Prince Gehtitddm^ 
w'ho did not approie of this bis Delign ; and, 
contrary to his Commands, retired to Co~ 
rajfana, wheic he encicafed his Army with all 
rhe Troops he could get together. And in 
tinth, in thus dividing his Forces, the King 
of Oimw/* yielded the Viftor) to his Enemy; 
who feeing himfelf Mailer of the Field, fenr 
Ins two Sons the Princes OJ.7> and Za^atay, lo 
befiege Oti rt> w ith two hundred thoufanJ Men *.

before got into it f and, ithat; tho Govcrppm' 
had before bis coming caufed fifty thoqfaod 
fighting Men to come into due City ’ : They 
added," that'there was in Otrar Co great a Plea- v>y^. 
tyof all forts of .Ammunition, and, Provifions, 
that the Befieged could not want any thing for 
a long time ; and that Gaymaa had turn’d out 
all the ufelefs Moiiths< 

O^ay and ZagMay fent word to the Grand Abulcjir, 
Can what Condition the Place was in that they ?* 
were going to befiege, which obliged the Em- 
peror to go in Perfon and view the Place. Being 
come there, he fet up his Pavilion before the 
Walls, took a vie w of the Outworks, and having 
well examined them every where, gave thcle 
Princes his Advice, or rather his Commands, 
what to do ; and then he went for 'tranfaxiana^ 
where he had great Defigns to execute. After 
his Departure the Princes firft .fixt the Qu3»'ters 
for the Army round about the City ; and thfcn 
fortifying th.emfelves, order’d out feme Troops 
to guard their Convoys of Provifions. In a 
word, they ufed all means imaginable to ren- 
der tiiemfelves foon Mailers of we Place. 

.Gayercan on his fide took ad the Meafurcs IWd* i §• 
poflible to defend himfelf. He employ’d the 
inhabitants *and Soldiers in fortifying their 
Walls Hill more than they were before, raifed 
new ’^Powers to incommode the Beljegers, and 
regulated the Quantity of Vi&uals that he 
would permit them to confumc every dai .

He WaS a Man oi Wit and 
Courage, and inrpi’'ed the lieiieged w irh fo 
gieat an Avcrliou foi tin Enemies, as being I- 
dolatcis, that th^ Inhabitants and Gaiilon le- 
folved to fufter the iafl. Estictnitics lathcr than 
to yield ; So that the to pleafo Gtix-

Hw *<516. much longer. Carratm was fo fenfiblc of it, 
T* ^hae he feveral times prefs'd him to capitulate, 
CteeodtU. to favc thcir ovn Livcs, andthofc of the other 
hlahmctans who yer remain’d in the City : but 
6’(ijfr(/rK'was not ignorant that whatever Trea- 
ty he could make, the Enemies would not ob- 
fcn'c it la w;hat related to himfelf, and fo 
reflifcd to yield, refolving to hold it out to 
liis laft Breath.

AbJcair, f\ll ihe Frinids of Cu/rtott approved hisPro^ *

agreed they Ihould all repair to that Qiiar- 
tcr where the Gate of Duvaz i Soufy w'Ss, 
w'hich AS- <5 in the power of the OlEc^rs of Cu- 
rnii-'. Accordingly they went out at this 
GaW in the Night, having fcnc Advice of their 
‘ ' coming 
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coitiifig to the ^Seaerals, who had tb^ ^ n 

cooduded to their Camp. But they were tiot ^ 
received there as they expeded : The Princes, ^ 
after having queftion’d. them concerning the 
State of the City, refiifed them the Paflport 
they defired, and told them, that the Aluguls' * 
had fo great an Averiion for People who vvere 
faJfe to their Prince, that they puniihed them 
wherever they met with them. Cm lacas endea- 
voured to juftify himfelf, but his Rcafons were 
not heard, and he was put to death on the fpot, 
as well as all the other Caftxjiman Officers. 

They likewife put feme Soldieis to death, and 
all the reft were made Slat cs. 

This Defertion did not intimidate the Be- 
fieged ) they fought w ith the fame Bravery as 
befotc. Even Gayenmt improved this Oppor- 
tunity to animate his Soldiers, and went about 
to make a Spee< h to them on this Subjed , but 
they made him fenlible he had no need tO ex- 
nie them to do their Duty, that he fhould 
End they were all difpofcd to die like brave 
Men, and not Cowaids like their Compa- * 
nions , in fine, they all vow’d to penfli in de- 
fence of the City, and to ihew thtmfeh'es faith- 
ful to their Religion and Prime. 

In the mean jimc*, the Moguls having learn’d Abulfa- 
from Canau.i where the weakeft Part of the 
'J’own was, made fo good advantage of his “ 
Information, that after having given a fierce 
Afiaitlr, and made a confidcrable Breach, they 
briskly enter'd thio it into the City, and put a- 
bundance of tlit People* to the Sw ord ; yet it 
was fome time before they could get to be 
M afters of the City: for there yet lemain’d 
twenty ^thoufand Men with the Governom, 
and they had foirify’d every Place they could, 
having caft up lutreiichmcnts in all the narrow 

Stieets, 
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Af, ]>oHi. Street 9 , ^(ch gave «faf JSh^^en more tron^ 
ble than the CalTle itfelf, tbo it Wis very well 
1^3 xw ' belidoS this, Gaj^reaa kept the gre^s 

crwwWr. of the Troops m a firong Hold, from whence 
n^VNi/ he could fend them the Places w here was 
AbttJft- . jjjoil need. Nothing w as more brisk than the 
2^’ Befiegers Attacks, nor more obftinatc than the 
Refiuance of tbt Befieged During a whole 
Month they fought on both fidcs with an un- 
daunted Bi avtrj'. At Uft the .Caftle w as car- 
ij’d , but the narrow places that weic forti- 
f>’dheid out longei, in which fifty Men weic 
able to fuftain an Attack againft a much grea- 
ter number of Aflailants, whofe being fo un- 
met ous did not avail them, but expofed them 
to the Arrows of the Btficged, by which they 
daily loft a gicat manv People. Tht City be- 
came fnil oi dead Eodi cs The Houfes w ere bea- 
ten down in fuch a manner that every one ftme 
to hiuc hiiafelf in the Ruin-, to fight undet Co- 
vert, which Hill Klaidtd the taking ot O' • 
AbuVair, Genghiziani, tu whom thePiincis dail^ lent 
$.i 6 . , Couriers to iniorra him of wlucpafi, ama/td 
at then making lo lung a Doftnee, foibid his 
Soldiers killing Ga)e)i.an^ chat lie might hast 
the piinifbing or him himielf, for he did not 
think fo wicked a Man merited fo hououiable 
radhiUh. a Death as to d>e in Fight. This Older coft 
a great many MomU tbtir Lives, for being 
commanded to fpatc the Gmetnour, they 
were obliged to pick out thofc they would 
aim to kill : wliercas the Caitz,meanf having 
nodiing to take rare of, luird a great many 
moieof the Enemies than they loft of their own 
People. The Befiegers however ft ill btingmg 
UP frcfti I'roops to relieve thofc who were 
tired, at length found an end of tiilir Eoe- 
nnes, and Numbcis canied the Day* Ca)frcim 



with two Men onlf, yet wotdki oot 
think himfelf conqaer’4 . hut like a dying Per- 
foQ, who exerts att the hcrcngth he has left tO ^ 
ttraggle with Death, he took frefh Courage : cnad^ 
and retiring up to » Terrafs-Walk belonging to 
his Palace, with his two Companions, whom Abuikr^. 
the fame Fury animated, from thence rolled ' 

down great Stones upon the Mo^nh who rame ‘‘ 
near, and they tumbling down upon their Com- 
rades who follow’d them, dragg’d them down , 
w ith them. At laft after hai mg kiy’d 

a great number of his Enemies, loft his two 
Companions, and remam’d alone againft the 
Moduli, who having at length furrounded him, 
feized him^% loaded him with Chains, and cat- 
ried him *to the Princes, who found as much 
Conftancy of Soul iii him then, as he had 
ftiown Courage before. They feat him under 
a ftrong Guaid to the Grand Can, to difpofe 
of him as he plcaftd The Fmperor aftei ha- 
ving reproached him as the Cauft of fo many 
Misfortunes to his Countrymen, caufed him to 
be put to death at Samaumde in tlie Palace ot 
Cheut-&i au

They razed the CaftJe, but they rebuilt the 
City Walls , and then they permitted rhe old 
Men, Women, and Children, who had been 
turned out hy Gayenm^ to return into it with 
the Country People who had retired from the 
► City. And it W'as forbid under foi ere Penal-

C H A P. IX. . 

The Sieges of the Cftiei of Saganac, Uz- 
kend, Allchafche, Fcnaket or Toncai, 
bj Toufchican. 

D uring the siege of oti . Uenghix,- 
can got Information after what manner 
the Ring of Canzme had difpofed his Forces ; 
and now fnew, that befides the iixty thoufand 
Men he had detached for that City, he had 
fentfiv'e thoufand to to ftrengthen that 

Ganfon ; and that the Governour of the Coun- 
try lept ten or twelve thoufand Men at Saga- 
iiac and Uz,l.eKj ; that there were as many more 
at Tmuiit, w hich fome call Finakety twenty thou- * 
fand at Bocara, a hundred thoufand itSamanuudef 
and in the City of Canzme and otbti Places pro- 
portionable : the Sultan thinking to fecure thefe 
Cities by fending ftrong Gariions into them. 
I'hc Grand Can on this Information, rcfolvcd to 
|)clicgc the Places that were pf moft Importance, 
uid ncareft the River faxanes^ to the caid he

might leave no Place bsehind him that could Ae* Ikm 
give him any trouble when he was gone farther j.***®* 
off, and employ’d in fome other Siege. 4^.^^ 

Jaxartei is a River in Tanary ^ which the cr^tU* 
Orientals, as we have already taken notice, 
called S/hoa; and befides its particular Name, 
it likewife took that of the Territories it 
1-an thro, as of the Country of AtfJjafJie, and ^ 

likewife of the Country of Ciigends^ where it 
W'as call’d the Kiver Cogcude^ and fo changed its 
Name in other Countries thro which it paft. 

It had chiefly two Sources, which it fprung 
from in Mount Imam^ from whence it took its 
courfe towards the Weft, winding by the Coun- 
tries of Cogendey Al/ihajifK, Feiab, and 
fome others, to pais into the Cafpian Sea, W'her© 
it difeharged itielf with great Violence This 
is the River whicli Alexander the Gieat, ac- 
cording to QiimiUi Ciiutu\, believed to be the * 

Tanat\f and which he crofted over upon a Bridge 
of Boats to go againft the Siuhian^ who moleft- 
ed him, being in fear that he \would incommode 
them, by means of the City he had canfeJ to be 
built on the Banks of this River, by him na- 
med Alexandria. 

GcKghiz,ean having* entmfted the Manage- 
ment of this Evpedition to Prince Tonj.hi., he 
fent him Orders, fo foon as he was infonn’d of 
the reducing of Oi>a>, to befiege the Cities of 
Se^gana^, Junde, and the others of which they 
muft become Mafters before tlicy could under- 
take theConqueft of Taafoxtana. At the fame 
time he fent to him Ela<. Nevian, a raoft expe- 
rienced Captain, to ferve him as Lieutenant 
General, with Orders to take w irh him tw enty 
thoufand Men cf the I'roops that had been at 
the Siege of Otrar, to the end tliat 7'uufJ: 
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might hftv« two Armies, and fo be in a condi- 
tion not to fear any thing. 

“ioujihi began his Expedition w ith the SieiH?- 
of Sagamc ; and the Lmperor having forbid 
him to ufe Force in thole Places which he could 
reduce by fair means, he endeavour’d to gain 
the Inhabitants of tlhs Cit), by Mrfuading, 
them to avoid the Mifcnes that a Siege is al- 
w ays attended v ith F or this purpofe he chofe 
an Officer, in xvhom ho placed much Confi- 
dence, and tsho had been long known to the 
People of that Country, by hating had Com- 
merce V ich them in tinus paft. This Officer, 
who was tailed il¥ag/ H'ffun, did not forget to 
tale Mcafines for his ow’n Security before he 
enter’d this City, and the Govcniotir fiift gave 
him his Word that he fliould be kindly received. 
When. he tvas come into the City, he defired 
that the principal Inhabitants fhould meet to- 
gether W'ith the Governnur, that he might 
make know n to them the Purport of his Com- 
miffioii, which Was granted him, the moft 
confiderabic Petfons of the City rcpaii’d to 
the Place appointed, follow’d by a great many 
of the People. 

H.iffan fiift reprefented’to them in pompous 
Terms the Greatnefs of his Mailer Gc«gi;z-f/z«, 
the Conejuefts he had gam’d, the great Advan- 
tages they would reap by being his Friends, 
and the Dangei s they w ould expofe therafelvcs 
to in drats ing his Hatred upon them. He likc- 
V ife .nflured them of the fweet Temper and 
Geierofity of Prince Toujehy his General, from 
■whom he came to offer them the Emperor’s 
Fntndlhjp, and afl’ur’d them they diould be 
tuated with all the Gentlcnefs imaginable, 
)f the/ would put the City into hi& Hands.

He ha4 not time to &y more, "pie *»» •«»*. 
ProWfal cf yielding uj» the City 
ttem all, that The ^ 

chief Officers whl^’Teni^xei^Hl^ mtcaraliy c^wMib 
faauglity, and who did not WN'' ®i> xchange 
their Mailer, rudely ftopp*d im iMoodi, and 
eaufed a great Tumult, >' the Paojple fecond- 
ing them ; nay, even the Gariibii join’d wirfi 
them, and they faid a thoufand abtifivc things 
to the Prince’s Envoy, The Diforder was fo 
great, that the unfortunate MiJ]/aa was torn to 
pieces by the enraged Populace. 

The News of this barbarous Aftion much Mircoade. 
afHiftcd Toufchkaa, tvho detefted the luhuma- 
nity of this People. He excited liis Soldiers 
to revenge it, and made them fwear that they 
\\ oUld never dieath their Swprds till the City 
was in tTieir power, and they had punifhed the 
traitorous Murderers. The Siege was under- 
taken with incredible Alacrity. Tfvey attack’d 
the City with great Fury, and the Belleged de- 
fended it wirli equal Bravery,- and knowing 
they could not hope for any Mercy, they 
fought as Men who were defperate. But not- 
witnflanding their Valour and Obftinaev the 
Place was talien, and the Mog'ilf plunder’d it, 
and kill’d all the Officers and Soldiers which Mirconde 
garifon’d it ; nor did they fparc the principal tn Roza 
Inhabitants, and more than one half of them Affift- 
paid with their Blood for Hagt Hagan’s Mur- 
der, The City had been razed to the ground 
if they had not had occalion to keep it, in order 
to piofecute the War; and only the ncceffity of 
preferving it for their own ufc, canfed them to 
pardon the reft of the Inhabitants. But as a 
publick Teftimony of RcQ eii to the Officer’s 
Memory, w'ho, contrary to the Law' of Arms, 
was torn to pieces, Pi ince T'ouf.ki eaufed a moft

had gotten there, into the Province of jFer- 
gane. ' , • 

He had loft before Saganac abundance of 
Men more than fuch a Place waswoitii, but 
he was obliged to revenge Hajfan\ Death. And 
this punijfliing thefe People fo feverely pro- 
duced a good Effcft, becaufc feveral I’owns in 
that, Country fearing to (hare the fame Fate, 
took great care not to irritate the Conqueror, 
but }iclded without any» Refirtanctf. [ Uxr 
qmai itfclf, a Place which would for fome rime 
have put a flop to the Moi;uIs Conquefts, did 
not think fit to ftand a Trial with them : and 
the Inhabitants oppoftd the Gardon who pre- 
tended to defend it, and in fpight of the Go- 
ifirconde. vernoiir, font Deputies fo the Prince, whowa? 
then two Da^s Journey from the City, nor 
doubling but their fubinitiing thcmfolvcs would 
plcafe him ; and in truth things anfw er'd theii 
Expeftation. The Governour finding himfolf 
not able to lefift all the Inhabitants of the 
City, and the Mogi>h together, went out of it, 
and the greateft part ol the Garifon follow’d 
him. They luften’d their Marcli, for fear oi 
being feized if they w’erc followed, and they

Our of Complaif. net, lint marched dircitiy to 
Affi.hafilCy \\ htte n'! thofe who were willing to 
fhow their Lo\c to the Sultan join’d theGa- 
rifcn. All thtfe People together defended that 
(it\ fo bravtiv, that it was not taken without 
a great Pft-ufion of Dlood 

Jlfchaf he w .ts a ' ei y beautiful City, and Abulfed. 
cv'crv Hoife had a (j rden well wratcr’d. It^*'^'^* 
was li 11 itc ntai the River y,i\nnefy at tour 
Da s Jo'.rney fioin the City of Cogende. So 
foot! as lvifj}uan had reduced it, he marched 
Ins Ann) towards 'Jmtdcy a Cit) (ituate on the 
L’oide s o<^ I itqvi ft uHy and at a fmall diftance 
fiom the River Several learned Men 

having lived in this PLce, have tender’d it fa- 
mous. It was out of this City, andfomeo- 
thers m this fame Country, (according to Min- 
cond/s report) that twenty Sathtaa Ambafla- 
dors w ent to meet Alexander , hearing the Fame 
of his great Vidones ; and reproach’d him of 
being too ambitious, piaying him if he w'ere 
a God to fhew it by doing good to Men, and 
if but a Man, to refled on the Uncertainty of 
his own Condition, inftead of proceeding far- 
ther with defign to rob them of their Goods 
and Quiet. The Governour who commanded

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A»* m Jmie at this time wis called Cutluc-Can- 
^ 'I'bis City and all the Country belong’d to 
*S|’. property , for w hich realon he bore the 

Title of Can. He jnhciittd this fmall So\e- 
(./"y^w reignty from his Fat net, who had voluntarily 
fubmitted to the Sultan of CurTZ,»u. He was 
polTtdcd of great Riches, and had proinifed to 
make a brave defence if he wasatfacktd, but, 
far flora keeping his Uord, he did but hear the 
iW ff'Jf V tic coming, and immediately thought 
of nothing but how to fa\c himfclf and ins 
Tre..fuie. He paft over thcRner into a De- 
falt, ami tlitniB rctiud near as far aS tin Citv 
of Cj) innii , w hit li the M Jci ics of the VV ar had

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liaviour, if cbofe People who approved his Pro- 
pofJs, had not helped him to mate his efcope, 

J Ins Officer returned to Toufiknan ; and after Sx 
having luformtd him of the ill Succefs of his crmiO*. 
Ncgotian n, he gave him an account of the 
State of t!ie Place, as far as he had bewahle 
to dj ft over. He had obferved the StrcJ^h of Condemir* 
the \\ ulJs and J'owcrsof Juiide in fuch a man- ♦ 

ncr, tiiar he judged it would coft a great deal 
of time to uKe^ the Pla«.e by Force, and that 
tilt} ftioiild lofe abundance of Mdh. He tlierc- 
foit propofed to Puntc Toujthr this Strata- 
gem, to tatife Bridges to be laid over Part 
of the Ditch, w inch was full of Water, faying 
that he miglit more cafily Icale the Walls at 
that Part of the* Ditch where the Enemies 
thought thcmfcIvesmoR fccuic. He fliew’d to 
him d<e Plans ho thought moft proper for 
the tvtciinon ot tin's I.ntcrprize, and allured 
him ihc} flioald Anpri/e the Belieged as they 
deHud J lit- P. imc did not altogether dif- 
apprnvc the Captain’s Notions, Uit having 
prepared a flore ( f Liigines and Machines of all 
foits for a Storm, he wilhcd he could have 
made fomc ufc of tiiem : tor this reafon he 
oftcr’d man\ Objections to Gttmur\ Propofal j 
to all which he anfv. er’d fo fully, that at laft 
ToufUtt } iclded to agi ee to whatever Ihould be 
refolved m a Council of War, which was held 
that fame Day. Every one fpoke his Opinion 
on this occafion, and Giunw communicated his 
Defign ; but the ‘Lieutenant General of the 
Army having another in his Head, fpoke a- 
gainil the Captain’s, rejeded the Thought of 
rendring themfelvcs Matters of the Town by 
Surprixe, when they could have it a nobler 
way, and endeavour'd to perfuade them that it 
waseaiV take it by open Force. But not-

I>o»». with^ndi&g the Rcafons he alledged to fiip- 
Opinion, all the Council better liUed

gine^ec a playing on that (ide of the J'ovn

forcif) ’d. Thus they hoped that thefe Attacks 
would draw all the toicos in the Town to that 
line, and durtng that time they might without 
beinj; molcflcd fcale the Walls on the other. 
3 Jiey agreed upon the Time and Manner, and 
named the 3'roops that Xhould be employ ’d in 
execiiung this Enterprize, and the Battalions 
that fhould lupport them : Ih hne, it was de- 
termined that fofoon as the Biidgeswere laid, 
they ihould lafien on tire W^all two Ladders of 
light Wood to bei,Ir the Sialado, and a cer- 
tain number tf bcldieis mount the Walls to 
fafttn more Lvidcieis. 

Mirionde. Gitnrn,, who was good Engineer, built the 
Bridges himfelf as lie thorght ht ; and when 
all things were leady, th< y bt gan the Attacks 
a little bcfcie niplit n ich great Shouts, and 
the Sound of 7 imb-eJs, Diams, and other 
warlike Inhrumtnts Whilft the Migul Engi- 
neers caufed the great F^ngines to be brought 
up againfl: the Ci*"} , iheir Soldiers kill’d with 
tncir Slings, or drove Irom the Walls the Be- 
lieged who appear’d on them to hinder their 
Approaches. So foon as the battering Rams 
and the other Engines began to play, all the 
Garifon ran to the Attack, and abandon’d 
their other Polls. Gitmur on his fide lb foott 
as It w as Night caufed, his Bridges to be laid 
crofsrhe Ditch with aU diligence, and the Men 

oyer, 
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and raifed the two lL,a4d«i*» o«d «if Wl»*«Si 
immediately mounted himfelf to aniftUtCLito 
Soldiers, who following, foon fatten’d fo grdat 5^ aK 
a number of Ladders, ^at the 'IHroops enter’d 
the I'own, and advancing to the Gate they dc- 
fign’d to fecurc, feized the CfOtinel andSoldiers 
' who guarded it ; and making themfelves Maf- * 
ters of it w ith little Noife, Open’d it, and let 
in feveral Troops of theMg«/i, who took pof- 
fellion of the principal Places. The Belieged 
were no fooner informed that one pf the Gates 
was furprized, but they uere feizcd with Fear, 
and abandon’d the Care of the Places attacked, 
c^ery one thinking of nothing but where to 
hide himfelf. 

Thus was the City of y/t/tje taken without 
any Lofs on either fide , for the Mvgnh meet- 
ing with no Refinance, did not deftroy any 
body: v^hichwas very eitraordiiury in fuch 
a Conjundure They fpared the Inhabitants, 
bccaulc they had not kill’d the Moguls ; and 
they put but two or three to death, who had 
abufed Gitmur in the Conference he had had 
with the People. But if they put not the Peo- 
ple to the Sword, in icturn they plunder’d them 
of all their Goods. 1 hty commanded them 
on pain of death to leave the City, and to re- 
tire to a neighbouring Plain. I'liey obey’d this 
Order with much hafte ; Men and Women, 

Old and Young, all ran to the Place. The 
Matters and Slaves ttood undtttinguilhed to- 
gether, waiting what their Enemies ihould do 
with them ; imagining they bad drove them 
out of the City with no other defign than to 
mafiacre them all together with more Cruelty. 

But there was no harm done them, only Com- 
mifliuries were order’d to take an account of 
the number of the Citizens* After which,

they* tefc $. Garifoa m the C{ty, aad 
tf. P**™^'^**^ Inhabitants to return to their 
a S* 3^' Hoi/es, where they found what the A%«/j had 
left them, which was only what tliey could not 
.Sa'V**-' carry away. A M^ul Officer, named AUcoja, 
who was a Mahometan, was made Govcmonr. 
of the place. 


‘Toufehkan, after the Reduftion of this Place, 
divided htS Army into two Bodies, giving fifty 
thooi^d Men to Elac Nevian, to go and fub- 
due .the Countries of liac, Alfcbajlbe, and Co~ 
gfnde ; and he ordered tlie reft eft’ t!ic I’roops to 
keep the open Country, and facilit.ate the ta- 
king of Cogende, which he had received Orders 
to bellege by the faid Lieutenant-General. EJac 
Nevian being provided of all things of which 
he flood in need to perform tiiis Expedi- 
tion, marched into Ilac and to jullify the 
Prudence of the Emperor his Mafter in the 
choice he had made of him, he refolved to 
ufe all the Prudence and Skill he a.s ('apable 
of. As an earneft of which, he firft marched 
• his Army with fuch fpecd, that the People of 

Atfaras »» Ilac and Alfchafche believed tiicm far oft from 
AiiAbuI* their Country, j when they w ere fiirprizcd with 
*®“* hearing they w ere arrived in it : on which they 
furrendred many Places to them w iiiiont fight- 
ing, which might have made feme reliftance, 
and retarded the Siege of Oigcadc. 

T'oncat, which Abnkair calls Darahhn ' , 
was the aioft confiderablc Town of all thofe 
which the General Elac Nevian took before 
he went to Cogende; therefore he was forc’d 
to befiege it to make it furrende^. It was fi-

The M^u/ Officer judging that this 
Town could furnilh Cogende \^ich great Suc- 
cours in cafe he neglected to take it, and that 
on the contrary it w ould be of great Service 
for his own Army if he took it, and laid Stores 
in it, refolvcd to befiego it in form, -if he could , 

not reduce if any ocher w'ay. This City was 
rather a Place of Pleafure than Strength. The , 

put ling Brooks w atcr’d aimoft every Street. The Atu'feda, 
Suburbs and Country -Seats were all well rup-;!. 232. ^ 
plied with Water ; ^id an infinite number of 
Gardens hill of Fruit-Trees render'd it a charm- 
ing Place to rcfide in. It w'a.s full of murmuring 
Fountains, all environ’d with many the moft 
delightful Walks in the Wot Id. In fine, it.was 
a comifTon Saying, that God never made a 
more dtlicious Dw'elliug than ihat City, Its 
Situation near a Riv'cr, it<; Walls and Caftle, 
had always defended it againft the lurquefiaa 
Rovers and Bands. Ics Inhabitants wcie not 
frighted at the Mguh Approach. The Bev w'ho 
govern’d it was fo boUi as to refufe to furrcii- 
der it on their Summons. He was called Awo- ai,i ton 1e 
Afe//t, and was the natural Lord of the Pialb.<» Rouztt 
The Garifon was compofed of "Tuiks, Natives AtWa. 
of the Country, called Cangoult, a People wlio 
had the Reputation of being very brave. 

The Goveraour put great Confidence in 
them, and anfwet’d fiercely when rheitfcjjw/f 
fummon’d him to open the Gates ; but upon the 
firft Attack he retired into the Cafile with the 
chief of the Inhabitants. Elac Nevian caufed 
the Engines to be got ready, and gat'e many 
N 4 •• Aflaultg 
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AHaalts to the City. The iSbit^ed vigorouflly 
refitted for thtec days ; b$t the ioartb, maugrc 
their Oppofitioo, he made a Breach in the 
Walls : at vUich the Inhabitants were fo af- 
frighted, fearing to be forced, that they de- 
fire^ leave to capitulate, and did all they could 
to obtain honourable I'erms. But the 
General rejefied all their Propofals, and ob- 
liged them to fui render at difcrction. 

When the Moguh faw thcmfelvts Matters of 
this Place, they made all the Inhabitants go 
out of it, that they might with more eafe plun- 
der their Houfes. And the General Elat Ne- 
vian thinking he had teafon to bedifpleafcd 
with the Garilbn, put them to the Sword- As 
for Iknco Mtlicy he had notethe ftixic Fate ; for he 
found means to efoape before the Cattle furren- 
der’d. The after having built a con- 

fiderable Magarinc for warlike Stores there, 
marched towards the Country of Co"iihk, which 
was a Part of RigaKe, or at katt border’d 
upon it. 

* The Can to w horn tlx Cn / of Cofc,i h be- 
long’d, well di fccrning that Flac Ncvian iiad 
not undertaken theS'cge of ‘fttuM, bur in or- 
der to come to him with mere Advantage, 
flood upon his guard. He had oider’d to be

Ammunition and Food And fo foon as he had 
Advice that the Mogth were marching chat 
way, he caiifcd the Hndgts to be broken down 
with all fpeeti, the Roads evxry where to be 
fpoiled, and all the Com, I'Vuits, and Cattle 
in the Countries adjacent to be earned away, 
with defign to take from the Enemies all

to prevent their befieging him. All the Inhibit | ^|X 30 
tants of tiieopen Towns and Villages, u^wdtHo ommUIi 
report of the Afifgu/s Arrival, abandon’d their 
Houfes, and fought where to feenre therofelves. 

Thofe who could get ipto Cogeade^ took re- 
fuge there, as being the Capital of that Pro- 
vince, and the only Place that was capable of 
making any Defence. They carried into it 
all forts oi Provifions, fo that there wanted 
nothing neceffary either for fighting, or main- « 
taming thofe who w'erc fhut up in the Place. 




C H A P. X. 

The Siege of Cogcnde, And the Hijiory 
of Timur Melic. 


T he City of C<^etide was iituate in a- 
bout forty one ' Dcgiees and twenty five 
Minutes of Latitude. It w as large and w'eil 
fortify’d. It extended irfelf along the Banks 
of the River Jaxartesj in a fertile and beau- 
tiful Country, w'hich rendred its Situation ex- 
ceeding pllafant. .Befidcs, it was within feven 
Days Journey of Samarcande^ and bad the Ad- 
vaiitage oi trading in Musk and other odori-

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JbiVkA femas things. The fine GerdKms, Excellcttco 
Fruits, an(^ particularly the Bravery of 
ffS* iti jirfjabitants, made it a Place higWy clleem’d. 
It fahd fbt its Sovereign Prince Itmur Melic^ 
■who was a Can that pay’d Tiibute to the Sul- 
tan of Cartxjney with whom he lived in pcrfeft 
Amity. 

Abulcair, Toufihtcm kept at fome diftance with his 
h *?• Army, to hinder the Garifons of fevera! Places 
from getting together to difturb Ehc Ne- 
vian, to whom it was belides neceflary to 
« leave all the Prpvifions that ,remain’d in the 
Country of C<^ende^ this General having but 
few Magazines tlicre to fulifift his Army. So 
foon as the Moguh were come before Cogendcy 
they fortify 'd their Qpnp on that fide the Ri- 
ver where they encamp’d, and began to get 
ready all their Engines. Elai Nevian knew 
very well that this Place was hard to be taken, 
and had got Information w hat kind of Man 7;- 
7»Kr MeltL was. In truth, this Prince was 
not to be ranked vith common Captain*; ; he 
naturally loi ed War, .and had often given In- 
j fiances of it among his Neighbours He h.ad 

feveral times tommanded the Saltan’s Armies, 
and had acquired a \erv great Reputation 
* He was peifcctly skill d in the Military 
Art, and had all the Qualifications of a rom- 
plcat General. He was juil, liberal, familiar, 
and feverc enough to make his Soldiers fear and 
obey him. All thefe goo(^ Qualitifs, fupport- 
ed w'lth a dauntlefs Courage m all Dangers, 
have caufed the beft Eaftcrn Hiftorians to make 
mention of this Prince with great refpeiSt: 


^ Hi« Vtlour was fo extraordinary, that Rufiafty 
and Asfendtat had blulh’d before hun* Mmonh^ p, 
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com^Nire V«ldQr to iftbt 
taas, the Asfendiitres^ an4 the Samsy who 
the antient Heroes of the "fwks and Perju^ 
fa reality, lie well deferved to be rauk’daesa 
Competitor with all thefe great Men. 

So foon as he was befieged, he applied 
himfelf icrioufly to aflign proper Employments 
to all thofe who were fhut up with him in 
this City : He let nor»e be idle. He order’d 
the Engines to be plswed where they were moft 
ufehil. He caufed twelve Barks witliOarsto 
be built, to ferve them againft the Beliegers, 
and .ifierw'ards made many more. JHe ap- 
pointed the Places where each Officer fhould 
port: himfelf, propofed Rewards to the Soldiers, 
• and decreed Punifliments for thole who fail’d 
of doing their duty. The Mogul General on his 
lidc, before he began the Attacks, harangued 
his Aimy He promifed to* his Officers and 
common Soldiers to give a faithml account to 
the Grand Can of all the brave Aftions tney 
Ihould perform. And when he had thus anima- 
ted them W'lch his Eloqneutc, he order’d them 
to build a Bridge of Communication a little 
below the City, which they executed witlwSuc- 
ccf. by the Alfiftance of their Engines, notwith- 
Uandmgall the Eftbrt's of their Enemies to op- 
pofe them. 'I’hcn liaving divided his Army in- 
to two Bodies, Ije font the weakeft beyond the 
River under the Command of his Lieutenant, 
and retain’d the beft Troops to make vigorous 
Attaciis. And altho Hiftorians do not relate 
all the brave Adtions perform’d during this 
Siege, no doubt but on both fides Exploits 
were done w'orthy to be eternally remem- 
ber’d. They fay that Eluc expofed himfelf to 
a thoufand Dangers to render his Attempts fuc- 
cefsful ,■ that he caufed whole Milliknes to be 
' ^Ihot 
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.fliotagaiaftt{M^0ty; thait 
jpsook the Walls whilft he was prefent ; and that 
he himfelf fought fometimes only to animate 
his Soldiers, 

As for Timur MelUy we cannot relate all he 
did either to burn or break the Moguls Engines, 
affifted by his People and Brigantines He 
fent fix of his Barks on each fide of the River. 
They were full of Soldiers who fought defpe- 
rately, and fliot into the MognU Camp fo great 
a quantity of Stones, Darfs, and Arrows, that 
they killed and wounded abundance of Men. 
This fuccefsful way of fighting augmented 
their Cburage ; and the Befiegers not being 
able to encompafs the City by reafon of a large 
Morafs which hinder’d them, there came by 
that means from time to time fmall Supplies of 
Men into the City ; fo that Tmur MeUc flat- 
ter’d himfelf that he Ihould be able at laft to 
weary out the Moguls but there arrived in their 
Camp frefh Troops fent by Prince Toufehnan. 
Elac redoubled his Affaults, and fo fatigued 
the Garifon, that they defpaii’d*of relifting 
him much longer. Yet Tmur Mehc had re- 
cousfe to a Stratagem which much retarded 
the taking of Cogeiidt. He ’ had caufe^ to be 
built fome time before a kind of Fortrefs well 
fortify’d at the farther ‘.nd of the City, in a 
little Ifland that was very di^cult of Accefs. 
This Citadel was not built to keep the Inhabi- 
tants in awe, the Prince being too well afl'ur’d 
of their Fidelity to fear any thine from them ; 
and thecefore to take away all oufpicions of 
that nature from them, he had left in the City

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aa Eminence which commanded this Fort. He 
had built it only to fecure the Town from dw 
Irruptions Strangers might make jjato it by this ^ 
way, vrhich lay open and cxpofed, becaufe the cnetiS** 
River grew very wide in this Place. He put 
into this Fort a thoufand chofen Men, and then 
lent to the Enemies Camp Men in whom he con- 
fided. Thcfe Men pretended to be Deferters, 
complaining they had been ill ufcd, and were 
fled to them forSiiccour. They acquitted them- 
felves of their Commiflion very dextroufly, 
and the Mcguh fail’d not toqueAion them about 
the State of the City. They pretended a great 
Unwillingnefs to abfwer them ; but being 
prefled, at length feeming unable to relift any 
longer their Importunities, they declared they 
needed only attack that Fortj becaufe fo foon as 
that was taken, the City muft furrender. The 
Rcafons they gave for this Advice had firft been 
concerted with ‘Timur Melk. 

In the mean while, Timur Melk^ to give more 
credit to the Intelligence thefe Deferters had 
given his Enemies, made his Troops appear 
I’cry eafy. RUu, fufter’d himfelf to be de- Fadiallaby 
ceived, and difpofed all things to attack the h 
Fort. He found it to be very ftrongly built, 
and extreme high. The Moguls made ufe dT 
their Machines, and batter’d it with all the 
Vigour imaginable for feveral Days ; but th© 

Stones and other Materials, of which they had • 
got together a great quantity, beginning to 
fail, and the difficulty of gettiqg more befog 
very great, much hinder’d them, they befog 
obliged* to go above three Leagues from their 
Camp to feek for them. All the Infantry was 
commanded out on this occafion, and fo trutii 
they brought back w ith them a vaft quantity. 

Hew Attempts were made to take the Fort i 

but 
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l>pi^ btft the Befiegers being at too great a dillance 
***|* from the Walls, by rcafon of the River run- 
^ nmg bettsee^i, they could not throw them 
CfettMt. down, and \%ere therefoJC obliged to caO, up a 
Bank to approach nearer it. 1 he grcaicfl part 
of the Army was cmplo>’d in this Work, -w hich 
was extremely laborious, becaul'e of tlie Holes 
they met with in the bottom of the Ri- 
ver, which they were obliged to fillup, I’he 
Foot-Soldiers brought the Stones to the Brink 
of the Water, and the Horfc went and threw 
them in amougil the Earth, and whole Ihces 
tied together, as they did likewife the Fafeines 
and other things of whidi they made ufe to 
Fnifli this W'ork, and render it firm, Befides 
the Difficulty of this Undertaking, they had 
the Vexation of l>cing continually interniprcd 
by the Bciieged, who often witli their Fjigincs, 
and fometimes by the Sallies they made in their 
armM Brigantines, threw down the Bank, and 
deftroyM all they had done- Yet notw'ithfiand- 
ing allfheEroits of rhefe brave Men who de- 
fended this Foitrefs, the Work was accom- 
plish’d j anti 'Timnr Mehc now feeing himfclf 
Upon the point of being forced to yield, thought 
no more of any thing but how to execute the 
Defign lie had long form’d in his own Mind, 
in order to fecure bis Retreat, and to fave his 
• own Family at lo.ift. 

Fadlallahy He bad at the beginning of the Siege only 
p. 388. twelve Brigantines 3 but having found bow ufe- 
ftd they we»'e^to him, he had rawfed more to 
be built, even to the number of feventy, with- 
out mentioning his Defign to any boo^'. Ho 
gave Orders that the Brigantines ihould be all 
brought to the moft private part of tlie Shore, 
under Covert of the City, where he had them 
piaAcr’d over with a certain Compoiition whkh

Vinegar ; .and the Nature erf" this Compofitioa 

W'as lucli, that neither the Arrows nor Fire 

could liurt the^e VeiTcls. In the time this was 

doing, and he was difpofing all things for his 

retreat, coiifidcring that the Bridge of Com- Conwanit 

munijation, of vhich w^ehave made meritiop, 

was an Obftacle in his way, becaufe the Enemies * ** 

might fend over it as many of their Cavalry as ■* 

they pleafed to pu»fue him by going on the other 

fide, and prevent his Lauding where he deiign*d, 

he refolvcd to attack and deftroy it. This De- 

iign V as not at that timcdiiScu^ to execute, be- 

caufe the Alogul General had caufed to return to 

his Camp the moft part of the I’roops that had 

paft over to riie other fide the River, and was 

bufied about taking tl)e Fort; fo that the Bridge 

was left with but few Men to guard it. 

Otjjp Night ‘Timur Milk caufed a Sally to be ♦ 

made. The commanding Offirfer, as had been 
before agreed, attack’d thofe who kept the 
Bridge, upon a Signal given him that fome Bri- 
gantines hill of 'I'ar and Naphta were got near 
the Pontons of which tlie Bridge was made, 
and going to fet fire to them. The Brigantines 
produced the dt fired Efteft without Oppofi- 
tion, and the greateft part of the Bridge was 
biirn’d. This was done the fame Night that 
'Timur Melk left the City. He loaded his 
Brigantines with every thing he had moft valua- 
ble, putting aboard all his particular Friends, 
and the braveft of his Warriors who were wil- 
ling to (hare his Fortune, with ftore of all forts 
of 'Provifions and Arms both offenfive and d«^ 
fenfive, to incommode the Moguls, by whom ho 
6xpe£led to be purfued j in fine, be embark’d 
himfelf, and order’d the Admiral who had 
cbjftgt: of this little Fleet, to let it drive a- 

loog 
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An. Dom. loo| Ivith the Stream, And to mafee all the 
«***/’« rpeed that "was poffible. 

rfa ootwithftanding all the Precaution 7 r- 

M’/rV ufed to conceal his Flight from EIm 
Nevian’s Knowledge, this Mmd Officer WAS 
Mimmde, foon inform’d -of it, and immediately fent a 
gteatBody of Horfe after him, with Orders to 
Aflafa. ^ purfuc him clofely, to attack him under Shore, 
and take him a Prifoner. And tho the fwifc 
Current favour’d the Rowers, and tlie Fleet 
was got a great way off from Cogende before the 
Mogulf could ovmake ir, yet rliey came up with 
them, nofwithftandmg the Diligence iifed to p- 
fcape them, and in fpite of the Tinnings and 
Windings that the Rocks, w Inch often obftrutt- 
ed their Way on the Shore, obliged them to 
make. So foon as they w ere within reach of 
them, they hurl'd a vaft Quantity of Darts, 

• Arrow s, and Fire at the Barks of thofe gf Co- 

gende-, but the 'Brigantines, which wet e proof 
againfl. thefe Attacks, receiv’d no Damage. In 
the mean time'T/w/i Mcht.^ not bung able to 
bridle his own Couiagt, nor the Valour of 
thofe that belong’d to him, fhot out of the 
Window s ot the Ships a great man\ Darts and 
Arrow s againft tht Muguls^ of w horn they kill’d 
many. l'he> fought in this manner feme Days, 
and one may reafonably imagine that Timur. 
loft alfo a gteat many of his People; for be- 
fides that he could not hinder the Arrows from 
entering the Brigantines by the Windows, they 
were often obliged to quit the Shelter of the 
Decks, and expofe themfelves to rcpulfe thofe 
of the who ventured ftill more by ad- 

vancing againft them into the Water. 

AdlaUah, Altho the Inhabitants of Cofende, animated 
f- 38*. by their Prince’s Example, fufter’d not them- 
felves to be fmprized either by Night or Dzy^ 

yet 
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yet their Enemies gave them no reftj 
l^lonrVi them fo clofety, that they icatte 
ever loft Hgfat of them* The bloodiefi JDif' 
putes were when fome Rocbs or Baohs of owfJifti. 
Sand which were on the North fide (for the 
River ran from Eaft to Weft) obliged the Fleet 
to approach near the Shore on the South ftdt. 

*Twas in thefe Rencooriters that T/wnw- Mike 
Ihew’d himfelf a Prodigy of Valour. He was 
foremoft in all Dangers, and feen in every Place 
where the Fight was hotteft, and came general- 
ly off viftorious from thefe Skirmilhes. There 
was, amongft the reft, a furidus Combat in a 
certain Flat, or /hallow Place, where the Ri- 
ver being fordable^ gave leave to the greateft 
part of the Horfemen to ap^oach the Brigan- 
tines nearer than they ufed to do. ‘Ttnuir had 
his Ships ranged in the manner he ufed, gave 
his Orders to the Admiral, who communicated 
them to the Pilots, Officers and Soldiers; and 
then without waiting for the Mi>guh coming to 
them, he went himfelf to attack them. There 
were foon feen floating on the Water a great 
number of dead Men and Horfes ; and after 
a rough Attack, the Mogult were conftrain’d 
to make a Hiameful Retreat, 'tmur Meltc loft 
in this Fight many of his heft Officers and 
Soldiers. 

Being obliged to pafs before the City of Fadlallaty 
Toucaty which was in the pofl'efllon of his Ene- /. 3^(8. 
mies, he expeded to meet with greater Ob- 
ftacles. And in truth, had the Moguls reflefted 
at firft that he muft of neccffity pafs by that 
Place, they might eafily have overthrown and 
funk his Fleet. But they thought not of it till 
it was too late ; their Courier did not arrive 
at T’oncat fill a very little while before ‘Timur 
Milics Fleet, and they had not thne to do 
O , more 
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more than faficn a Chain crofs the River. The 
Prince would not pafs but in the Night before 
Tencatf to the end that he might conceal as 
much as pofllble from his Enemies the Condi- 
tion his little lhatter’d Fleet was in, and to 
be the lefs incommoded. Neverthelefs, the 
.Chain ftop’d at once all the Brigantines, and 
gave time to the Garifon of the City to join on 
the Banks of the River Jaxnrtes the Troops 
that purfued Timur. This Prince had fortu- 
mtely forefecn this Difficulty before he left Co- 
gende., and made provifion of excellent Hatchets 
and Files; he diftributed them amoagft his 
People, who tho they hood as a Mark expofed 
to a great number of Archers who /hot at 
them, began to*cut the Chain, and accom- 
plilh’d it. It is true, Timur fupporced them 
the while, killing a great many of the Moguls 
with his Arrows ; but he got off with great 
Lofs of thofe that accompanied him. And the 
Chain being cut, the Brigantines pafs’d thro, 
and continued their way- 

The Moguh, tho enraged for not having 
been able as yet to take Timur Melky were 
not difeourag’d, but purfued liim with more 
Vigour than before. 'Fhey w ere now' join’d 
by a fre/li Body of Troops, w hicli Prince Tcnf- 
ihkaHy who was not far oft fu m thence, fent 
to cut oft’ all means of Timur's retreating, 
which he had had an account of. The Moguls 
with this Reinforcement began afreni to ha- 
rafs thofe of CogerJe, w ho far from a ppear- 
ing difniay’d, feem’d to fight v ith more Ar- 
dour. Tonur lumfelf, weary of being fhut up 
intlic Brigantines, refolved to go lorth to give 
vent to his Courage, and die in the midft of 
his Enemies. For rhis he found a favourable 
Opportunity.; a Rock obliged the Enemies to 

go 
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go about, and drew them a little farther than An. voaSi 
they ufed to be off from the Banks of the Rx* 
ver Southward, This Prince took this oppor- 
tunity to get afliore with the few fighting cntadtU. 
Men he had left ; and not doubting but the Vrf'vM 
Mgu/j would all come and fall upon him, he 
hop’d that whilft they were fighting with him, 
the Brigantines, would efcape, and mig-ht be 
able to carry hU Family to feme tlace of 
Safety. 

He then went forth of the Brigantines with 
his little Band, taking w ith them Provifions for 
fome days. 'I’hey reached to a Place very well 
fituatc, on a riling Ciround^ from whence ruJli- 
ing down furioufly upon their Enemies, who 
did not exped fuch a Defcenc to be made up-* 
on them, they kill’d a great number of the 
J^oguh. The Moguls not doubting but the 
People who charged them with fo much Fi.~y, 
were headed by the bra\ e Prince w horn they 
purfued, laid alide all Thoughts of the Bri- 
gantines, and applied themfelves to get at him* 

They quitted their Horfes for this purpofc ; 
but they found the way to the Place he w a< 
upon fo ileep on the fide they were of, that 
they could not get up. And whilft they fcarch’d 
for the Paths by w hich the Prince had got up 
with his Band into fo advantageous a Poll, jail 
as they were ready to furprizc Timm and hiS 
Band by coming behind them, the Night gave 
him and them opportunity to retire farther into 
a Place ftill more difficult to find. They left 
not oft* to feek him from Rock to Rock, and to 
continue thtir hopes of taking him 9 altho he, 
by knowing the Country better than they, al- 
w^’s cfcap’d them, even when they moft flat* 
fer’d themfclres that he was going to fall in* 
to their Hands* 

O 2 Whilfr 
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Aa. Dom. Whilft the greateftpart of the Moguls vrem 
**^1* cpiployM in purfuing 7/»*«r Afc//c, the reft, more 
Mm. Th g*‘«cdy of the Booty than Honour, foHow- 
Cmedik, ed the Brigantines, thinking to enrich them- 
felvcs by the taking of them ; but they loft 
Mirconde. their Labour, for the Fleet got fafe into a Port 
belonging to the Sultan of Cartzm, where all 
7?7»«r Mdics Family \\ere received with much 
Joy, and where they lived without any other 
Uifqiuct than the Tiouble of not knowing 
what was become of that brave Prince. 
Condemn. And indeed tlitir Concern for him was not 
without reafon ; for he had to do with Ene- 
mies who were obfiinately bent to purfue and 
take him. And tho he had happily efcaped 
their hands all this while, and had continually 
kill’d all who attempted to get up to him and 
came within his reach, yet he every day loft 
fome of his Companions ; fo that at laft they 
all periih’d, and he remain’d alone, and could 
no longer hope to defend himftlf againft fo 
many Enemies : Yet one Night he found means 
to efcape from them. He faw but three Perfons 
who follow’d him; thefe three A%7/t iccing 
themfelvcs alone, and purfuing a Man whole 
Valour they fo well knew, did not dare to 
make np to him, but w^ere cautious how they 
attacked him, which w as a great Advantage to 
fadlallab, him; for it gave Inm time to get to a little 
p, aSy. Wood, where flopping for a few Moments to 
take breath, he dicw three Aiiows out of liis 
Quiver, w Inch w ere all that he had left, one of 
v/hich had no Head. This he fliot at one of 
the Moguls who was the foremoftof the three ; it 
Fruck him in the Face, and the Arrow went in^ 
<0 his Eye, and difabled him for fighting. He 
who was wounded was the braveft of the three. 
The two others appear’d much fii> prized at this 
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Sight, which Ttwfr Melk perceiving, pr(^ol<^ to An. IkHo* 
parly w ith them. He offer’d them fome Pieces of 
Gold, on condition they Would ceafe to follow 
him. The A£guls accepted bis Offer, and ta« c^mu. 
king what care they could of their wounded 
Companion, returned back to their I'roop. 

Tiikur Melic in this manner efcaped from his Mirconde, 
Enemies hands, and eafily got to a City of 
CariTjnie called where he was received 

with the Acclamations of all the People, who 
had already been inform’d of the great Dangers 
he had been expofed to. They loaded him 
with Praifes and Blelllngs.. His Family came 
foon after to him w ith luch Joy and Tranfport 
as may be much better conceiv’d in Imagi- 
nation than exprefs’d in Words. His Con*' 
duft and Valour were admired not only by all 
bis Friends, but even by his Enemies. Sultan Abulcair, 
Mehemed having learn’d that he was at Quent, t- 2Q. 
fent to congratulate him on his fafe Arrival, and 
defired him, by Letters full of Efteem and 
Fricndfhip, to accept of the Government of 
that Cit\ , the Govemour of which had been 
kill’d. 'I’tmnr complied with his Sovereign’s 
Dcfire ; and when the MoguU carried the War 
into Cariz^me, he gave fredi Proofs of his Cou- 
rage, and red/led them fo long, till at laft de» 
fpairing of feeing M>.hemed's Affairs rc-efta- 
blifli’d, he retired into Ptr/f./, where the Sul- 
tan liimfclf w as at that time. Sometime after 
he difguifed himfclf, taking the Habit of a reli- 
gious Sophy, and retired to the Borders of 
where he lived privately till the MoguU had efta'* 
bliflicd themfelves Maflersof Perjia and Tartary.

When he was arrived there, he enquired af- 
Crocodtlt. ter his Children whom he left at his Departure 
for.^>/rt He found but one alive, whom an 
Condemir. qJ^j Servant of his Family difcover’d, and whom 
he himfelf knew to be his Child by a Mafk he 
had upon his Body. Batucan Ring of Capfchac, 
the Grandfon of Gen^hiunn, permitted this 
. Son of Timur Mehc to make enquiry after his 

Father’s Eilate, and to enjoy it. "Timur aflift- 
ed him to recover it; but feveral MuguU ha- 
ving got poflelfion of It, It w as not very eafy 
to make them reftorc it : yet he did at laft 
compafs it, by which he made all thofe 
his Enemies who had ufurped any part of 
his Right and Fortune, Thefc Men found out 
the Man whom he had wounded in the Eye 
with the Arrow, and excited him to take le- 
Mirconde. venge on him. And 'tis remarkable after v'hat 
manner this accomphih’d his Defign : 

One day Tmur Mdic talking with a Prince of 
the Blood who did not lore Fighting and 
Wars, he asked T;?KKr with a ftornful Air what 
W'cre the great Adtions he had done, Tnnur 
fhock’d at the Contempr chis Prince treated him 
Fadlallab, With, anfwer’d fiercely; Prince, the Eauh and 
/. 3S9. Seaf have fein vshat I huve done, the Heavent and 
&ari are IVitneJjcs of my Valour, and the 1Vo>ld 
does undervalue it. Thcfe Words which Timur 
fpoke, proceeded not from Vanity but Anger, 
•w hich coft him his Life ; for the Mogtd whom 
he had w ounded being prefent, and pretending 
ro be dilpleafed with bis Anfwer to this Prince, 
which he faid was not rcfpedlful enough, ftiot 
an Arrow, and kill’d the generous Ttmm Melic. 

The Oriental Writers have been too bri<»f 
in not relating all the Particulars of what hap- 
pen’d 
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pen*d in the Ciry of Cogende after this Hero’s 
Retreat from it. The Eftecm they had for 
him did doubtlefs engage them to relate his 
Adventures only, and negleft all the reft. They 
do not fo much as tell us what fort of People 
they were who inhabited the Country of Co- 
sende. They only fay that the City furrender’d 
the next day after 7murs Departure ; and that 
Elac Nevian, after having fettled all things, 
went to rejoin GengbizAun in "Iranfoxtana.

Genghizcan’i Expedition into TranLxiana. 
The taking of the Cfttes of Zamuc and 
of Nur. 


T is faid in the foregoing Book chat Aa, Dom. 
the Mogul Emperor took the Road to , ^ 2 20. 
Bocara and Santanande^ the Capitals 
of two great Provinces fituate be- 
tween theRiversy/zx^mjand Oxin 
Countries which were very pleafant, fertile, and 
full of Towns and Cities yet there were fome 
little Defarts. Tliis Land was inhabited partly 
by the famous Styt/uam, whom Jiifiin mentions, 
and partly by the BaBrians^ whom Ptokmy^ 
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An. Dotn. A^ian, and others fpcak oh It is called Zagatay 
1220. [,y Moderns, Maua> alnahitr by the Aiaht 
Ua^fil'e now what the 'Turks and Per^ns call the 
Coontry of the VxJiecs. 

It is at prefent divided into three or four 
iDjittp- petty Monarchies, who have each an indepen- 
ulbecks! * of their own ; and heretofore it 

was divided into many more. Thcfe petty So- 
^ defeended irom the Mo^ul Princes 
Lubbxtta- Ca'pfehat, of ■whomTotifih, the eldeft Son of 
vane. GengLixcau, was the Firft and Chief The 
firft of the Vtibecks who went out ot Cup- 
f.f}ac to eftablifli himfcif in T anfuxtma^ was 
ichuibei, who made an Irruption into it about 
A. D. 14118. Heg. 904. and drove out thofe 
that lemain'd of the Poflvrity of Tnmvrlmit 
wl o died A.D- 1404. Heg. 807. 'Thcfe People 
w tie called *, becaufe they ufed to 

wear on their Heads Caps made of Felt ,• and 
their Soldiers were called lejihlkijlh, that is 
to fay, Green- Heads, becaufe tliey wore a 
green picked Cap. Their Horfes a^c very 
lean, but extremely fwifr- 7’hcir Arms are 
great Ion" Bow s -and Arrow s. Darts, Svsords, 
fmall Bucklers, and Coats of Mail. The molt 
part of them have tiiick Arms and Legs, with 
vciy difagreeable Faces 7 ’hey (peak in the 
Kofc like the Chnefc ; but they love polite 
Breeding, and W'illingly apply themfehes to 
the Sciences and liberal Arts. Their Mer- 
chants trade chiefly in the higl cr ThtatVf 
Mifi'z', and the frJ a. 'I’hey carry thither 
Silks, and a great deal of Manna, which they 
call S.LiU/!, which fignifics the Milk of a 
Tree, hctaiiic this Drug is wdiile. ’I'is a Dew 
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that 
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that falls on the Trees, and dropping from tWr *)««• 
Branches, they reduce it into fmall Grains, 5%. 
which the People put up into GlaiTes for Sale. Ill s'! 3% 
They alfo fell Sturgeons Eggs, and faked Filh. 

Genghtxxatt having referved to himfelf the 
Conqueft of the moft important Places in this 
Country, and above all, of Bocaroy Samarcandey 
NuTy and Zarnuc, caufed his Army lirft to 
march towards Sogdtana and the River Oxus, 
and paft thro feveral Provinces in his way 
thither. The firft City before which this Em- 
peror flopp’d was Zayjiuc. He fent, as was his 
Cuftom, one of his Captains to the Inhabitants 
of the City, to ofltr tliem all land of Security 
and good I’reatracnt, if they would fubmit to 
the Conditions he propofed to them ; that is to 
fay, to demolifh their Caflie, and fend into 
his Camp all their young h^en who could bear 
Arms, to ferve him in liis Expedition. The 
Captain, whbfe Name was Damfchimnde Had- 
gtb^ fpoKc to the Inhabitants in the moft per- 
lualivc Terms imaginable ’ ; infomuch, that the 
principal Perfons amongft them were willing 
to lur render, but the common People and Ga- 
rifon oppofed it: io that the Grand Can was 
obliged to make his Troops come up and ra- 
vage the Countiits round about this City'- 
Then the People who were before willing to 
accept this Prince’s Propofals, font a Magif- 
trate to afluic him of their Readmefs to fub- 
mic to him, and offer’d to come to him ; 
but the Emperor judged it better to let thefe 
People lemain in the City, believing they 
miglit engage the reft to fubmit to him :

serfent, OS they pretended, to the laft extremity, 
fufier*d themfelves to be overcome by the 
Fcrfualions of the chief of the Inhabitants *. 
So they enter’d into a Treaty with the Grand 
Can, ■who W’as contented only to demolilh 
their Caftle, and bring into his Camp the Sol- 
diers and young Men of the City. 

Keduaun After which he continued his March to* 
efjflui. wards the City of Nur, ft mate between Bo~ 
cm a and Samanande. I’he Name of Nur^ 
which ftgnifies Light, was given to this City, 
bccaufe it enclofed feveral Places {whofc pre- 
tended Holinefs drew from all Parts a great 
Concourfe of People The Gates wet e im- 
mediately (hut againft the Mj/'A, the People 
flattering thcmlehes that the Sultan would 
fend them Succouis, as he haa given them 
hopes he would ; but the Governour, either 
thro Cow ardile, orbecaufe he believed 
med not in a t ondition to aflift them, or that 
he was corrupted by the ad'fis’d the 

Inhabitants to make no defence, and made 
themconfent to do whatever he pleafed , upon 
which he defiled the G>‘and Can to fend a Ge- 
neral Officer wrh the Conditions he would 
grant in cafe Nur would furreiidcr. Suida Rtha- 
deur was ftnt ; the Governour prefented him 
with'thc I\e}s, and put him in pofldfion of the 
Place. St'ida demanded nothing but fonfe Corn

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an<i other Ncceirariesfor the Emperor's Troops, 
vhich the Inhabitants carried into his Ca^ 
in fo great abundance, that there was enough 
to feed the Army even to the Frontiers of the 
Country dependant on Bocara. Btfides which, 
they obliged themfelves to pay to the Grand 
Can annually the Sum or fifteen hundred 
Crowns of Gold, which they ufually paid to 
the Sultan. 1 his Sum they advanced to him 
for the firfl Year 

The impatient defire Geftghtz.can had to get 
to Bocara, made him very indulgent to the 
People oi thofe Towns which he met within 
his way and whatcaufed fo earnefl; adefire m 
him to get thither, was, becaufe this Place was 
the Cen er or Hcai c of the Sultan’s Dominions, 
and he lincw that that Prince was retired thi- 
ther with tlie greateft part of his Riches, and 
therefore he made all the hafie he could, hoping 
to furpn/e him. But he was deceiv’d, for 
htmJ ftaid not for him, but having left twenty 
thoiifand Men to defend the Pia''e, depart- 
ed, taking with him all that he had mo/l pre- 
cious, and went fecietly to Sami) cande, under 
pretence of putting fume other A.ftairs in or- 
der ^ butinttuth It was only to feck for a fe- 
cuiti Retreat to fate hirafelf. 

Some cour.reifcit Letters whith fell info his 
Hands contnbuted \crj much to his flighr, 
being thereb} informed that In's beft Offircis 
would qi"'t his Scr’ ice ; and other Letteis writ 
to fi'c lame p'lrpofe being diopt amonizft ms 
Tioops, caiifcd luhDifoider. All thefc Lei- 


^ He S';! ed them what the Sultan’i Revenue which he diew 
from th s Cu) amounted to. They told him 1500 Crowns 
or Dim.ts h* made them pav them drwn. And thus they 
avoided b<.in» k'll’d aidpluniu’d. tallallah, p. 493. 
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Ha. tXM. ters were wrk by oae of his Oificets flame<i 
«2o. SedreddiHt who, to be revenged of the Sultan 
^^^^fofputttag his Father, Uncle, and Brothers to 
s^nt. death, fent thele Letters to him from Gn^hizcan*s 
Court, whither he was retired. The Emperor 
permitted him to make ufe of this Artihce, 
after having got intelligence that there was a 
Mifunderftanding 'between the Sultan and the 
Quedn his Mother, and that feveral Captains 
had left lum to follow that Princefs. Genghtt^ 
can himfelf offer’d his Affiftance to this Queen, 
and a Settlement in Coraffanay or in any other 
Country of his Dominions w'hich fhe pieafed 
to make choice of; but fhe would not truft to 
the Promifes of a Prince whom fhe thought an 
Idolater. Mean while the Moguls encamp’d in 
the Plain of Boiaruy w here they had continued 
all the reft of the Winter of the Year iiip. 



CHAP. II. 

The Siege of Bocara. 


Abulfeda, Hr' H ^ ^ fituatc in thirty 

/. 22). JL nine Degrees and forae Minutes of La- 
titude, a Day’s Journey North of the River 
Oxus. It was an antitnt Cirv in Tranfoxtnnay 
and there were lew more ploalant in the Eaft ; 
and being advantageouflv fituatul for Trade, it 
drew to it the Merchants of all the Nation* in 
Afia. The Country w hrich belong’d to it 
reached from Oxuf even to the Province of Sa* 
manandey which the Antients called Sogdiana, 

and

Befides the Walls of the City which we##jn^ 
very ftrong, it had another Wall without, which,, 
was twelves Leagues in.coinpafs, and (hat in 
not only the Suburbs, but alfo many pleafant Abalft)!^ 
Seats, and a great number of fine Farms, waterM f' 
by the little River So^de, which fprung from a 
Mountain called Bnwm, fituate in the Country 
of Fergane, nine Leagues from Bocara. We 
may eafily imagine the ancient Sogdiana took 
its Name from this River. 

In the Month of March 1220. the A%«/r Fadlallabj 
forced this outer Wall, and approached the Ci- 1 ' 192' 
ty. The Tugtires and the Chimje were then in 
the Year which they call the It is the 

Cuftom of the T'artarc to give to their Years the 
'Names of Animals, and their Priefts form their 
Prediftions according Co the Nature and Qua- 
lities of thefe Animals : We muft alfo obferve 


that an Age with them is compos’d but of 
twelve Years. The Grand Can, accompanied 
with Prince Tu/r, encamped his Army before , 

this Place, caufing it to be inverted on all fides ,* 
and then hedcrtioy’d the Suburbs, and began 
to befiegc it in form. 

The Inhabitants of Bocara fouhd thcmfcives Mlrconde,' 
in a ftrange Conrternarion, when from their/* 

Walls they bthcld ihc prodigious number of 
Troops that fin rounded them, and that Gea~ 
ghizxan commanded them in Perfon. Some 
were of opinion, defirous to favc their Liv'es 
and Fortunes, that it was beft to fubmit to the 
Enemy : But others bravely confulting their 
Honour and ifaith to their Prince and Country^ 
thought of nothing elfc but how to make a vigo- 
rous Defence j and thefe perfuaded themfclves 
that the Place being in a good Cofiditiouj

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An, Dam. full of all forts of Protrliioasi and defisildbd 

twenty thoofand Men, all experienced Troops, 
,not to mention a much greater nomber of the 
Inhabitants who were able to bear Arms, they 
Vv^ would be in a condition to refill the Mfgulsy or 
at leaft to hinder their Progrefs a great while : 
Abukair, * B«it, fays a Tu*‘hjh Hiftonan, what did their 
j>.iu « Walls avail them? Whatever Forces the Be- 
“ fiegedhad. Fortune was not on theif fide/ 
The Troops Mchmed had placed in the City 
to defend it were the Caufe of its being loft. 
'I’hcy had for dieir Generals three ^ Captains, 
who did not anfwer the great ConfidciKC the 
Sultan their Mailer repofed in them. And 
it mull be confels’d, that this Prince made 
a \ er> ill choice of his Generals. Thcfe three 
Chiefs, tho iSfen of Qiiality, did one of the 
baftll A&ions in the World. Fear took pof- 
feffion of their Minds, and without Haying till 
a Blow was ftrutk, they fled out of the City 
one night with the Ttoops they commanded, 
ladUllah, leaving the Inhabitants to the Mercy of their 
/• 394 tncmies. But this their Ihameflil Flight was 
juftly punifli’d ; for as they were retiring with 
their Families, and endeavouring to outwit 
%\vc Moguls, m liopcs to efcape under Ihelter of 
the dark Night, rheir Dtfign was difeover’d ; 
thirty thoufand M,g]ih puruied and overtook 
them on the Banks of the River Oxus, where 
they had a bloody Difpute. The Traitors 
were defeated, and almoft all of them put to 
the Sword. 

Abulfarag. The Retreat of thefc Troops took from the 
A* 442 . Bcfieged all Hoties and Courage,* there was 
nothing to be feen in the City but a general

taats iiid, that they mm now iaiplore

Keys of the City: and others, featitig his 
Cruelty, would have them hearken to oochii^ v»'V^ 
hut I)efpair, and advifed that all the Inhabi- MiKiwMla 
tants Ihould deftroy themfeivcs and City with^'**^* 
Fij;e and Sword, to deprive the H^Iagiih ’of the 
Glory and Satisfaction of conquering them. 

Whilft they were thus deliberating what to 
do, Gcnghizj:attt who was not ignorant of the 
diftracted Condition they were in, canfed them 
to be attack’d on all lides ; and w hilft the En- 
gines w ere getting ready to be play’d, all on 
a fudden they faw the Gates fet open, as if 
JBocara had nothing more to fear. At the fame 
time all the Magiftrates of the City, the 
Law>ers, and chief of the Inhabitants came 


in a Body to meet the Emperor, to whom they 
prefented the Keys, and ask^d their Lives; 
which were granted them oil conditiou they 
jfliould oblige themfelves by an Oath not to 
give any Ihelter or A ffiftance to the Sultan of 
Cir/twe, and immediately to put out of Bo~ 
(.ava all who could be fufpeCted of being in 
that Prince’s lutertfl, particulaiJy all the mi- 
litary Officers and the Soldiers, whom it waS 
forbidden thcip to conceal on any pretence 
whatfoever. They fworc cxaCtly to execute all 
the Grand Can’s Orders, and allured this 


prince of an eternal Fidelity to him. 

So foon as it was known in Bocara that they 
had nothing more to fear, an infinite number of 
People, impatient to fee their new Maftcr, went 
forth, and Gcnghjzcnn took polTeffion of the 
City. As for the Caftic, which was llroilg; 
all the young People who were difpleafed with 
the Agreenieat made with the Moguls ^ were re- 
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Ai]ul!)otn. tired thither, being headed by the Governoor, 
laaa ^ brave Man, who refolved to hold out to the 
^jle E^tretnlty, and preferve his Reputation, 
which was dearer to him than his Fortune, 
Life, and Liberty. 

Abttlfa- The Eailern Hiftorians make no mention 
rage,/, of the Manner in vhirh the AfognI Emperor 
441* made his Entry into They only 4ay, 

that he vas accompanied by his Son Prince 
'Ivhcan j and that hating flopp’d before a 
Molqi’C to look upon it, he asked if that were 
the Sultan of Cj- tzmCs Palace ; and being an- 
radlallah, ftt et ’d by one ol the Inhabitants that it was 
/• 3^4* the Houfc of God, he refpeftfully got off his 
Horfc, and walked on foot. This Aftion 
made the Boia, „mf think that Heaven had in- 
fpirtd him with Devotion; but fo foon as he 
was enter’d into it, they wxie convinced of 
• their Eiror. He went up into a Gatlerj , and 
without the Icaft Refpeft for the Place where 
he w as, made a Difcourfc to the People and 
Magiftrates of the City, w herein he told them 
that they /hould immediately take caie to find 
means to fubfift his Army ; that the Country 
being flripp’d of all things, his Troops had 
fufttr’d miicii, and that theiefbre they /hould 
Mirconde, make haftc and fet open their Magazines. 

». ^ 55 . Then he defeended, and went out of the 
Mofque 

All the People of Bocara hafted to execute 
his Orders. They ran to their Magazints, 
but they found them already open’d ; for the 
Mc^iJs were no fooner enter’d the City, but ^ 
thej began to fhow their Power by making 
thtmfthes Matters of all the Provifions And 
log' cat a number of their Cavalry enter’d the 
Place, that they could fcarcc find room to lodge 
their Horfes in ; and all the Stables were fo full, 

that 
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that they were obliged to put fome of them ia« 
to Places very unfit for fuch Ufes. ti*^**' 

A certain Hiftorian deplores on this occa- 
lion the Fate of the learned Min in Botarn, ^ptm. 
After having related the fei vile Offices the E- 
nemies obliged them to perform for them, ibeprt-

Wou' wpoHi/r-w. All the Populace were ’ncon- 
foLiblc, and tho the Behtl ot Picdeftmation 
generally comforted the Mibometans in their 
Misfortunes, vet they appear’d now unable to 
govern or moderate their Refcnrment. 

When Gmghtz.can had proi idcd for the Sub- 
liftence of Ins Troops, he retired to his Tent, 
where he repos’d himfelf for fome days, to give 
time to his Soldiers to refrefli themfeivcs This 
Prince loved to fpcak in Publick, becaufc m 
the beginning of ins good Fortune he had fuc- 
ccfshilly experienced the Power of Ins Elo- 
quence He raufed the principal Men of Bo- 
cat n to be call’d together. The Magiftratcs, Mirconde, 
Lawyers, Pridts, the Anttents, and clnef Ma- 
hometans made hafte to know his Pleafurc. They 
placed themfdves round about a kind of Tri- 
bunal or Pulpit credfed for him in a Field: 
which the Grand Can afcending, began his FadlalUb,

look upon as an ajfured Fejlimnny either of the one 
or the other. His Harangue thus ended, lie dif- 
mifs’d tlicm, and they prepared to obey him, 
tho in fecrct they deplor’d their wretched Con- 
dition. 

The Grand Can nominated fevcral Officers 
to receive the Richer tficy brought ; but he 
commanded them to execute his Orders With- 
out Violence, and not to require of the Inha- 
bitants more than vthac tlicy could readily 
fornifh. This City being a Place of great 
Trade, there was abundance of Gold, Silver, 
and precious Stones, without mentioning rich 
Gold and Silver Stuffs, which Luxury and Plen- 
* ty had render’d very common. One part of 
thefe Treafures xvere carried into the Royal 
Treafury, the Officers had the reft, and the 
Soldiers enriched thcmfcives. 

The Inhabitants of Boiaia had been conten- 
ted with their Misfortunes, if they had been 
quit by lofing all their Effects, becaufc they 
might in time have got fomething again ; but 
thefe poor People became yet more mifcrable, 
and their good Nature complcatcd their Ruin. 
Cenghiuan, as has been before related, had or- 
dain’d that they fhould not conceal any Officer 
♦r Sblniier belonging to the Sulyan ; the greateft

Mirconde Altho the Gland Can liad laid liege to the 
2j5. ’ Cafilc fo foon as the City had open’d its Gates 
to llic M g!iji, he was not } et Matter of it. It is 
true, the Dthic of plundering die City had 
made the IVoops lels vigorous in their Attacks 
of it. The Walls ■were ex '-client good, and 
defended witii good lowers ; and the Bcficged, 
animat' d b) tjie Misfortunes of their Country, 
emplov ’d ;»ii thtir Eflorts to defend thcrafclvcs : 
yet thi4 Fot crefs, after the burning of the City, 
being haid prefs’d, and attack’d by a gicat 
number o( Troops, and tv»cn by the Inhabitants 
of Bout) a ihemielves, x. horn Gm%hizj:an forc'd 
fo fine, him, could not hold put long. The 
Covernour ieeing himfelf and Friends over- 
?»f/iehn’d with Pots l^r^wa in full oflSTaphta 
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and Flre^ and the Gate of the CaAIe in Flainea» An. Vmi 
forrender’d at Difcretion. He was made a 
Prifoner of War with all his Ganfon. They ^ 
took away the Lives of all the Gebbarans be- 
longing to the Sultan j that is to fay, of all the 
great Officers. There were many of them in 
the Caftlc ; And thefe, fays Fadlaffah, were the 
Heroes who boafted of being fo nunbh and fo ex- 
fedittous to execute thetr Mafiei ’t Ordet t, that they 
felt not the Eat th on whii h they trod. Genghix,can 
would not leave any thing behind him in this 
Country that could make liim uneafy, or em- 
ploy any of his Troops to keep ; therefore he Fadl»'l»hf 
demoliflied the Caftle. , f' ^ 95 * . 

Neverthelefs Bocara was rebuilt foon after 
Genghmcan died, by Order of OBaican his Suc- 
ceflor in the Empire The happy Situation 
drew frefli Inhabitants to fettle there ; and 
this City was as much efteem’d after its Rc- 
eftablilhment, as it %vas before its Ruin, the Abulfeda 
Country being full of fertile Plains which pro-/-. 226. * 
duc’d abundance of all good things; 

The Princes Zugatai and OBnt having rejoin’d 
the Emperor their Father before the Burning 
of the City, render’d him an account of their 
Expedition to Ot.-ar •, and he teftify’d to them 
how well he was fatisfy’d with their Condufl. 

The City of Bocaia was the more regretted, 

Lecaufe all Arts and Sciences had flourifli’d 
there as much as in any Place in the Woild. 

Several learned Men had render’d it famous ; 
amongft w horn was the learned Avkca * . 

This Philo fopher follow’d the greateft part of 
his Studies in the Univerfity which in bis

i8j^ notber Place ia this Country, in a Town na- 
xlt Ajbma ^ He fays bimfelf that he learned 
the Alcoran and Humanity at ^oc4rm, which he 
perfedly knew before he y,is ten Tears old; 
mid that in fine, having leam’d Arithmctick, 
he apply’d hirafelf to the Mathematitks, which 
he began by the reading of Undid. After which 
he gave himfclf to the Study of Philofophy, 
Phyfick, and Theol<^y ; in which he made fo 

t reat Progrefs, that he was Mailer of all the 
ciences at eighteen Years of Age : That after 
his Father's Death he went to Court, to which 
he was callej^, having gained a great Reputa- 
tion ; that he there obtain’d Places of I'ntft, 
and was fo much cftcem’d by his Prince, that 
he became his chief Minifter yet ceafed not 
to purfoe hi* Studies. 

He died at Hamadcaiy An Dom. 1035. He^., 
428. aged fifty eight Yeats, or thereabouts, at- 
cording to the Lunar Computation made by 
Bmafem an Aftronomcr, compared with the 
Bm Call Solar. The Orientals aflurc us that Avian 
«n In Va- tjiti piibliCh more than a hundred Volumes both 
in Profe and V erfe ; and thoy fay that his Works 
were called 'The Glmicin Works. They alfo 
obferve that he c\ircmtly loved Wine and 
Women.

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S OMETIME after the caking of Bocara, Abuits^ 
Prince ToufiSi arrived to join the Grand jo. * 
Can his Father, whom he found witliin a 
day's Journey of Samanand, in a Place sphere 
the Army had lam encamp’d the 'lattier End of 
the Month of Afcj’. The Prince gave him an 
account of his Expeditions, and forgot not to 
praife the Condud of ££*e Neman, who ac- 
companied him. The Emperor (hov’d ail the 
Joy imaginable at the Prince’s Return to him, 
and looked very kindly upon Elau He con- 
fulieu with them about the Siege he delign’d , 
and ’tis laid that he follow’d the Advice 
they gave him, and that it was of great ufe to 
him. 

Samanand tv as at that time the Capital bjo Anl». 
0? Ttaiifoxiana. This City had always been fchah. 
*hcld in great Eflimation, This Place the CAi- 
nefe, who have no R in their Alphabet, called 
Stmahtnia. ’Twas the Maracandu of 
Stiftbo, and other Antients. It was feventy 
Furlongs round, that is to fay, about three 
Freikh League' ’ In the Days of Alexander 
the Great it was more than twelve Leagues in

The Wails were likew ife fenced 
tom m with Battlements and Towers, tp fight under 
Ihelter, and were furrounded with a very 
deep Ditch, thro which an A^uedu(S was laid 
that carried the Water from a little River in 
leaden Pipes, which convey’d it into ,all Parts 
of the City of Samarcand in Aich a naanner, 
that there was not a great Street but w.hat 
had Water running thro it, or a Houfc of 
any confequence without a Fountain. Befides 
this, there was a riling Ground from w hence 
feveral Rivulets defeended, forming Spouts and 
Cafeades of Water, which ferved to adorn their 
publick Places, and pleafe the Eye. The Inha- 
bitants w ere very curious to have fine Gardens, 
and every Houfe had one belonging to it. 

In this great City there was an loclofure 
called the inner City, which had four Gates, 
but the Walls were dcfcncclcfs. The principal* 
Mofque of Samarcand was within this Enclo- 
fure, as alfo the Palace where the Prince ufed 
to refide, 

^acM reports, that when one went to the top 
of the Fortrefs to view the City, one could fee 
nothing but Trees and the Roofs of fome 
Houfes ; which is not at all furprizing, lince in 
this great Circumference of Land that thefe 
Walls coclofed, there were plow’d Lands, Field®, 
and an infinite number of Gardens, nav even 
, . Kdun- '

liiore who pretcad chat this City was baiit by 
Alexander Great during tho time of his 
Conquefts in Tranfoxiana and MaBnanay and s^imu 
that ne gave it the Name of Akxaaikta. But v-ryx/, 
this Opinion has little grounds to fup^ort it> ^nw* 
as has alfo that of an Eaftcrn Author, who 
imagined it to have been built by a King 
of Arabia Feli\, cillfti Tobai i for that City 
was built before 7T*Z’ I/, who was* of the Fami- 
ly of Tabatebaf as HtzMffen allures us in his JJnt- 
verfal Jiifiory of Alia. It was ftanding before 
Alexitndef the Great’s time; and the Arabian 
King Tobai did only baildone Gate, yet called * 

the Cate of Kefch, on which was long time fa Hifitry 
fecn a Plate of Iron, with an Infcription en- »/ ACa. ‘ 
grawd in Houmante Charaders, w hich is the Abuifeda’* 
antient Arabicly witnefling its Antiquity. Sa- Gtegrr^hj. 
male and was the Scat of the great ’Tamers 
lathh Empire about a hundred and forty Years 
after its being taken by the Moguls «iad 
this Prince made it one of the fineft Cities in 
theEaft, tho it was not quite fo large m its 
Extent as before. He afterwards built a City 
which he called Damas. During his Reign, Bm Arafa. 
in digging up fome of the Foundation of the 
Walls," they found Medals with Cufique Charac- 
ters upon them ; a Circumftance which miift 
make us conclude that a Mahometan Prince re- 
built this City. 

The Mogvl Emperor was not inform’d time Mirconde, 
enougli of the Sultan’s being retired into Sa- 1' 
marennd , for which reafon he could not pre- 
vent his Retreat thence, not ovciralie him m 
hisPalTage into Coiaffana^ w'hatever Forces he 
had fent after him • He therefore thought no 
more of any thing but making Piepaiations 
for this Siege ,* which he foppofed would tale

Mutonde* Mehemd^ not doubting but this City would 
f. 360. be beiie^d By the had caufcd Troops 

to enter into it to the number of one hundred 
and ten thoufand Men, fixty thoufand of whom 
being Tttrh^ had Commanders of great Re- 
196. nown ,* and the others, fays FadlaSaiit were all 
of thofe brav'c Tagts *, each of whom upon an 
Exigence would not have ihrunlc back or trem- 
bled at the Sight of an angry Lion* or an E- 
lephant in Fury. Befides thefe Troops there 
were twenty of the biggeft and ftrongeft Ele- 
phants, and fo great a quantity of People, both 
Inhabitants of the City, and thofe who were 
retired into it for their Safety, that the Place, 
tho of fo great an Extent, could hardly con- 
tain fo many Men. 

Genghtuan being arrived before Samarcatid, 
caufed the Place to be view’d, and then form’d 
the Siege, givit^ his Orders to his Lieutenant 
Generals, and marking out himfelf the Pofts they 
fliould place themfelves at ; and when tlic En* 

f ines were ready, he caufed feveral Places to 
e attack’d at the fame time, to frighten the Be- 
Abulfai^. fieged. They fuftain’d thefe Attacks with much 
h 444.

One may judge by thefe Beginnings that the Condenn 
Mlbguh muft have experienced in this Enterpriae 
all the Difficulties that the Befiegers of any 
Place could meet with from a City that was 
very ftrcaig, and well provided, if the Spirit of 
Difeord had not crept in amongft the Befieged. 

But fo many forts of People of difterent Na- 
tions as were in that City, could not agree ; 
and a Mifunderflandmg, rather than Fe*.-, di- 
vided them into two Parties, one of which 
were for furrendring the Toixii, to avoid being 
plunder’d and put to death, which it was cer- 
tain they would have been, if the Moguls got Abuleair 
it by Storm,* and the others, of which 
tan the Governour of the Place was the chief, 
truftiog to the Number and Valour of the Ga- 
rifon, rather than to the fair Promifes of the 
J^uhy were of opinion that they Chould con- 
tinue to defend it to the laft Extremity, for 
their Sultan’s Honour, and the Prefervation of 


their Religion. 

Thefe two Parties not being able to umte 
id Opinion, ceafed to aft together. The ^ 
vemour, who was poffefs’d of the Caftle, k>i>* 
tifV’d himfelf and Friends in the beft Polls m 
the City ; and thofe that were inclined to yield,

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S*|*'®j*7* thought fit, wrichout the Cotifbat of the reft. 
s^mt. I’hii Party was headed by the Cady and Mufty 
K^rsj of Samaremd, witli feveral Lords who were 
Abuifa- fallen out with Alukatty and who being moft 
/• of them Natives of rliis Country, were delirous 
to preferre their Eftates. 

Cendemir. J'he Cady and Mufty were nominated by 
this Party to go to the Grand Can in their be- 
half, to try to obtain of him an honoumble 
Compofition. After they had fainted him, he 
asked them v. hat was their Bufinefs- Then in- 


terceding for the reft of the Befieged, they 
befonght him to paruon them the Refiftance 
they had made, to w'hirh they were obliged 
by the Fidelity they owed their Sultan. And 
to the end the M(%ul Emperor might not re- 
proach them for being falfc to their Duty, they 
told him that they had not come to make him 
thefe Ofters, if they had not found themGlves 
conftrain’d to it by a fuperior Power, which 
had convinced them that it was God’s Pleafure 


they fhould fubmit to the great Genghiucm^ 
whofe Clemency they now implored, promi- 
ling an entire Submiffion to him, both for them- 
fclves, and for all thoft tlicir Friends who were 
in the City. 

Altho Genght7A.an had received the Cady and 
Mufty with much Civility, yor he did not grant 
them all they demanded ; And perhaps he had 
refufed them all, had he not fear’d that De- 
fpair might re-imite their Minds, and infpire 
them with Refolution enough to defend the 
Place to the laft Extremity, which would have 
render’d the taking of Samarcand very uncer- 
tain, and confequently have been a great hin- 
drence to his other Defigns. He only granted 

w* • 
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Hife and Fortune to the Cady and Mufty ndbo ^ ®«h»* 
brought the Nfeitage* and to alt thofe of their 
Party ; but he would not allow any Favour to ^ 
thofe 'of the contrary Party, whatever intrea- 
ty the Cady and Mufty made ufe of to prevail UOfSd 
with him to comprehend them in the Capitula- 
tion. He fent Commiflanes with fufficient 
Troops to take poffellion of the Gate * which 
they were to deliver to him, with Orders to 
fpare the Lives of all thofe wu^m the Cady 
and Mufty protcfted. All who were oi their 
Party came together to them at their Return ,• 
after which they w ere diftnbutet* Sy huLdreds 
in the Fields, and number’d, amounting to 
more than fifty thoufand Pcrfoiis. 

Mean while the Governour held thofe Places 
in the City that were moft difficiilr of Accefs, 
believing that the Refiftance lie was able to 
make, would procure him better Terms than 
what he was othcrwdfc to expeft ; for h^ very 
W'ell knew that Ger^hiz.caii had refolved to give 
him no Quarter, and therefore he prepared to 
make him change his Rcfolution, or to die glo- 
rioufly for Ins Mafter. ’I’he MaguU attack’d 
Aluhinn, who fuftain’d their Afl'aults with ex- 
traordinary Courage. For four Daj s they could 
not force him to yield j but the fifth, feeing 
they had taken all the other Ports but that 
which he in Perfon defended, he refolved ei- 
ther to perifh, or deliver himfdf out of the 
Danger he was in, by running a generous ven- 
tufe, which was to open himfelf and Friends a 
way thro the Enemies Army w'ith their Swords. 

.He communicated his Defign to the ciiief Offi-

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cers of the Troops he had left vith him. Hicy 
approved of it, and promifedjmexacutc whac- 
foever he commanded them to undertake. And 
their Circumftances requiring Speed, and their 
Safety confifting m their Diligence, tlte Hour 
■was nxt in which he thought it mofb pri^r 
for them to make the Attempt. A choufWl 
fholen Horferoen, \iho earned nothing with 
them to incumber them, well moanted, got 
ready to attend their Commander j and at a 
Signal he gave them, they broke thro the Afo- 
giiit Camp, w horn they furprized, and in fpitc 
of them efcaped. 

The Soldiers who remain’d m the City being 
inform’d of the Goi ernoHr’«. Retreat, loft all Cour 
rage, and the MoguU •were ibon Maftersof the 
Place, ■which they plunder’d, ruin’d the Walls, 
and put to the Sword thirty thoufand Men who 
remain’d of the Garifon, which had been drawn 
out of certain I'nbcs of 'Tuih, who hid be- 
fore been Subjcifts 10 the Sultan’s Mother, and 
amongft w horn the Prince of Cangoult was found, 
with five or fix petty Princes, They made all 
People, both Men and Women, go forth of 
the City, whom they would make Slaves of. 
The Trade fmeu, who were at leaft thirty thou- 
fand in numOcr, were diftiibutcd amongft the 
Princes, Geneials, and other Officers of the 
Army. The reft of the Inhabitants were par- 
don’d, on condition they fhould fiirnifh two hun^ 
dred thoul'and Dinars, or Crowds of Gold, for 
their Raufom , and then the Soldiers w ere or- 
der’d to give over plundering, after they bad 
loaded themfelvcs w ith the Spoils. Yet what-i 
ever Grief and Rcfciitmcnts the Inhabitants felt 
to fee their City tiuis pillaged, they could not 
but be fenfible of feme Pleafurc that they were 
permitted to live ftill with tbeir Families and 

Friends, 
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iPricndsi and to enjoy what th;Oir Eneauea coaid An. Pou, 
not carry away. The Redoftion of JinBarcaad 
was the more pleaiing to Get^ihunn^ 31 

he did not eapctt it fo foon. He put the City s!»pt»t* 
into foch a Condition as he tiiought fit ^ and 
after having repofcd his Troops for feme time, 
giving Rewards to thofc who had deferved 
them^ he prepared to execute other Enter- 
pnies. At this time, and without the City of 
Samnrcemdj in a Place called < 2 /, Gayet- 

can the Goveroour of Otravy was put to death 
by the Grand Can’s Order. 

The City of Samarcaitd, according to Ulug- sUuatun 
beg^ who was Sovereign of it, W'as in forty ‘if 
Etegreesof Latitude, fitiiate in the antienc Svg- 
diam ; for the Province itfelf* and the River UlugbeghV 
chat waters it, arc at this day called Sogde. It 
was built on the South fide < f theRncr, the Abulfeda’i 
Water of which, as we have faid, was diftri- 
buted by Canals and Pipes all over tb'^ City. 

It ran along the Out fide of the Walls of &/- 
manand, and tender’d the Country scry plca- 
fant, and the Walks vcr tgrtcable. Its ijanks 
were planted thick with Fruir-l'rees, which 
yielded a great Revenue; one part of the 
Fruits belonging to certain Magi, to whom it 
was giicn, on condition they fliould take care 
to obfene whatevet pafi upon this River ; for 
which rcafon they dw'clc along the Banks of it 
Winter and Summer. 

At prefent Samar ennd is confidcrable, not only Jacut 
bccaufe of the Advantages! have been fpeaking Golius. 
of, and of the Beauty of its publick Buildings 
and Maiket-Placcs, which are built and paved 
w ith very fine Stones fetched from a Mountain 
called Cuhai ; but alfo becaufe of its Commerce 
W'ith Gnat Tojtfoy, India, and Pa ffa, from Abulftda’*! 

' whence they bring all forts of Merchandi7e, ‘

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A». Dotn. Bcfitles , this City fitrniflies ludofiaa with' 
J220. the beft Ffuits, which they eat both green 
Mm. Tht <lried. Of thcfe the Inliabitants drive 
a great Trade; and ’tis from thefe Gardens 
V^\rsi^ thofe excellent Melons are gather’d which are 
ufed in India in the depth of Winter at the 
great Lord’s Tables. I'liey alfo make Silk- 
Paper in this Place, the fineft in the World '• 
The TurhJIj Letter which was fent to the King 
of Frame in the Year 11575. by the King of 
Perjia, was writ upon Paper made in Samar- 
cand; and that which he commonly writes his 
Letters upon, is made at EJitrabad, and is cal- 
led Abadu In fine, there is in Samarcand a fa- 
mous Academy of Sciences. An Vx,bec Prince * 
is at prefent Lord of this City ; and tho he is 
not fo potent as his Prcdcccfiors, }ct he is 
much greater than the Cans of Bale and Boca- 
rat who are alfo Uz.beLS as well as be. Thefe 
three petty Princes are almofi. ahsajs at war 
with the King of Peyfia, and are leagued toge- 
ther againft him.

Geoghizcan fends thirty ihoufandMen un* 
der the Command of three Generals^ to 
furfue the Saltan of Carizme. Their 
Journey thro Coraflana. The Death of 
Sultan Mehcmed ](Jng of Carizme. 

W HEN the Aigul Emperor was going 
to befiegc SamarcanJ, he was inform’d 
of the Sultan of Cartzmes being fled thence 
by the way of the River Oxur towards the 
Country of TeymeJ. He immediately fent a 
Detachment of thirty thoufand Horfe to pur- 
fuc him ; and thefe IVoops being led with ex- 
treme Diligence by able Officers, fill’d all the 
Countries Mi th Dread, which the AiognU had 
any caufc to fear, and broke all the Meafures of 
the Sultan and his Son Prince Gelahddi/i. Thefe 
Troops were commanded by Huble Nevian, 
Suula BehaJeuy, and Emif T^ouquer, each of whom 
held the Rank of Princes amongfl the Atoguls. 
The F roperor, that they might be the lefs em- 
barafs’d in their March, gave to each of them 
but one foraan, that is to fay, ten thoufand 
Men, and order’d them not to go fo far afunder, 
as to be unable to ;oin each other foon upon 
occafion, and to live together in a perfeft U- 
nion. And this is the Subftance of the Orders 
they recci; ed from this Prince. 
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* Go, faid he, go with all fpeed, ufe all youjr 
‘ Endeavours to overtake the Sultan, feize up- 
on bis Pcrfon, and bring him to me. If aqy 
‘ Prince, Friend or Enemy, offers to aid him, 

* enter his Country and punilh him ; but com- 

* mit no Afts of Hoftility, and do no injury 
‘ to tbofe who vield to you, and will be my 
‘ Friends, ’unlefs they afterwards turn to bo 

* my Enemies. In this cafe chaftiie them fe- 
‘ verely, and give them no Quarter. And 
‘ when I have taken Siimauand^ will purfue 
‘ the Sultan’s Children wherever they dare ap- 
‘ pear. I will ev'en pafs over theOx«< to break 

* whatever Meafures he takes. Go then and 
‘ fearch on all fides, without fparing either 
‘ your 'rime or Pains. Do all that is necelfa- 

* ry for my Service, raife Troops if there be 

* Qccaliou ; and if you meet with the Sultan m 

* any part of Perjii, penetrate into it, even 
‘ to Derbende in Georgia. If any Princes opptife 
‘ you in your Paffage thither, force your w ay, 
‘ take their Countries, and come and rejoin 

* me in mine by Ca}>fifjac, and by the other 

* Reads which you will find to the North- 
‘ ward of the Cafpian Sea, which you mdft 

* bring under my Command.’ 

Thefe three Geru.»-als, after having taJvcn 
leave of the Grand Can, went away at the 
Head of their Troops in the Month of yme in 
the Year 1120. Led by a falfe Report, they 
marched towards the Frontiers of India, and 
palling the Qxm, enter’d into the Country of 
Bale, where they made a very exafi fearch after 
the King of Catisjne ; but not being able to 
get any News of him, they took Guides, and 
drew towards Corajfana. The General 7 o«- 
jBcr advanced ftill tow'ards India, and the two 
Others turned fhort towardsiSw, the Capi- 
tal 
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tal of Corajatta.' Thc*lWnce Bmnmakc^ the 
Governour of this City, a Relation of the 
Sultan, was futprized at fo fudden an lava- yX 
fioa ,■ and finding he was not in a condition 
to defend himfcl^ he cfaofe to fiibmit. He 
fent an Officer to meet Hubbe Nevian and Hettt, »!• 
Suida J^ehadeuTf to treat with them. The Offi- ^raffinw 
cer promisM that the City /hould furnifli their furrmdtn 
Army with all they had need of, and even pay to tht Mo* 
them fome Contributions. The Treaty was 8"^** 
concluded, and pundtually perform’d by the In- 
habitants ; for which reafon the Moguls did not 
commit any Diforder m the Country of Herat:, 
and went fiarward, w'ithout making any fta}', 
towards the City of Zave. 

‘Touquer fometime after having left the Fron- 
tiers of Tndiat arrived in the Country of Heratf 
where he committed fome Afis of Holiility, 
not knowing, or pretending not to know that 
die Governour had fubmitted to his Collegues. 

This Proceeding obliged the People of the 
Country to defend themlelvcs. ' The Prince E- 
minmakc font a Man to the two other Mogul 
Generals to inform them of the ill T reatment he 
!^||ld met with. In the mean time, fome Troops 
went out of the City, and join’d therafelves to 
the Country People who had taken Arms, 
which together made an Arm) fo fuperior to 
'tonqucr\, that he was beaten, and received a 
Wound in the Croud, of which he died. So 
that hen the Officer whom Nevian and 
Suuhi 11 h ideur fent to inform him of the Trea- 
ty made with the City, arrived, he only ferved 
to condudt the Remainder of his Array to the 
Place where the other Generals were; 

When Hubbe and Swda were come to Zavtj FadWlab, 
they demanded Refrefliments ; but the Inha- 
bitants fiiut the Gates againft them, and would 
0.4 grant 
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grant them none. The Moguh who were now 
in want of Viftuals, fent to entreat the Go- 
vemour of the City not to refufe them ; but 
whatever Prayers and Offers they made him, 
they could obtain nothing : which fo much in- 
cenfed them, that they immediately prepared 
to take the Place, v hich the Soldiers did with 
the greater Fury, becaufe they were promifed 
the Plunder of it, and had already fuffer’d 
great w^ant of Provifions. Thus, notw'ith- 
ftanding all the Rcfiftancc the Bcfieged could 
make, the Moguls took the City in three days 
time, tho not w ithout the Lofs of a great many 
Men : But this Lofs made them fo furious, that 
they put to the Sword all that fell into their 
hands, and then plunder’d the Houfes, and 
feized of all they could carry aw ay. 

Zave was a City of a moderate Bignefs, fl- 
tuatc between Hc<at and Ntfibabour, in thirty 
five degrees twenty minutes of Latitude. Se- 
veral famous Men were born in this Place. 

The Moguls, after having repofed themfelves 
for fomedajs, marched tow'ards Nijchahour, on 
Advice giien them by a Spy that the Sultan 
was enter’d there. They fenc fome Scouts b#* 
fore to obfen^e th( State of Affairs, and defired 
that above all things they wou'd make it their 
bufinefs to learn feme New's of the King of 
Canume, and to inform themfelves v hether he 
was ftill in that City, or if gone out of it, 
what Road he had taken, and where he could 
be. Thefc Moguls were no fooner got into 
Nijohabevr, but they were difeover’d, and the 
reafon of their coming guefs’d at. The Peo- 
ple ufed them civilly, and deputed three Per- 
fons of Qiulity, w'ho were related to the Sul- 
tan, to go to the Mogul Generals to treat with 
them. 


Thefe 
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Tbefe Deputies had full Power given them An.Booi; 
to offct what Coiidicions they thought 
without the fear of being contradiaed ^ and 
after having in the Govcrnour'?' iJJame made 
their Offers of Submiffion, they promifed to vJvV. 
give all the Money that was demanded, with 
all forts of Refrelhments the A%«/ Army 
had need of, and even obliged themfelves 
to pay Tribute to the Grand Can, and not 
to affift or fuccour his Enemies. On thefe 
Conditions the Inhabitants yielded, and re- 
ceived no Injury ; they even obtain’d of Ge- 
neral Huirh a Guard to fecure them fi|im the 
Infults of the ’tartan who might come after*him. 

What had happen’d to the Inhabitants of He- . . 
ratt made them ufe this Precaution, All things 
thus agreed, the Deputies of Ntfehabour mme 
no difficulty to confefs that the Sultan had 
been in their City, but aflured the Generals 
that he was gone out of it with defign ro go 
to the Perfian Hircaniat or Trai Agemt, a Country 
antiently inhabited by the PArthians ; which he 
was perfuaded to do by the Prince Ameded- 
dtv, who accompanied him. They added, 
that this Amededdin was Son to the Vizier Bmc- 
aeddin. Prince of Trac Agemi, one of the Sul- 
tan of Canx.me’s Sons : I’hat being defirous to 
return into Perfia., where his deareft Compa- 
nions \v ere, and he had been ufed to live, he 
had peifuaded his Grandfather, over whom he 
h ad a great Afcendant, to retire thither, and 
leave Coraffana ; telling him that the Province of 
Trac abounded with Men, and that he might 
eahly raife a great Array there, and being affif- 
ted by his Father Riuneddm, he would be fur- 
nifhed with all things neceffary, and foon be 
in a condition to revenge himfclf upon Gen- 
ghixean.

Coraffana contained the moft populous Cities, 
in and thofe Provinces of Afia that were the moll 
Mm Met- The antknt Aria, fo ccle- 

pjm,-. brated for its Fertility, was but a Part of it ; 
BaEhiana, wliich was no lefs populous, nor Ids 
in extent, or plentiful, W'as another ; and the 
ontient Parafomifit made up but the Icaft part 
of it, according to the Limits Ahtfedu gives to 
Coraffa§a. 

Abulfeda, ne bounds that Province on the Weft Side 
ip. 209. •vfith y urgiana, v.liich was the of the 

Antients, and witn the great Defarc which fe- 
parates it from the Province of T^ac Agcmi, 
which is alfo called the re>fim Hircania, or tlic 
mountainous Part of the Country of Pa,tbia; 
he confines it on the South with the Province or 
tlmusy which was the Comifeaa of Ptolmy, and 
by the Ddart s^tiich feparates it from Perjia 
properly fo called : he places on the Eaft of it 
Jiulta and Segcjlatiy which Quintus Cmtiw calls 
the Country of the Sufitaniam ; and, in fine, 
he fays, that on the North it is environ’d by 
‘Iranfoxhittti and "f'urviefian. 

BaceufyV Some others report, that its Frontiers exten- 
Gtografh. ded cven to SogJiana ; which proves chat the 
Country of Corajjana w'as of a vaft Extent. 
It had often had the Title of a diftiuft King- 
dom, of w'hich Bale had iq times paft been the 
Capital. NifJjabmr had alfo been fo in its 
turn ; and in later times Scha-Ifmnel order’d 
that Mefihched fliould be fo. The Uzlrec 
Princes at prefent pofiefs the befl Part of G)- 
rafjamy and the reft is under the King of Perjia. 


The 
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71ie Sultan o£ Carizm having left S^duf M tktU 
tmr^ wfiot to Beflami a very plealant and 
City, fituate in Tabarefimt, in thirty fix Degrees 
twenty Minutes of Latitude. At his Arrival 
there, he fent for die Emir Qmatr, one of the 
Stewards of his Honfhold, and Native of this AtolfaJ*, 
Country, to come to him in the Caftle-Hall. 

He Ihew’d to him ten Coffers which were 
fealed up with the Royal Signet, asking him 
if he knew what they contain’d. The Emir Mehemedl 
anfwer’d, No. Well then, faid tlic Sultan, »» 
they arc fill’d with Jewels, amongft which 
there are feveral of an inefiimable Value. The din. ' 
King faid, moreover, that no Man in the 
World, except two who were there prefent, 
knew what was in thofe Cofiers. Then he or- 
der’d him to fee them carried to the ftrong 
Fortrefs of Ardahan^ which Omar immediately 
faw done. 

Mehmed raifed feme Troops at Bejhm, and Jacat m 
continued to levy Men all the way, even till GoUus. 
his Arrival in Perfin ; and likewife got toge- 
ther fomc Troops of Soldiers Iwhom the Moguls 
liad difperfed. And being in Trac-Agemi^ he 
flopp’d in Maradoukt-Abad, a Place dependant 
of Hamadaii, where Rueneddm his Son, to whom 
he had given this Country, came to meet him 
W'ith fome Troops ; which being join’d w^ith 
thofe the Sultan had levied in the way, made 
above twenty tlioufand Horfe. During this 
time the Mogtd Generals having got News of 
this King, marched after him, purfuing his 
Steps ; and made fo great hafle that they fur- 
prized him at Farvne, fome little time after he 
was gone out of Maradoulet, They cut to Fadlallah, 
pieces the beft part of his Army, and theRe-/* 39'5. 
mainder fied. Rucaeddin himfelf fled as far as 
the Frontiers of Quirman. Yet the Sultan e- 

fcap’d 
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jftn. i>om. fcaped from the Moguls.^ and retired by fevcral 
1220. By*ways with a fmall number of Officers into 
1 ^ * 1 * Gutlan^ and from thence to Eftedadf a Place 
s^fent. much efteera’d for its Situation, the ftrongeft 
\^r\0f City of Maz^andxan, and the mofi difficult to 
befiege, bccaufe an Army could not come near 
it but by very narrow Paflages. He fo well 
concealed the Place of his Retreat trom his E- 
ncmies, that they were obliged to fend out 
Parties on all fidcs to get News oi him ; But 
at laft a Lord oi tliat Country, to be re- 
venged on the Sultan, who had put his Uutleto 
death, headed a fmall Detachment of Aiogtih, 
and at laft difeovet’d the Way the Priure had 
taken, T'hcn he advanced almoft to Lftcdad, 
wheie Lmc Pcafants told him that the King of 
was in a Town near the Crf//»w>i Sea, 
where he cverj day alTifted at the publuk 
Prajers which the Imam made in the Mofque 
at the ufual Hours. One Hiftonan w rites that 
this unfortunate Sultan melted into T ears w hen 
he heaid the ALoiaa icad, and thar he made 
many ardent Vow s to Heaven, and promifed 
with a loud Voice, punAually toobfene thefo 
Vows, and to govern his People wuh as much 
Gcntlenefs as Equity, if God would deliver 
him out of the Danger he was now in, and 
that he fhould fee himleif re-eftabhChed in luo 
Thione. 

Mean time the Movjih, condufted by the 
Tiaitorwho ferved fora Guide to them, be- 
fet the Town w here thev were inform’d the 
^ing was, yet they miffed of him : for he 
being upon his guard, had provided a Bark rea- 
dy equipp’d on the Sea-fhore, to thi ow himfelf 
into in cafe of need ; and accordingly he em- 
bark’d on the firft notice given him of the 
Enemy’s Appioach. This News was brought 
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him by a faithful Subject, who would imt fuf- An. 

his Prince to fall into the Moguls hands : But *4*o* 
it was full late when he received this Advice ; 
for all that he could do was to reach the Sea- 
(bore, and to get into the Ship, and he had but 
juft weigh’d Anchor when the Enemies ap- Mehemcd 
pear’d upon the Shore, from whence perceiving 
they had mifs’d of their Prey, they vainly fliot G^aled- 
a great quantity of Arrows after him. There din, " 
were fome 'Tartars who even threw rherafelves 
into the Sea, and fwimming after him, were 
fwallow’d by the Waves. This miferable King 
being reduced to this Extremity, as if his i 

Misfortunes W'ere not fufficient alone to o- 
verwhelm him, fell into a Pleurily, which grew 
fo violent, that he was obliged to ftop at an 
Iftand called Ab}fi.on. There, not^\ ithftaiiding 
all the Ills he fufter’d, his Sentiments were di- 
vided which to chufe. Life or Death ; ‘ Is it 

* pofllblc, faid that of all the Countries I 

* poffefs’d, there is no more remaining but two 

* Cubits Length to hold my Body ? How un- 

* certain a Dwelling is the World, and how 

* little ought thofe who inhabit it to put their

‘ to fo many Misfortunes?’ He abandon’d 
himfelf to tiii-fefad Refledions, and was not 
capable of tad mg any Joy but only that of 
feeing hinilclf Iccurely landed on this lOand. 

In reality the Moguls did not imagine that 
he would land in a defart Ifland, but believed 
that he put to Sea with defign to retire into 
the Country of Cariz,me, or to fome neighbour- 
ing Prince. For this rcafon HMe Nevian and 
Sui da Bihadem \\3.ving received Information of 
the Sultan’s Flight, gave the Grand Can notice 
of it, who fail’d not to have him fearch’d for

luring this time E^ebmed, whatever Care his 
Officers took to divert him, was even boried 
in a profound Melancholy ; yet to fhow that 
he was ienfible of their Zeal and Fidelity, he 
confer’d Imployments upon them, which his 
Succeflbr permitted them to enjoy. For this lai- 
hsrtunate King died in this bland Abifcun of his 
Plcurify, vhich his Phyficians could not cure,

Nifav?, p. A few days before his Death, the Prince Gela^ 
S*' UMin^ having been infoim’d that he was in this 
Ifland, came fecretly thither with two of his 
Brothers. The Sultan, who expelled them,

Dtath of Sword, and fent him away to look after the 
Mfhrmed AQairs of the State ; after sv hich he expired un- 
OnziM Covert of .a little Tent which had been 

fet up for him. Schmnfeddtn Mahmoude^ firfl 
Gentleman of his Bed-chamber, wafh’d Ins 
Body, and wrapp’d it in a Shirr, having no o- 
ther Linen to bury it in. This was the hud of 
this mighty King, who was buried in this lOe 
as meanly as one of the pooreft Mahamtans.

W HILST thefc things paft in the Ifle AbulcauJ 
of Alnfiov, Genghtxxariy who was at Ai- 
marcaniy order’d die three Princes hiseldeft Sons 
to go and conquer the Kingdom of Car;z,?«r i and 
to enable them to do it, he gave them the one half 
of his Troops, with equal Powxr to aft, as he 
had done to OBm and Zagaia'y w hen he lent them 
to Otrar after the Battel (I Ca,acoti.

The ■A-fter the Queen’s Departure, there was a 
Serpent, great Confufion in the City of Cartxme^ which 
continued a long time. A Champion whofe

ny People for his extraordinary Strength, got 
the Government into his Hands, finding a- 
. mongft the People a gi eat many feditious Per- 

fons who fiipportcd him in lus Ufurpation ; 
but all the reft abhor’d him, fo that there was 
nothing but Trouble and Divifions in the City. 
Things remained in this Condition to theSul- 
7*linby»» tans Death. 'I’hen the great Oificcrs of the 
Intikhab Piince’s Council writ Letters in his Name* 
Salatmo. lysrhich fome of them carried to where 

the People, who were altogether ignorant of 
what was become of the Sultan, recciseuthem 
with Joy» and according to their natuul In* 
conflancy, did all thefc Lords df fired The 
Nifavi. Lords turn’d out Courd Rugan, and ftue J of the 
Money he had feraped together, w'hich they 
ufcfully employ’d for the publick Seivict, and 
took the Government upon them till fuch time 
as Gelaleddtu and tvvo ol lus Brothers an ived. 
But fome of the moft confidcrable Ptrfons in 
the Kingdom did rot like that Alehcmed^ after 
having fo long before appointed CoutMdm to be 
his foie Heir, ihould afterwards rev oke that 
Grant at his Death, and fettle the Ci ow n on 
the Head of another. Thtfo faflious M-n for- 
med a Confpiracy againft Gclahddtn, and de- 
fign’d to deliver him up to his Brother. But 
by good Fortune Gilaleddm being advirtifcd 
of this Confpiracy by Amaiigdan^ who was 
fas*hfnl to him, refolvcd to retire into Caraf-

TheM^ul Emperor learn’d by his Spies the 
State of Adairs in Canzjne j for which reafon 
he nor only caufed his IVoops to advance that 
way, but even fent orders to thofe he had to- 
wards Corajfaua^ to repair to certain Places in 
the Delart, and lie there in Ambiin,adc, to the 
cud that if Gelaleddm and his Brothers iliould 
pafsfrt. rathe Country of Canz,nte to Caraffana 
that way, they might <‘op them. They imme- 
diately obey’d, and the Leaders >sho comman- 
ded thefe Troops, placed them as in a Cir- 
cle round about the Dcfarr, from the Fron- 
tiers of Memi, even to the Frontiers of Sthe- 
hciefl la. 

Gcl'ikddm, who had taken upon him the Qiia- JTifavi, 
hty of Sullen, fo foon as he faw himfelf fecurc 
from the Confpirators, vent out of the Deiarf 
on that fide tliat kd to N fa. There was near 
this City a Body of Moguls of fcitn hundred 
Wen, who weie ported there io fecretly, that 
eun the Inhabitants of Ntfa knew nothing of 
it. They attack’d Gelaleddm briskly. Both 
fides fought with as much Obftinacy asVi» 
gour. At laft the Moguls, rho fuperiour in 
number, gave way, and were the greateft part 
of them kill’d. The remain’d Mafr 

ters of their Hoi fes, Provifions, and w hat Bag- 
gage they had ; and the reft of the Moguls who 
fled, fell into the Hands of the Peafants, w'ho 
carried them to N fa, whete they cut ott their 
Heads. After this Aftion Gdaleddtu retired 
to Nifihalsour, where he gave Orders forget- 
ting together an Army : But having learned 
that the Enemies were on their March towards 
him, he went thence, .and meeting a Party of

He particularly applied Jitnaftlir An, tMm, 
to furnilh the Town with Provifionsandwar- 
like Stores, bringing into it all things iu*ceflary 
to fuftain a Siege; AnJ befides the Ganfon, be serfeuf. 
caufed a great many brave Men to come into 
the City. In fine, he forgot nothing that rouid 
contribute to the Preftrvatii n of tlie City and 
Country. 

Yet the Mrguh ufed fo gicat a Diligence, 
that they furprired thofc who, fearing along 
Siege, w'crc gone out of the City to get more 
Proviiions from tin; nciglibouring 'Po w ns. 'I’he 
Moduli Van-guard, led by Men who knew tlic 
Country well, being arrivtd about theL^cn- 
ing within a League of the City, found means 
to conceal themftlics near a Tov\n called 
B/iyhe-Er.m, where they lay in Ambufeade, 
without being difcotci’d. Tht) werenofooner 
cnr.impcd, but lomc 'I'roops of AIo^ul Horfe 
as Scouts, advanred esen to the Gates of Ca~ 

Tizme, where they carried away a great .nany 
Hoifes. The imagining thefc few 

Bodies of Foot were all the M h Van-Chiard, 
fent out againfl: them fome Hotfc, with Foot- 
Soldiers mounted behind them. The MigHls 
pretending to be afraid, rnrn’d their Backs, and 
let them pu' iuo them c\ cn t o IUJk ~L>. i n I'hen 
the Van Giiaid coming out < f tJicii Ambuf- 
eade, charged the fo brislJy, ihic 

they had not time to reciuer ihenifclves, and 
*twas wirh difficiilis tliat one eh aped: The 
greatert Part of rlic lulnhitun-, who weic come 
forth m Icarch of Puuilions, \uiv nutlhc-ed. 

In line, the Difoidcr v ..s ‘ut !i at the Gates of 
the fhry, iha^ fcvcial Ai cutci’d promif- 
cuoufly w itli thofe they pui lued. 

The wife Hnniirtcj-an 1>\ his Prudence Toon 
reftore^ all tilings to good Order, and the Go-

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An, Dom. vernour had time enough to regulate all things 
Heo Mogul Army arrived. He

ierpext. lOavenieot Places to diftribute the Atnmuni- 
r.on 10 the People ; the Engines were got rea- 
Miri ne'e, ^ placed upon the VValls and Platforms ; 
^ they put the fcveral Quarters of the City under 

Irc Command of thofe Officers whom they 
judged moft able to tal,e caie of them j and, 
in fine, fifty tboufand Men were commanded 
to guard the Gates and VValls. 

Notw ichftandiug all thefe Preparations, the 
AItgt I Van- Guard were no fooner come up, but 
thiy int died the Tow n, and fei-tcd on all the 
advanrugtciis Polls ; fo that the three Pi inces 
found all things in a good Forwardnefs. 'J'hey 
111 ft view’d ilic Place, and held a Council of 
VV'^ar, W’herc the Manner of the Siege was rt- 
foU’cd on. All the Office! s then went to the 
Polls appointed thtui, fev'eral Towers were 
raifed to pl.’cc the Ingincson, and all things 
weic prcpa'ed for bteiiinnigthe Attacks And 
Iwving nothing to Icai of any Armies coming 
to relieve thc'l’own, rhev m^dc no Intiench- 
ments or Lines. VVlu-n J] things were ready, 
the Pnnccs Tent t>.i lumiron the Cjovcrnour to 
furicndcr, and to acknowledge the Grand Can 
for his Sovcieign , wh,i 'i if lie tefufed, he was 
to c\pe& no Quarter either loi the Gatifonor 
hiirftlf. He anfwer’dto this Summons like a 
brave Men, and inltcad of caiCnfingto yield 
to then Oemands, protefted he would be true 
to hr P’liKC, £\i n to his lalt iiie.<th. , 
Upon rtir Anfwcr the MignA made a general 
Vrrjck. 'J'iitic was nothing to be heard in c- 
v<') (^iwitcr of the City but the Noife of the 
I ngiiies, norfetn, but whole Clouds •of Al- 
lows, auu Daita miA’d with fire. The Afy- 





guls endeavour'd to frighten the Beiiego4> Sf»i 
to reduce them at one Blow to ask for Peace. ***>• 
But the Carizmans fuftain’d the Aflault with a 
Conftancy that made the Befiegers fenfible they 
had to do with braver Men than thofe they 
had met with in other Places which had fur- 
render'd, and that they ihould not carry this 
Place without much Trouble j yet the MoguUt 
far from being defpirited, repeated their At- 
tacks feveral times, and were always received 
with the fame Bravery as at firft. One can- 
not fufficiently praife the Courage with which 
the Beficged defended themfelves. If the Men, 
who ran boldly to every Place where the Dan- 
ger was greateft, and appear’d indefatigable 
and dauntlefs, are worthy Commendation ; the 
Women no lefs deferve our Admiration, who 
were equally courageous.^ They were not con- 
tented to employ themfelves only in fuccouring 
thofe wlio were doing their Duty, but they 
mounted on horfeback, and put themfelves a- 
mongft the Troops which fallied forth. We 
need not be furprired at this, becaufe the 
Women of T'urquffimy and the Countries ad- 
jacent, draw the B6w, and ihoot as well as the 
Men, ride as dexteroufly, and can lit on horfe- 
back as long as they. Tho they apply them- 
felves to Arms, and confequently are obliged 
to be with all forts of Men, yet they are very 
chafle ; anti it is a rare thing to find one W'ho is 
not true to her Husband ; nor docs this Exer- 
cife hinder them from performing all the Duties 
required in the Management of their Aftairs 
at home. 

I’he Befieged and the Befiegers continued a Mircondt 
long time to combat with equal Vigour. They 26jf, ^ 
profufely fpent their ArroW'S and Darts, and 
the number of Men kill’d on both fides cannot

betoIcL Ali leogtb the Saliiesattd Attacks 'were 
»s»b. fo frequent and fo ohitioate, that the MoptU 
Stones to fuppl> the Engines ; and ba- 
^^tnr. ving at lail nothing left to annoy ihcjr Enemies, 
^aw themfelvcs obliged to barter thcTown witli 
great Pieces of the Trunks of Mulberry-Trees, 
■with V hich this Country abounded. They had 
them fa'w’d afimder, fit to be put into their 
’ Engines, v hich did not pi ovc of much ufe to 
them. Neither did the Beficgcd talk of furren- * 
dring to them ; for befides the vigorous Rc- 
ififiance they made, the Ditches round their 
City -were very wide, and very deep, and the 
River fill'd them with Water. '1 he Pnntes 
believing this Place would be as cafy to take 
as the otlic'S, were willing to fparc their Sol- 
diers the Time and Labour of filling them up; 
but V hen they faw theie was a ncreffity of do- 
ing it, they order’d feicial Companies of Sol- 
diers to ftc about it And rlic great Qiiatuity 
of Water vith which tic River 0\us fupply’d 
the Ditches, rendenng their Labour inef- 
fectual, it V .:s rcfoii cd that the Courfc of the 
River fliould be tuuud b\ a Canal, in order to 
carry the Water olf another way, which would 
make It moic caft to dram »Iie Ditch, and af- 
terwaids fill it up. 

Three thruLod Mci* were order’d to make 
this Canal, and veie alfadv far advanced in 
rfteWoik, when pa>-t of the Beficgcd one day 
>•' went forrh of the C*t>, aid ftole fo cunning- 
ly along the Side t.f the River under the Co- 
vert of the 1 recs .tiul Reeds that grew there, 
that they fin prized the Woikmcn, made a great 
Slaugiitcr of them, and retired back into the 
City before the A^/z/rrameup, who ran from all 
Paits at the Report of this Difhirbance, and had 
only the Vexation of f-cing their Companions 
* dead. 



w lying woiUKi^ i(i tlift Oa^* 
this Misfortune did not mal 5 ||i*xhem gitfe ovef 
their Undertaking ; others were inftantly or- 
der’d to jpurfue the Work j and to prevent the 
like Misrortune, fo many Troops were fent to 
guard them, that the Bciiicged did not dare any 
more to attempt to interrupt this Work. When 
it was accomplifli’d they turned the River in- 
to the Canal, which tajting its Coiirfe tiiat way, 
and no longer fupplying the Ditch with Wa- 
ter, they foon found means to drain it, and to 
fill it up with Earth, Straw, and Faggots. 

One may eafily imagine the Canz,mta»s did Mirconie, 
notfulFer their Ditches to be filled up, with-/*::'^9* 
out endeavouring to incommode the Workmen; 
but tiie continual Attacks that were made to ' 
employ them, call’d for all their Care and At- 
tention. All things fucceeded as the Moguls pro- 
pofed to thcmfclves i the Ditches w ere fill’d 
up ill fpite of all rhe Sallies which the Bclieged 
could make, during the continual Alarm in 
w hich the Moguh kept them on all fides. Then 
the Princes caufod the Batteries to be redou- 
bled, and confiderable Breaches were made, 
and a general Alfault given w^th fo much Vi- 
gour, rhat the Standards were planted on 
the Walls. If this ASion made the Moguls 
Jfhout for joy, it put the other fide into a Con- 
fternation. 'ITe Sight of the Enemies Enfigns 
ftanding on their Walls, gave frefh Courage to 
the Bcfieged. They lan in Crow'ds to the 
Places where the Moguh h id plantvd them, and 
ufed fuch great Efforts, that the\' toie them 
down. Thcyenn repaired the Ei caches ; and 
the Inhabitants had no Icfs fiiarc in the Danger 
than the Ganfon, 

On both fidos they did nothing but fight 
during feveral days, from morning till evening ; 

and 
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liirKioand yet the Bifputes generally Wled to the 
i!»2Cfc Adrastage of the Beficgcd. This much de- 
5 S* jh* fp**"!***! the Princes ; and ill Saccels genetaily 
f^oducing a MiAinderftanding when there are 
many Commanders who are equal in Authority, 
there grew a Difagreemcnt between the Bro- 
thers, that is, between To«A/;/ andZd^<2ta/, for 
OEfai did not meddle. 7 'hey both complained 
loudly of one another, and mutually reproach’d 
each other with having been too careful of 
their own Safety on feveral occafions, and that 
that had been the Caufe of the Siege’s lafting 
fo long? 

Adbltab Whilft this Divifion was betwixt the Princes, 
|t4oy. things went but flowly on ; fo that no great 
Advances were made in the Siege, altho they 
had already fpent more than fix Months before 
this Place. Gstightzxnn was inform’d of the 
Diflenfion that reign’d among his Children, at 
which lie was much troubled ; and after hai ing 
ferioufly confidei’d wliat to do, he rcfolved to 
take the Command of the Army from the 
tw'o Princes who were moil in fault, and to 
give all the Power to Oi-iat, w'ho had fhew’d 
himfclf thewifcft. He therefore font Letters 
ro them. OSIat received a Feiman Hacam-t that 
is to fay, an Imperial Order after the manner 
of Letters Patent, by \/hich his Father gave 
him an abfolute Authority over all the Troops 
in Cartz.me ; and at the fame time order’d him 
to conrinuc rhe Siege. The Letters Gmghix.can 
writ to the other two Princes contain’d a pofi- 
tive Command to them to refign all the Troops 
to their Brother’s Command, and to obey him. 
He likewife writ ro the General Officers to be 
obedient to hi« SonO/?<«,- and in every Letter 
teftif’d his Difpleafure concerning w-hat had 
pals'd betw een them before Carix>me. 
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So fbon as Toufchi aad Zagiaai had receiviedi 
the Emperor’s Orders, they refign’d the CotOr 
mand of the Army to 0£iaiy and feem’d even ^ 
to lure forgot all the Refentments they had 
before conceived againfl one another. OHai v.^’yv/ 
then having made himfelf known to the Troops 
as foie Commander, held a great Council of 
War, wherein he declared to them the Grand 
Can’s Pleafure ; and they agreed what was to 
be done in order to take the Town. Every 
one put himfelf in a Pofture to perform the 
Duties of his Place j and the Officers feem’d all 
filled with Zeal for their Emperor, and Rage 
againft their Enemies, 

Thus' fired, they began to renew their Bat- Nlfiw- 
teries againft the City v ith the Rams and other 
Engines ; and the Moguls being infpired with 
frem Vigour, difeoveV’d an extraordinary 
Courage and Boldnefs. All the Sallies were 
MOW firal to the Carizjttemsy and the Beliegers 
were not long e’er they made Breaches in 
the Walls, and mounted to give the Aflaulr. 

The Refiftance of the Befieged ilackcn^d not; 
they at firft kill’d or difabled all thofe who en- 
ter’d the Breach ; which only ferved to enfiamc 
the Bcficgfis, who to revenge the Death of 
their Companions did things extraordinary, fo 
that the Walls were fhaken on every lidc. The 
Breaches they made, gave opportunity to a great 
number of Moguls to enter the Place ; the Out- 
works of whicii the Ciriz^meant were forced to 
yield to the Enemies, and to fuffer them to fet 
upon the 'I'nwcrs of the City their vii3:orious 
Enfigns. The Carizmeans, unable to pluck 
them thence, found themfelves obliged to retire 
with Precipitation into the Places they had for- 
tify ’d in the City, which really appear’d to the 
Mcgtil) as new Places to be conquer’d. They 

were 
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were obliged to attack them in form; and the 
firft Aflaulrs were very bloody* Yet in fpite 
Th* Defence they made, the Citadel 

mrfi. which they barter’d -without fide, was at laft 
KoTy-yj taken, with feveral fortify’d Places. Then 
Prince OHaii to fave the Lffufion of his Sol- 
diers Blood, caufed the Coiernour to befum- 
mon’d to furrender and quit the Pofts that re- 
main'd; but fince they mention'd nothing of 
leaving the Inhabitants at liberty, the Gover- 
nour Teje(3;ed all their Propofals. 

Mirconde. The Moguls, enraged at the Cuazmeans Ofa- 
llinacy, w'ho /hll refiifed to furrender, tho their 
Walls, their Fort, and the greateft part of 
the Places they had entrenched were ruined, 
refolved to burn it all. They threw Wild Fire 
Fadlallah, all over the City, and fet fire to the Houfes on 
p. 41 Q. every Side. It is irapoflible to tell how many 
People and w'hat Riches wfc deftroy’d by the 
Flames. Then the Befiegers repenting or ha- 
ving fet fire to thcHoufts, which would pre- 
vent them from reaping the Fruits of their 
Labour, and make them no G'ainers by becom- 
ing Mafters of a Citj fo full of Treafure, cea- 
fed to throw more Fire, and employ’d them- 
felves wholly in making t^emfehes Mafters of 
the different Qiiartcrs or the City, fighting 
hand to h.ind. '1 he Attacks continued night and 
day, and the Fatigue was fo extreme on both 
fidcs, thcBcfitgod hasiugfo entrenched chem- 
felves, that one Quarter fuccour’d the other ; fo 
that w hen one Place w as forced after a long Re- 
fiftance, they found a fecure j^fylum in the other. 
Having all promifed to ftand by one another, 
they flhew ’d fuch Refolution that their Enemies 
W'cre ama 7 ed. The brave ITtmartequtn, whofe 
Valour and Prudence had doubtlefs much con- * 
. tributcd to the prolonging of the Siege, pe- 

riih’d 
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rtfli’d in defcflding a Poft which the Enemy ^a***«* CW*** 
ftormidg. An Arrow took away the Life «**5*!L 
this brave M m, and fnatch’d him away from 
his Countrymen, whofe Lofs much diininifhed 
their Courage. Yet they were not fo poorfpi- 
rited as to ask mercy from their Enemies, but 
defended thcmfelves to the utmoft Extremity ; 
and when thtyfaw' they muft yield, they put 
fire to riie I Ionics iliat remain’d in the City 
with tlieir own Hands,* and fo difappoioted 
their Enemies of gratifying their Avarice, • 
Shewing they knew how to lender their Vido- 
ry lefs pleafing to them' 

And indeed the Mogul Soldiers feeing them- Fadlall*!^ 
felves fruftrared of tJie Booty they hoped for, 
put to the Sword all the Canz^meiim they met 
wdth, and futfer’d their Rage to extend itlclf 
fo far, that they kill’d about a hundred thou- 
fand Perfons \ nay, there are feme Authors 
that fay two hundred thonfind. Prinv.' Othti 
had a great deal of difScuIty to make the 
Slaughter ccafc ; yet at laft he put a ftop to it. 

Then they made all the Artificers, and otlier 
Men who could be of any ufe to t.hcm, go 
out cf the City, and they were found to be a 
hundred thoufand. 1 iic y oung Women, Girls, 
and Boys, were difinbated for biases, and all 
the rtft were put to die Sw Old. Bat all thofe 
who weic put to dea h foem’J not afiaid of 
dying; nay, there wcic lome who refufed to 
live Among the reif , rhere w as a certain Choc, 
or Supeiior of a Society (»f rel gious AL/wwf- 
fwr, who was famous fur his Piety : His Name 
was Ni^euu Itl.r ’I’ls laid the three Mogul 
Pt int ts, w lien they approached Cm heard a 
Voice from Heaven, which advertifed them to 
fpare this holy Perfon, and to fuke care that 
he niigl I go out of the City in fafety. But whe- 
ther * 
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^ Dorn, ther this be hue or not, OSiai had a pam- 
B«. tf' 18 . *^“^**^ R-efpea for him, and offer’d him a PafT- 
rs» retire with ten of his Friends where- 

titrfi, ever he plcafed j but the Chec would not ac-» 
cept it, unlefs on condition that all the Mabo-’ 
tmans in Carizme fliould be pardon’d. Prince 
Oliai, who defircd to fave him, fent him word 
he fliould have leave to chufe a thoufand out of 
both Sexes to accompany him, and that they 
ihould be fpared for his fake. The Chec rejefted 
. all OBai's Offers, and fent him word, that ha- 
ving lived feventy Years with the Muffulmen of 
Cartzme, to whom he was united by his Reli- 
gion, it was not juft thcyfhould be fcparatcd 
in Death. Thus this venerable old Man had 
the fame Fate as his Countrymen, and died 
with his Friends. 

In fine, the City of Cdrizme was taken and 
ruin’d towards the End of the Winter, in the 
Year last, and of xhtHegna6i^. after a Siege 
of feven Months .The Moguls afterwards ea- 
fily fubdued the reft of the Province: Fear 
feized all the reft of the People, and the other 
Cities, which were very rich and populous in 
thofe days, furrender’d without making any 
Refiftance j fo that the Mo^tU obtained in this 
Country a greater Booty than they had got 
Ahuffarag. fince the Beginning of this War. The other 
h 447* Places which they took after the Reduftion of 


Carixmcy were Ca^, F laky, Daganet Zamaef- 
chert the Great and Little Con which the 
Arabs call’d Jorgiania.

(jcnghizcan’i Ejc^ed/Vwn /n Nacfcheb, Ter* 
med, Bedaicbaa, and other Places. 

T H E Affairs of Sogdlana being fettled, the Faduad^ 
Grand Gan marched mtoTi an Joxtam onfS**®' 
the Well iide, and his Fame daily cncrealing, 
fevcral Towns open’d their Gates to him. 

The Inhabitants of Nucfdiel even ent out to 
meet him, to offer i,ira all that they had ; fo 
they wei'* quit for only feeding his Army for 
fome Months, becaufe this Prince found this 
Countrj’ fopleafant, and the. Air f.) good, that 
he {laid there the bell part of the Summer. He 
was informed at Nacjiheb of all that pall in 
Coraffana, and in the other Provinces li . 'te 
to the South of the Oxm i for which reafon he 
refolvcd to go towards thatRiicr to continue 
his ConqueJls. 

• After fevcral Weeks march, he arrived at 
Termed, the laft Town in Tinnfoxtam, toward#

Its Si- 
istrfi* etwftion is placed on the River Oxust abcM 
KjkY^ the thirty fevt^ith degree of Latitude ; atm 
Abaifeda, being a Place very commodious for Tradet it 
f' “33* had a Port which was much frequented. The 
Sultan of CariXMe had conquer’d it fome little 
time before, when it was under the Govern- 
ment of Beh’amfihak, who was Sovereign of it, 
and whom the Sultan’s Mother put to death at 
• her leaving Carizjme. 

'termed, inftead of following the E\ample of 
Naifiheh, fliut its Gates againll Geughtz^an, 
The Garifon, fiipported by the principal No- 
blemen, refolved to fuftain a Siege, becaufe Ge^ 
laledtUn had given them hopes of his coming to 
their Relief. The outfide of their Walls were 
Bricks, and they had a Caftlc which the Ri- 
^ver Oxus defended on one lide j fo that they be- 
lieved themfelves ftrong enough to amufe the 
Moguls till the Arrival of Gelaleddm. The 
Grand Can being inform’d of their Rcfolution, 
Ciufed Lines to be cafl. up round it very deep 
and very \s ide. He had alfo Platforms railed, 
and appointed the feveral Qiiarters to his Ar- 
my ; and, in line, (but up the Place very clofely, 
Tik Beltegcd, far from being daunted at all 
thefc Preparations, made ready to receive them 
warmly. In effect, for the fpaceof eleven days 
they defended it with all the Bravery the Sul- 
tan could cipect from his beft Subjects j but 
Gelaleddm nor appearing to iuccour them, and 
their Walls being thrown down, they could 
not hold out much longer. So the Moguls took 
tlw Place by Storm, and made the Bclieged pay 
dearly tor the Blood of their Companions whom 
they had kill’d. All die Garifon and the In- 
habitants 
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-^gi^iECjiis m mm* ^ 
excejpt foni« y iwiig Fcopfe *rho wm 
xewrrcd ior Slavery, felt the Fury of the Bi* 
fiegers, whom Avarice render’d more crpel ^^ 
an this Place than they had been elfewhere ; 

•for a Soldier having ripp’d up the Belly of a 
Woman to ibarch for a I^arl ffcie had fwallow’d. 


and having found it, feveral others follow’d his 
example, tho the greater part of them were 
difappointed, and became a Honour to others, 
for having committed fo barbarous an A<^ion. 

The Grand Can caufed the Town to be raxed 
to the Ground about the end of Autumn ; and 3 17. * 
it being unlikely that he could pafs his Army 
over the Oxuj in the beginning of the Winter, 
he thought it beft to put his Troops into Win- 
ter Quarters, both in the Places that were un- 
der his Obedience, asoalfo in thofo which he 


might with little trouble reduce. He accor- 
dingly diftributed all his Forces into Tranfixio- 
m. The ‘Tartars whom he fent out on all iides 


in Parties, made terrible Ravages, and princi- 
pally in the Towns of Lang^erte and Samanie% 
which had received GenghtzroMwkh regret, and 
were fo imprudent as to let him know it. They 
were not content to take out of thefe Places 
all forts of Forage and Ammunition, but they 
alfo burnt what they left, and committed all 
forts of Diforders that can be imagined. 

As-for the Citv of Bedacfchany which had 
freely open’d its Gates to him, it was not fo 
ill treated j it coft them only their Riches. 
The pillaged them of a great quantity 

of Hyacinths and Rubies, with which this Ci- 
ty abounded, its Territories being full of 
Mountains out of which they got thefe pre- 
cious Stones. It alfo produced fine Axure, 
good Bezoar, and what is called the fine Chryf-^ 
tal of theZevosr. The People who inhabited 
S a here 
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ilib'XJoia. herd woi5e''iWfo whom tails Cmedh * 

”2** and its Skuatton was on the Con^s of laMa 
^ and of 'Tocmeflan. 

> It was in this Country that Alexander the 
Great faw thirty young Sogdian Lords going 
. chearfolly to die, who fung and rejoiced as they 
^ ' were going to Execution ; and demanding 

from whence their Joy proceeded, they an- 
fwer’d, that the Honour of dying, antf being 
reftored to their Anceftors, by the Command of 
a King who W'as the Conqueror of all Nations, 
was the Caufe why they rejoic’d, and blefs’d 
fo noble a Death. Alexander gave them their 
Lives, and asked them what Security they 
would give him of their Fidelity to him ; they 
anfwer’d, they had no other to give than 
the Lives he had granted them, which they 
lliould always be ready to furrender to him 
whenever he demanded them : nor did they 
break their Words. Four of thefe Sogdians he 
put into his own Life-Guards, who were as 
faithful to him as his Macedonians who loved 
him moil. • 


CHAP. vir. 

The Moguls Hunting. 

Mirconde, ^^Enghiz.can being at Termed in the midft of 
370. Ijr the Winter, a Seafon of the Year that hin- 
der’d him from profecuting the War, he re- 
folv’d to have a great Hunting-match, to keep his 
Soldiers in Adion. In order to which, Prince 
ToufJman the.Mafter tkmtfman of the Empire, 

being 
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^iag ab&QC, be commanded the Kevl;m his 
Lieutenant to prepare all things neceilaryfor • 

hunting, and to extend the Chace as far as 
the Country they, were in, and the remaining 
Part of the Winter would permit. The Nevian 
perform’d the Duty of his Lmployment, and 
took care to give notice to the Huntfmen. He 
direSed them, what Circumference of Ground 
they muft encompafs, and fent them aw ay poft 
to mark out tlie Bounds of it. After which, he 
order’d the Officers of the Army to follow die 
Huntfmen at the Head of their Troops, as 
foon as they could, and to go and take up 
their Quarters, that they might be in a readi*- 
nefs for the Chace, according to the known 
Orders which had been preferibed by the Em- 
peror when he publiftied. the Laws concern- 
ing Hunting, and regulated the Manner of it. 

So foon as the Officers had led their SHdiers Marrakef- 
to the Rendezvous, they ranged them round Ay. 
the Place encompafs’d in the manner of a thick 
Hedge, fometimcs doubling the Ranks about 
the Circle which the Huntfmen had marked out, 
by the Aftgu/r called Nerke. They negle&ed 
not to tell them, tho no Perfon was before ig- 
norant of it, that It was as much as their Lives 
were w orth to let the Beafts efcape out of the 
Ring, which w'as about four Months March 
in Circumference, and enclofed a very great 
number of Groves and Woods, with all the 
Beafts that lived in them The Center of tliis 
great Enclofure, whereto all the Beafts muft re- 
tire, was a Plain which the Huntfmen had cho- 
fen and marked out. 

The Officers of the Chace immediately dif- 
patched Couriers to the Lieutenant General of 
the Chace, to give him an account how things 
Weredifpofed, and to know of him the Orders 
S 3 given 
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given for didir marchiog. The tieutenant 
went hixnfolf to receive them from the Grand 
Can, and afterwards gave them to the Couriers, 
who immediately departed ^o carry them to 
the Hunting-Officers, after having well ob- 
fervcd where the King’s (>iarters were, that 
they might more eafily hnd them when they 
Ibould be fent back thither again Tho the 
Kin^s Quarters were not fixed to be always in 
one Place, for he rnufl. advance according as 
his Troops moved ; but as they always moved 
on in the fame Line, whatever Change of Place 
there was, yet one could not chufc but find 
him. 

The Couriers had no fooner brought the Or- 
ders to the Hunting- Officers, but they com- 
municated them to the Captains. Then the 
Kettledrums, Trumpets, and Horns found- 
ed the general March, which being heard 
throughout the Circle, the March began eve- 
w where at the fame time and in the fame 
Order ; that is to fay, the Soldiers marched 


very clofe together, and always towards the 
Center, driving before them the Beafts, like 
Shepherds driving their Flocks They had 
their Officers behind, who obferved them ; 
and they were all welt armed, as if they hacl 
been going on fome martial Expedition. Yet 
altho they had their Helmets of Iron, their 
Crofslets of Leather, and their Bucklers of 
Wicker, with their Scimeters, Bow's, and Qui- 
vers full of Arrows, Files, Hatchets, Clubs, 
Cords, and every thing even to the I’hred 
and Pack-needle ; it was forbidden them to kill 
or wound any Animal, whatever Violence the 
ArabTcb. Beafts ofter’d to them. There were fevere Pu- 
of nifhments decreed to tbofe who ihould make 
ufe of their Arms againft the Beafts ; It was 

only 



only permitted them to (hout aodhoUow, 
fright and hinder them from paiBng the Enclo^ 
fure, for the Emperor had*fo ordain’d. _ 

Thus they marched eiery day, hunting the 
Beafts towards the Center, and encamped eve- 
ry night- The military D»ty was not negleft- 
cd for all this. The Watch-word was given 
every evening, and there were Troops order’d 
to keep gbard, and Centinels, who were du- 
ly reliev’d by otlwrs. Thofc who flept, or did 
not exadly perform their Duty, were puntlh’d* 

They were fometimes alarm’d on purpofe. In 
fine, all that is praSifed in War was here punc- 
tually obferved. 

The March was not interrupted by any JouiiU 
Difficulty for fome Weeks ; but a River which Cehingal; 
the Troops from fome of the Quarters could'™* 
not ford, hindering them', they made a* halt, 
and gave notice to the reft, to the end they 
might always march in the fame Ordet t<^- 
ther. Thofe who were obliged to pafs the Ri- 
ver, drove the Beafts over it, which fwam 
crofs ; and then pafr’d it themfelves upon round 
Pieces of Hides, which they bound together 
with Cords. Several Soldiers being feated on 
one of thefe Bundles of Leather, each of 
which was tied to a Horfe’s Tail, the Horfe 
drew it crofs the River, following a Perfon who 
fwam before. 

Having thus pafs’d over this River, their ZehAy i» 
March was no more interrupted, but they went Taric M- 
always in an equal Diftance from the Center. 

And now the Circle Icflening, the Beafts begin 
Co find themfelves prefs’d ; and, as if they had 
been fenfible that yhey were befet, fome ran 
imongft the Mountains, others into the Val- 
leys that were moft obfoure ; others, without 
roindine to go in the Paths and Roads, rufh’d 

S 4 
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into tlw Pftwjfts and Thickets, jfiiiom whence 
41^6*1*8 *^hey foon after fled, feentingtheHuntfmen, fly- 
1^. rbe elfewhcrc to feek a fecurer Shelter. The 
uurfi. Holes and Burrows were all filled; but they 
retreated thither in vain, for they open’d them 
with Spades or Mattocks, and even made ufe of 
Ferrets • fo that the Bcafts finding themfelves 
fo prefs’d,w'ere obliged to come out and go far- 
ther, But w anting room, the CompafMPf Ground 
ftill growing left and lefs for them, the difterent 
kinds of Beafts began to mix with one another, 
fo that fome became furious, and toil’d the Sol- 
diers greatly ; and it was not w'itlioiit much 
trouble that their Shouts, and the Sound of the 
feveral Inftruments drove them away. 

A great number of Beafts being fled to the 
Mou|}tains, Parties of Huntfmen and Soldiers 
were detached to drive them thence ; which 
was not done without much Difficulty, they 
often refifting, and it being not permitted the 
Soldiers to wound them. Other Parties dc- 
feending the Piccipices, which ferved for a Re- 
treat to fome certain Animals, had no lefs 
trouble to put them to flight yet there will 
not a Cave or Wood in which they left one 
Beaft. During this time, the Couriers went 
continually from every diflerent Qtiarter to ad- 
Ca/vlny»» vettife the Grand Ghn of all tlut paft in the 
Algjavbal- and lo give him News of the Princes, 

macou- fgvcrai of whom, Huntfmen-like, lhared of the 
Diveifion.w hich the fcvcral Motions and Confu- 
fion the Bcafts were in, gave them in the Chacc. 
The Emptror, W'ho had foraething elfc in view 
befidcs the Pleafureof thefe Sports, wentcifien 
himfelf to obferve the Troops, to fee whe- 
ther his Orders were exaeSUy follow’d, and they 
were not remifs in their Duty. 



The Space of GronniJ growiag each day left 
and lefs, and the wild Beafts being unable to * 

get farther, leap’d upon the Weakeft, and tore 3i 

them in pieces. But their Fury did not laft 
long ; for being chafed on every fide, and be- 
ginning to have no room left but that Spot of Arab&habi 
Ground where they could be feen all together, ” 
the Lieutenant of the Mafter-Huntfraancaufed ^l \L. * 
the Drums and Timbrels to be beat, -and all 
the other kinds of Inftruments to be play’d up- 
on : all which, join’d with the Shouts and Cnes 
of the Huntfinen and Soldiers, fo aftrighied 
the Beafts, that they loft all their Fiercenefs, 

The Lions and Tygers grew gentle, the Bears 
and wild Boars, like the moft timorous Beafts, 
feem’d caft down, and amared. 

Then the Grand Can feeing all thefe Ani- MarrakeT. 
mals together in a little Space of Ground, » Al- 

which the Moguls call Gerke, order’d them to 
prepare themfelves to match into it. lie en- 
ter’d the firfi, with the Sound of Trumpets, 
holding in one Hand his naked Sword, and in 
the other his Bow. He had bis Quiver full of 
Hrrows hanging crofs his Shoulder, and was 
attended by fome of his Sons, and all bis Ge- 
neral Officers, He himfelf began the Slaugh- 
ter, ftriking the ficrceft Beafts, of which fome 
became furious, and endeavoured to defend their 
Lives. At laft lie recreated to an Eminence, 
fearing himfelf upon a Throne which was pre- 
pared for him ; and from tlience he obferved 
the Strength aqd Agility of the Princes his 
Children, and all his Officers who attack’d the 
Beafts. Whatever danger they ran, yet no one 
avoided it, or gave back, but rather Ihpw'jl 
more Eagemefs, well knowing that the Grand 
Can by this would judge of their Merit. All 
the young ^Idiers, after the Princes jmd Lords, 

enter’d 
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An* Dom. enter’d into the GtrLey and made a great 
‘ ‘®V*o flaughter of the BcaUs. 

Mw*. 2A« Genghizxui's Grandfons, follow’d by 

mrft. fcveral yonng Lords of the fame Age, prefent- 
v«rv>^ ed thcmfelvcs before the Throne, and by a 
<h*"»^Al* made alter tficir manner, defired the 

mlfibc »r give the Beads that remained their 

Almaina, Lives and Liberty ,• which he granted them, 
praifing the Valour of his Troops, who were 
immediately diCmifled, and fent back to their 
Quarters. At the fame time the Beads which 
had cfcaped thebcimeters and Arrows, feeing 
thcmfelvcs no longer furrounded, got away, and 
regain’d their W'oods and Dens. Tims tlie 
Hunting at T"t',~,ned ended, which lafled lour 
Months, and had continued much longer, if 
it had not been fear’d fhat the Spring woijld 
furpnze them whiifl employ’d in thefc Sports, 
when the War mnft be proferuted. At length 
the Spring of the Itar 1221 . drew^ near, and 
the Carhmem Troops being already arrived, 
they had not a long rime to reft ,• for Cen^hiz,- 
</7« put himlclf at the Head of hislVoops a- 
bouttheend of Minh, to pafs over the Oxm, 
and afterw'ards w enr towards 5.fc7'7rtKrt, w'hero 
the Sultan Cre/rr/edi//// had got an Army together.

B t F O R E the Hunting began the Empe- Nfitconde, 
ror had fent a Reinforcement of twenty e> J 70 * 
thoufand Men of fas beft Troops to Hubbe Ne- 
vian, and Sutda Bthadeuy, the better to enable 
them to fucceed in the Enterpnzes he defign’d 
the} Ihouid undcitaKe the next Year, Thele 
tvvo Generals were on the Northern Confines 
of ( 'ofajjana, when tlicy received their Matter’s 
Orders. Whilft they waned for the Rein- 
forrements he was to fend them, which were 
now on rheir march thither, they divided the 
yroops they already had, and Hubbe went 
tow ards &nd S'uda took the Road 

to Helvas. 

After they had ravaged both thefe Countries, Mchcmed 
they returned into Cot iiffttnuy w here Stmla re- NifaviV 
main’d watchii^ a Mahometaa Lord, whofe^'^* */ 
Name was Ainan^eian, who was one of Sul- 
tin Ulthcmtci'i O/Hcers, and moleflcd the Mo- ' 
gttli with feme Troops he had got together, 
and often broke their Moaiurts. Suida found 
means to oblige lum to fight ; but the Ev'ent 
prov’d unfortunate to tlic A%v/t, for they w'cre 
beaten and put to flight with their Leader. 

Whilft the MJf mtauhord was purfuing them, 
he met near NtufJuvm a Brigade of Tduait

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*®*** bt>t; the Army furrouxided them, to hin* 
tk0 retreating to the Mountains. Then 

they fliot a great number of Darts and Ar- 
i/VW rows upon them, with which they were over- 
whelmed, and w ere even more mi&rabk than 
ihe Beafts at the Chace of Temedt fome of 
which efcaped Death ; but thefe poor People 
all periihed, and were left either dead or mor- 
tally wounded in the Field, to ferve for Food 
to the wild Beafts and Fowls of Prey. *l'is 
reported that there were this dav fevenry thou- 
fand Perfons killed, of the Natives, Strangers, 
and Pealants who had took fhelter in this City. 
As for the Minifter SchthabeddtH and his Son, 
they were put to death after another manner ^ 
they were led in Chains to the Nevians, w ho 
caufed the Coffers to be open’d in which were 
the Vizier’s IVeafures ; and after the Nevians 
had talien out all that w'as in them, they caufed 
the Heads of * the Father and to be ftmek 
. off. At this day there is to be feen Schekaiei- 
ditt"s Tomb in a Place called Bdjha. 

Three days after the Msguls had taken and 
plunder’d Ntfa^ they went to befiege the Citar- 
dei of Camdaf. This Place was accounted 
the ftronKft’in Cwaffanni and was in the Road 
from Nija to Ntfebabeur. They were defirous 
to gain this Place, not only as it was a 
hindrance to their conquering the reft, but alfo 
becaufe they w ere informed that Nt%amedditt, 
one of the greateft Lords of that Kingdom, 
was retired thither with all his Riches. In 
truth, Mebemei Nifaviy the Author of the Hif- 
tory of the Life of Sultan Gelikddmi to whom 
this Place belonged, (tho he took upon hun on- 
ly the Title of Goveroour of this Place under 
the Sultan) has writ, 'that Neumeddm^ fome

dftys befere the Arrkal of the Enemies tiiettv 
*> vificed this Place, atid ellMmmg it alraoft fiiJ* 
pregnable becaufe of its Situation, faid to hiffli ^ 
We will wait the I’artars cmii^ here. Notwith- * 

ftanding which, this Lord, -when he faw they 
attack’d it on the weakeft fide, was fo frighted • 
that he defired the Goveraour to let him down 
with Ropes into the Plain, at a Place where 
the Befiegers could not perceive him ; which, 

Mehemed Ntfavt did, and Nex.ameddtn by his 
good Fortune retired elfewhere. 

The Befiegers batter’d the Place a long time ; 
but the Belieged made fo bravo a defence, that 
at lail the Mogul General, being fenfible of the 
Strength of the Citadel, defpair’d of taking it 
with the Troops they had, and fo refolved to 
raife the Siege, and were content only to fend 
a Trumpeter to demand* of the Govemour 
Clothes, and other things of which the Sol- 
diers ftood in need Mefjemed Nifavt thought 
it was better to gratify them than to provoke 
them to continue the Siege, by refufing what 
they asked; he therefore caufed all things to be 
looked for that the City could a^ord propo- to 
fend them. But the m/Eculty was to find Of- 
ficers that wiuld venture to accompany chofe 
who carried this Preftnt ; becaufe it was be- 
lieved that the Moguls and Tartars were cruel 
enough toieienge themfelves on the Officers 
they fliould get in their pow er, for the fliamefiil 
Retreat the) faw themfelves reduced to make. 

After a gicaf many Perfons had refufed the Em- 
ployment, two venerable old Men prefented 
themfelves; and having recommended their 
Children to their Fellow-Citirens, put them- Mehemed

• But to return to the Expeditions of Hahhe 
Neviao, after he left the ftrong Fortrefs of 
Tlaki he went dircftly to Ae/, where ^S^'.r/Tand 
the other A/eja/ Commanders came to jo’n him 
in their rctuni from CoraJIanay of winci; tncy 
had reduced both the NoJth and Weft Earts, 
excepting Nifihaboury which according to tlie 
Capitulation granted them by ri.e two Gene- 
rals, remain’d quiet till GclakJJiu took fliclter 
there* 

The City Rt-i, which was fituatc in T,m A- rhe taking 
gcmiy or the Perfun Hina.nay five days Journey Rei, 
from "Nifibalouf, in thirty five degrees and 
thirty live minutes of Latitude, feem’d able y**^. 
to make a vigorous defence ; but the Moguls Agemi or 
cafily took it. 'I'he Inhabitants wcie divided Pedian 
into two Fadions : one of which foUov’d the Hircania, 
Dodrincs of Abotii iUnfry one of the fo"r Doc- Marrakef- 
tors who >vere the Heads of the four protended cty, mS. 
Orrhodo,v Seds amongfl the Mih'<hi tali': ; and 
the others were attached to the Opinions of Abulfeda 
Dodor bibuja}. So foon as the Cady of the p. 201. 
City, who was of the la/l Sed, was inform’d ji.,con4(f 
that Hdf.t was coming, he went out to meet ji, * 
him with the Cliief of his Sed, and offer’d* 
him the Place in the Name of ail SJutfay’s 
Scdancs. HiMc accepted this Offer w'ith Joy, 
piomifing to fparc all that were of that Belief. 

By this means he t'nter’d without 'I’rouble into 
the City by tw'o Gates, of wdneh the F.’dion 
of SL/jiifasi were Mailers. Bat the other Party 
lad fortil’}’d tlicmfohcs, and made fomeRclif- 
t.ancc, more our of H.itied to the SibafaHeu than 
to the Moguls themfelvcs. But General Hahhe 
forced -hem to yield, and, induced by the ill 
Opinion the Cady had created in him of che 

1’ 3 Seft 
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Seft of Ahuhanijay put them almoft alt to death ; 
fo that not above one half of the Inhabitants 
of Rei VI ere left alive. 

Before this, Hd'he imagining he had. not 
Troops fuiKcicnt to take this Place, fent to 
SniJa, ^\ho foon came and join’d him. Thcfe 
two Generals remain’d fomc time at Rej, invi- 
ted by the Beaut} ci that City, which was one 
of the four moll conliderablc in Trnc Agemi : 
the three others v ere Namadan, Com, and Ifpa- 
han. So foon as the Scafon permitted to take 
the Field, they again parted ; HMc marched 
to Bamadnn, and S uda to C/i'bin, I'hc firft, be- 
fore he marched to the City of Com, which 
W'as twent} Leagues oft' fiom Ra, encamped in 
a great Plain w herein it flood. This Plain was 
liMecn Leagues long, andasiran;, bioad He 
fummon’d the Town to lurrtndet ; and they 
made fo little Rclift.imc, thaa ihc) might jufl- 
1} hate dcfeived tlie Mercy which was granted 
tht Pl.vtes that open'd their Gates to him : But 
the Dcpiitits of the having an im- 
placable Hatred lor the whom they 

called RaiizK, that is to fay, Herctitks, told 
i/ //e 'Nt\ ian, whom rhc} al\sa\s accompa- 
nied, bccaufc he mucli confided in them, tiiar 
the People of Cot were very mutinous, at 
wdiich one need not w’Ondcr, lince they follow ’d 
the Doanne*- of Al>otihniiij<i snd, in line, they 
fo incenftd him againfl the Inhabitants of this 
City, tliat the Motiul General, under rhc pretext 
that one of his Oidcrs had not been well ob- 
fetvtd, caiifcd the greateft pait of them to be 
kill’d or carried away Slaves, j^fter which, 
C(jn was plunder’d. 

This City was lituate in thirt} four Degrees 
and forty five Minutes of T.atitude, about the 
middle of the way between Ca<.htii and Ijpalum,

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SA.Itho this Place had been very much defaced. An. Dom. 
it has been liace perfeftly repair’d, feme Kings 
having kept their Court there ; and there are 
ftill to be feen the Tortibs of two Kings of Per- mrft. 
fiay Schah-Sefi and Schah Ahbm II. which I'ombs 
are very magnificent. HiMe departed from ’*”heve- 
Com, fome few days after, and marched to Ha- 
madan, having made Preparations for befieging ). 7 . p. ’ ■ 
it. So foon as he arrived in its Neighbour- 355. 
hood, and had made all things ready to ftorm 5,^ 
this Place, all of a fudden he made a Peace cbaidm’y 
with Magededdin who commanded it : At which Voyages, 
the Army were the more furprized, becaufe^459• 
thefe People had appear’d more infolent than 
others who had not been pardon’d ; nay, they 
had even committed fome Outrages on the 
Miguh. The General’s Enemies reported that 
he had fuller’d himfelf to be corrupted ; but his 
Friends maintain’d that he had only follow ’d 
the Grand Can’s Orders. 

Hamadun w'as fituate in thirty five degrees Abulfebi, 
and ten minutes of Latitude, filty Leagues f- i59" 
diftant from C«;w. ’J'w'as a great and populous Mircondc 
City, and had often been the Abode of Kings./-, u. 

A: the time w hen the Abg’ih approached it, ic 
had very ftrong Walls, and a good Callle, 
w'hich is now in Ruins. Its Beauty at prefent 
confifts m its Gardens and Fountains, which 
take their Rife from the Mountain not 

far from this Place, and W'here there are to the 
number of a thoufand Springs. 1 'he Pc,fiau\ 
fay this City was built by jemfJsidc, one of 
the firft Kings of the antient Pirjian^. 

Htilhc Nevian led his IVoops thence to "Dine- Mirconde, 
wr, Carm fta, ivan, Hilvan, Nihivendcy and/’-S^- 
feveral other Towns in Trai Aiejnty of which 
he render’d himfelf Mafter, and got great 
Riches. As for Stida Behadeuty who was gone 

T 4 to 
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to befiegc the City of Casiiny ficuate on thd 
Confines of Deilcmy he carry’d it by Storni, 
and put to the Sword fifty chonfand Perfons, in 
this City, in DeiLm, ana other the adjacenc 
Countries. The Inhabitants of Ifpahaa- by a 
quick Submiflion prev'cnted the laft Extremi- 
ties of War. Ctisl/in was fituate in the thir- 
ty feventh Degree of Latitude, between Ret 
and Ahhar. All thefe Expeditions were mado 
in ithe Year of our Lord 1221, and of the 
Hegira 6ifi. at the time when Philip Ai^ufiut 
was King of F. ance^ and Henry IIT. King of 
Englaad. Gcnghix.ian was then fixty feven Years 
old. 
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H E Contrite fls Qenghizcan conti-’ 
nued to make in hts own Perfon^ or 
b} ht$ Lfcutenants tn Hircania, As 


zerbijaDa or the Country of the Mcdes, 
and m one Part of Fars ; that is to fajy in 
the IQngdoms of the Farlhians, Medes, and 
Perfians : tn the Provinces of India beyond 
the Rtver Indus, t» that of the Alans, md 
other Countries bordering on Mulcovy. The 
Mtfery of the great J^een ruican-Cafun ; 
and ivhat fafi between the Sultan Gelalcddin 
her Grandfon, and the Mogul Princes. The 
Punt foment of Cande-Tangur, a Rebel who 
was Tributary to Genghi/xan. Andy lajlly, 
the Death of Gcnghi'/can, which happened 
foon after he had dijpojed of his Empire^ anti 
at the time when he was going to carry the 
War into the Southern China, cahd Maugi 
orMatchin, of which Nanquin is the Capi- 
tal City.

ing extremely formidable, how valiant foever 
the Prince of Carizn’e was, yet he did not care 
to tempt his Fate by venturing a Battel, but 
remain'd in this Coin.try only to fatigue the 
with the Tioops he had with him: To 
accomplifti which, he made ufc of all the Ad- 
vantages the n.?rrow Lanes and Paflagas, the 
Woods and Riveij could afaord an able Gene- 
ral, who fouixl himftlf much inferior in 
Strength to his F ntmv . 

At laft the Grand Can having fccured all 
the Countries fituatc beyond the O^vf, caiifcd 
his Army to pafs over this River, .and led them 
with ail the fpceil imaginable to the City of 
JBalc. The great Succcisof this lortunatc Con- 
queror, the niimci ous Troops tiiat follow ’<1 him, 
and lame, which magniiics every thing, all 
putiogcilui, fooit detenmned tlte Lihabifunts 
to open their C-ates to him, vichont fraying 
to feel his 1 '11 y.

I'hen 
the City tv as plunder’d, and the Booty diftri- 
buted according to the Plogul Law- The 
Walls vere bcatui down, and the Caflle dc- 
niolifti’d. ’I'hc Mo"td Arniv was greatly en- 
rirhcvl by tins Cit\ ’s R.nn for there tv eie all 
forts of Merchand./c anti 'Preafure in Bale, 
bccaiife it Iiad alvvajs been a Place cf great 
Trade. Mortover, it w'as full of Monuments 
of esqmfite ^\’oiKmanfhip, and ."'ll things tliac 
could ferve to adorn fo grtat a City, it having 
been tlic Abode of many iJluftrious Perfons 
famous in all Aits, who had much contributed 
to its Ecautv. I'hc public) Buildings were 
fpatious and ugiilar. The Carav anferas, or 
Inns to lodge itic Ciravans in, appear’d magni- 
ficent, as did alfo tiie Colleges and Mofques 5

2^’ r*» was ficuaee in thirty fix degrees and forty 
Htr/i. minutes of Latitude, in a moft fertile

AbulFeda, tains, and eight horn the Oxk/. The Country 
f. 2x7. round it was planted with Sugar-Canes and 
Jacut <» Lemon-Trees. Sihicardm alTurcs us it was firft 
Golius. built by Caynmara^, one of the Fifthdadim 
Kings % who was the firft that reign’d in Pey- 
jia and Media. It was afterwards ruined by 
Semiramisy as Diodorus of Sicily reports, and 
repair’d by Lorafpe the Father of Hydafpesy as 
Herodotus allures us, at the fame that Nebiuho- 
donofor ruin’d the City of yerufalem. Its 
Suburbs were water’d by a River called JDe- 
hac, which having run thro all the Country, 
difeharges itfelf into the River Oxtis, about 
Mirconde, twelve Leagues from the City. It is to this 
}’ 39 * day one of the capital Cities of the UzMciLsy 
and has its particular Sovereign, who wants

Abulfarag, After the Mogul Emperor had thus reduced 
/. 293, ’ the City of Bale to his Obedience, he fent De- 
448. tachments out of his Army to Lidia and Perjia, 
jadlallab, and left a confiderablc part ol his I'roops in 
/. 410. ‘j'tanfoxiana to keep it iu awe, whilft he went 
to T'ocaieJlaKy to befiege the City of lakaHy 
which was but feven days Journey fromjB<i/t, 
and was efteemed the ftrongeft City in all AJia 
for its Situation, it being built upon a very 
fteep Mountain called Nooetou/' But he had 
but juft began the Siege, when lie had Infor- 


* Tliat IS to fay, the firft of the Kings of Perfia. 
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mudoa that the SulcaH GeJaieddin, not fiii 4 ing 
himielf in a condition to t%inire a Battel, was jJJ*^*** 
retired towards the ftrongeft Places of Coraf- 
fana witli what Forces he had been able to get 
together, and that it was believed he was al- 
ready got to Ntfehabour. On this News he 
detached Axty thoufand Men to purfue him, 
and prevent his making any farther progrefs ; 
he join’d thefe with another Detachment of 
twenty thoufand Men, whom he had a little 
before fent into Mazendt one to recruit the Ar- 
my of the Generals Hubbe and Smda, which 
when they firft went on their Expeditions con- 
fifted of thirty thoufind Moguls^ and was now 
diminifhcd by the Lofs of ten thoufand. He 
give the Command of this great Detachment 
to Prince T/t/r, and order’d him to go and find 
out the Sultan Gil.ihJdiHy and to befiege the

All w ho 
were in the Place ftrove to outvy each other in 
Bravery ; ami 'using a great ftorc of Ammu- 
nition, and Provilions of all forts, they flat- 
ter’d themfelvcs they fliould be able to hold 
out a long time. Defides w Inch, the Befiegers 
had neither Ground norTrcnches to fhelter them

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3l«* rom. when thfiy made their Attacks j they had onSjf 
„**“*•- fome Blinds to defend them from the Darts 
tL’ and Wildfire. The Befieged killed fo great a 
number of them, that the Emperor’s Army 
was confiderably diminilhed. This Prince re- 
pented his having meddled with this Place, yet 
could not bear to be difappointed ; and fearing 
he had not Troops enough to reduce ^ he fent 
two Couriers, one after another, to 7m//, with 
Orders to return to him forthwith, without 
mentioning his Rcafons for fo doing : He only 
told him he recall’d him becaufc of the excef- 
five Heats which now began to be fenhbly felt. 
In the mean time, the Grand Can made his 
Army reft for fijme Weeks, and took care they 
w'ere well fed, which perfeddy recover’d and 
put them in good heart. 

Fadlallab, jjg called all the Engineers together, 
/•4I'?. J.Q confult with them of the means by which 
they might be able to reduce ’takan ? but the 
Methods they propofed feeming to him very 
uncertain, he refolvcd to fcalc the Mountain on 
all fidcs, let the Danger be what it vould, 
that fo lie might oblige the Befieged, being 
every where afl'anlted, to diiide their Forces. 
In order to this, he caufed to be made with all ■ 
fpeed, a great number of Grappling-Irons, 
long Nails, Hooks, Ladders, and Ropes, to 
afrend the Rock, and made many vain At- 
tempts to fcalc It fei oral times ; for the Be- 
fieged, who kept on their Guard, received 
the A%m/> with their ufual Bravery, and kill’d 
a very great number of them. Yet sicmi 
had them flipported with fo man;, forts of* En- 
gines wliCii they monnted the Ladders, that at 
l.il' a great m.tny Soluicrs were giittogctlicron 
the lop of the Mountain with their Arms, 
which they had faften’d round them ; w'hich fo 

aftoniih’d 
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uQguaraed, ot wnich the M^pm uifiieclpfujr llr 
feized, and enter’d the Town. TBeBefieged 
/bon having notlde of thiAMisfin^one, returned 
in G)nfufion to oppofe their £nem»e5> and 
diivb them^ou^ j ^at tho Mpihy^e too ftrong 
for thena^ -afld put them all to the $word ; and 
being animated by the Remembrance of the 
Fatigues they had fufFer'd for feVen Month$paft, 
which time the Siege had laftcd, they fexetdied 
all the Cruelties imaginable. 

Tatcan was fituate between Merm and Condemir 
in thirty feycn degrees and .twenty five miriultel Habi. 
of Latitude, and dependant on 
firft City of this Name, which had oeeti heTts-'^' 
tofore very flourifhing, was not ftanding id the Abulfeda, 
time of OwghixAOtty and there was nothing 
to be feen of it but the Citadel, which a Prince Jacut *» 
of Tocarefiah had caufed to be built od the top'®®*‘“** 
of the Mountain Nocrecouh, fo Called becaufe of Abulfarag; 
the Mines of Silver w’hich it enclofed. This P' 293* 
NCiradel being very large, they gave it the Ti- i^irconde, 
tie of a City or Fortrefs, with the Name of/.^S®* 
Takan- Thus the Emperor took this Place 
without Prince Tuli’s Alfiftance, who did not 
arrive before its Redudiort. The Princes Oc- 
tal and Zagatai alfo return’d from Carizme at 
the fame time ; but Toufehi was gone to his Go- 
vernments. We fhall now make mention of 
what 'Tult did during the feven Months that he 
was gone from the Emperor.

It was fituate in a Tandy 
Plain, which produced Salt. Three Rivers ren- 
der’d it a delicious Place ; and it was equally 
diftanr, that is, twelve da^s Journey, from 
Ntfihaboury Herat, Bale, and Boiara. 

Since the Death of Sultan Mehemed, the Mo~ Scbicaidus 
gnh under the Conduft of the Generals HMe •» T^nc • 
Nevian znd Sutda Behadeur, had render'd them- ®«*hdeni,^ 
felvcs Mafters of all the Weftern Parts of Coraf' Scheiif r- 
fana by taking a great number of Cities:' But 
they had ftill left N.fchabour in Peace, becaufe 
at t!ic beginning of their Expedition, as Las 
been before related, they had made a Treaty 
with the Inhabitants of this City, who had 
fvsorn Fidelity to them. Nevcrthclefs, when 
the)’ faw Gelakddin, tlift Son of tlie Sultan their 
Mafier, appear in their Country, they were 
fo touched with feeing this Prince wander from 
one Province to another, that they could not 
rclrain from giving him feme Ailiftance, and 
fecrctly.fiirniflied him with all the Rcfrclhments 
of which his Troops Pood in need ; nay, they 
even gave him Money to raife Forces. But 
they took all the Precaution imaginable to hide 
what they did for him And in etieS, ‘Puhean 
came not to the knowledge of it j but by mif- 
fortnne the Grand Can was inform’d of it by 
his Spies, and was fo enraged, that he refolvcd 
that Hour, to befiegc Nifihabour.

Ovps aqd Vaults wJhkn th^y had made to Ikte 
theml^lves in *. la fine, all the City was de- 
firoy’d, and there was nothing left ftanding 
neither Mofqne, Fortrefs, Houfes* Towers, s^-y^ 
nor Walls, all was raaed to the very Founda- Nffavi** 
tions i and they levelled the Ground in fuch a 
manner, that if the Hiftory of Cmajfam may 
he credited, Horfes might run over it without ’ 
fiumbling* It is alfo related that they fpent 
tw'elve days in counting the Dead who belong’d, 
to the City, and that comprehending rhofe 
who were flain in fome other Places which be- 


longM to NifthalfOur, where 7a/« fent fome of 
his Troops, ’tis computed that the MuguU kill’d 
to the number of feventeen hundred and forty • 
fevcn thoufand Perfons; which feems altoge- 
ther incredible, at leaft if ihcy do not compre- Marraket 
head in this number all thofe who perilhcd in 
the Ruins, and in fome other Towns which 


W'erc dependant on N/fchahout, and taken at the 
fame time. 


After the Defirufi:ion of this City, Tuhcan 
received an Order fi-om the Emperor his Fa- 
ther to repair to him. NfebaLour had often been 
the Capital City of Cmaffana. One Hiftorian 
pretends that it took its Original from Safor 
King of Pe^fia, w ho had caufed it to be built, 
and firnamed it the Clofet of the Eail, becaufe 
in his time it was full of all forts of Curiofities, 
which Its great Trade drew into it. And tho 
the Moguls had put it into the Condicion we 
have jufi before related, jet in fome time after 
it was 1 eftored to its former Greatnefs, being 
rebuilt, and all things done that could contri- 
bute to adorn a City ; and the fineft Water in the 
World, which fprung from the noighbouiing 
lldountains was brought into it by Canals. It is

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Aft. Com. oat of thefe Mountains titat they get the O* 
***** nental Tur^ptoife Stones, which are called in 
Mm. T** Levantt Ptrotize Nifchnbouri^ to diftinguifil 
them from others. This City was but twelve 
Leagues from To/zr, or thereabouts, where the 
^aCTi Ed* celebrated Najjir Eddm'fonji, a great Aftrologer, 
J°“,* * and Author of certain Ephemertdest was born, 
^ ^ as hkcwife many other learned Men. This 
Najjir puts the Situation of thefe two City in 
thirty feven degrees of Latitude. Tout was 
only a little more to the South Eaft of Nifcha- 
hur. The City of Tear was at the fame time 
ruined by the Mogub^ but it was rebuilt a few 
Years afterwards, and has been fince this Mis- 
fortune one of the m >ft beautiful and raoft cele- 
brated Cities in the Pti-fian Empire. Ifmael 
Sefevi, the fit ft King of the Family of Sejevi’s, 
that is to fay, c f the Defeendants of Sche^’Sefi., 
who at that time reign’d in Pe, fin, caufed it to 
be enclofcd with ftrong Walls, and three hun- 
Touj W 4 J dred T ov crs. This King then madft it the Ca- 
tht City pit^l of Cornffanp, by the Name of Mefchthed ; 
wkub u 2nd as fevcral other Princes before him had 
^JltdlAti- chofc to hai’e 'their Tombs there, fo he chofc 
cbehedCo- to have his : and many of his SuccelVors, after 
ral&na. his Example, have been buried there. 

When Prince T’nit had finiftied the Sieges of 
Nijihabour and Tout, he led his Army before 
Hetat, whither he had been told that Gelnleddm 
was retired; but it was a falfc Information, 
for this Prince had taken the Road to Boft, a 
City in the Province of Segafian, and had no 
thoughts of retiring to Hetat, which was go- 
verned by a Mahometan Lord, w'ho tho he was 
his Subjcft, jet was his Enemy: This Lord's 
"Name was Sthnmfeddtn. He had furprized this 
Condemir, City in the Abfcncc of Emtn Melic the Sultan’s 
Uncle, who pofiefs’d this Country by Agree- 

mf*nf 
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xnenc. And this Scha»fjid/iin was not the <Mi]y 
Perfon who had been gailty of thefe fort of „****• 
UAirpations; for the greateft part of 
irernours had done the fame Jthing in the other 
Provinces during the Confnfion the Empire was w«y-v/ 
in. And thus Sultan Gelaleddth was defpoiled 
of almoft all his Provinces. 

The Mogul General arrived at Herat in tvtelve ste^e vf 
days, and immediately laid Siege to the City. Herat, the 
Schamfeddindcicad&d ix. courageoufly, and there 
paft not a day iia which lie did not come to *“*• 
Plows with the MoguL- And tho this Lord 
was not generally beloved becaufe of his Ufur- 
pation ; yet the Advantages he daily gained Condemir, 
o\er the Beliegers, eftabhflied his Authority, . 
and gave them hopes of good Succefs : But 
the eighth Day of the Siege he was loll’d in 
fighting, and the Inhabitants of Herat believing 
that no other amongft them was fo well able to 4^ 

fuftam the Charge agamft the Mgulj, r'^'^blved 
to yield, and Deputies svere fent to 7z^//, to 
malte Propofals. 'I’he Reliftance he had al- 
ready met with before this City, and the Bra- 
tery of the General, whofc Death lie knew 
nothing of, made him condefeeud to 'Perms 
w'lth them, after he was w cll allured that Ge- 
laleddtn was not m the Place. Me required no- Manaker- 
thing of the Inhabitants bat to fubmit them- ch),/. i6, 
felves, and fwoie that no Man in the City 
fliould receive damage either in his Goods or 
Perfon, and told them they fhould every Year 

{ lay to the Grand Can but one half of the 'I’ri- 
)ute they ufed to pay to Sultan Mehemed. When 
the Mo%uh enter’d the City, they exafily ob- 
ferved this Capitulation with refpedt to the 
People of He<at ; but the Garifon, and all the 
pfficers belonging to tlie Sultan, who were 
to the number of twelve thoufand, were put 
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4fb Dooj. to death ^uUcm made Abouhequir Gox'ernoor 
H**^(S *8 of this City, and caufed an Oath of Fidelity 
x6» adminifter’d to the Inhabitants, and wirii 
^ulrfi. fixty thoufand Men went for Talcanf whither 
Father had recalled him. 

Herat has always paft for a very ftrong City, 
and at prefent ferves for a Rampart to the Per- 
fians, and preferves their Frontiers againft the 
Uzbecks. It isiituate on the Kiver Henroude, in 
Mariakef* thirty fourth degree and thirty minutes of 
chj, />. itf. Latitude, within two Leagues of a Moun- 
tain which had on its Top a celebrated Place, 
where the Pei fians with their Magi’s went to 
worfhip the Fire, and perform the other Rights 
and Ceremonies of their Religion ; which fome 
Worfliippers of Fire, whom the Perfiam call 
Gubics, or Amtfihf eiefl^ to this day perform in 
a Place built out of its Rums. 

’» That particular Country in which the City 

of Herat flood, was tht Ana of the Antients. 
Alexander the Great w as its Founder, according 
Hetatth* to Mtreonde’s Opinion; and it was no fmall 
xtrth-fkce Honour to Ht/at, that it w as the native Coun- 
*/ Mit- tty titis iJhiftrious Author, who has given 
«»nde. Defcnption of it in the Oriental Ilillory, 

which he cempofed in the Peifian Language, 
entitled Raouzctejfaja^ *'hzt is to fav, the Gar- 
den of Pleafure. Tne City and Country is 
very populous. The Inhabitants are for the 
moft part honeft and courteous People, and the 
Air IS exceiknu 
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TXi^ 6'/V^w the Cities of Bamian, Can- 
dahar, Frontier-Towns of India on the fde 
of Perfia,

peror held feveral Councils with TiiUcan />. 293 . 
his Son, and caufed his Army to march to- 
wards Bamian, ftill waiting for News of Sul- 
tan Gtlaleddin^ and the IVoops whom he had 
fent towards Indian to fearch for him, if he^"^^’ 
came that way, or take fuch Places as might be 
ufcful to his farther Defigns. 

The Sultan Gelaleddm ftaid long enough in 
the City of Bofl to raife Troops; but when he 
learn ’d the Strength of the Mogul Army, he 
found himfelf in a great Dilemma, and knew Ni&vi*/ 
not what courfe to take, w hether to refill or fly, 
both appearing equally dangerous. At laft the * " 
extreme Danger he was in awaken’d his Cou- 
rage, and he refolvcd to oppofe his Enemies, 
ev^n to Death. Thus determined, he departed 
from Bojl, endeavouring to get into GaxMa be- 
fore the Moguls could arrive there to take it ; fo 
he led his Army, w hicli cenfifted of about tw en- 
ty thoiifand Men, tov ards Zcbnlcflan, without 
Haying in any Place by the way, and arrived 
fafely at Gauia^ which was twenty four days 
Journey from Bofl.

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An, Doth, of Latitude, and had afways been a City of 
great Trade for all forts of Merchandize; 
Mogt T/k brought from Zagntai, Pe,Jiu and India. It 
mrfi, had been the Capital of the Sultan Mah^ 
G(iz.nav''> Empire, the moft potent Prince 
of all the Eaft in the time that the Seljnli- 
des began to make any Figure. A Lord 
called kerbec Mehc commanded in this City, 
during the Abfcncc of the Sultan Gelaleddtu ; 
but the Misfortunes of the Sultan his Fa- 
ther had much alienated the Minds of the 
People, fo that there remain’d but little Obe- 
dience in the People of Gazna, as n cll as in 
moft other Places. For which reafon, fome 
time before this Prince’s Arrival in that Place, 
there had been many Difturbances caufed by 
the Div ifions amongft the great Lords. Yet the 
Sultan Gelaleddin was received in Ga%M with 
all the Afteftion that a People w ho paflionatclv 
loved their King, could tcftify at his Return af- 
ter a long Abfcncc. The Author who 1 elates 
Kifavi’j fa^s, That the Inhabitants were as much 

overjofM at his Arrii'al, as tljc Mifhilmcu at the 
/.no.* of the Ramadan, when rlie new Moon, 
w hich puts an end to the Fall, appears. ^J'his 
Prince would not mix Sorrow with their Joy, 
by punifhing thofc who had been guilty of 
Crimes againft him, which he might juftly have 
done ; but he diffcmblcd his Refentments, and 
defer’d till another time the Punifhmcnt of 
their Crimes. 

The Grand Can having information that Ge- 
Mirconde, laliddinViZ'^ ixGaxna, haften’d his March, that 
he might furprizc him ; but he was ftopp’d in 
* Zalmkftan by the Garifon of Ramian, which he 

hoped to talce without Oppofition, but it coft 
him more time and trouble than he imagined. 

The 
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The Govcrdour abfoiutely refiifed to farreoder, Aa. Dfsapj^ 
tvhatever Summons were fent him, and pro- „***/'- 
*»ftcd that notwithftanding all the M^tds Me- ^ 
naces, he would defend the Place to the laft Hvrji. 
Drop of its Blood, fince it was intrufted to 
him. This Anfwcr obliging Gcn^hiz-can to be- Abulfarag* 
fiege it in form, he had many DiflSculties to 
furmount, becaufe the Inhabitants, having long 
expeded to be attack’d, had ruined all the 
Country round about the City, to deprive the 
Enemy of all means of Subfiftance. Tiie very Mirconde, 
People of the Province had carried away all tuc / 42* 
Stones, and other things that anight be of ufe 
to the Befiegers; fo that for fijur or five. 

Leagues round Bantian there was nothing to be 
found that could be of any fcrvicc to the M>- 
guls They had juft begun to batter the Place, 
when a Courier arrived in tlie Camp from the 
General W'ho commanded the Forces Gsughiz.- 
cm had fent toW'ards ludiriy to inform hi.i* of MarnNceP’ 
the total Defeat of his Army by Gelaleddtn, 
which happen’d in the following manner. 

I'w o or three days after Cdalcddin was got Nifavi'^ 
into the City of Ga^jia, he learnt that there of Ge.. 

were MoguU in that Neighbourhood who be- 
fieged the City of Candahar^ and had Orders to 
watch his Motions. 1 ’his News was the more 
afflifting to him, bccaufc he could not relieve 
the Place ; but he knew at the fame time that E- 
min Mehc, the Son of his Uncle by tlie Mother’s 
fide, was not far oft' from him. This Lord 
was come out of Herat, not only to watch the 
Mognh, whom he faw every where viftorious, 
but allb to feize of feme Places fituatc in the 
Mountains in the Country of Segeflaa, which 
were very neceffary to be fecured, for the Pre- 
fervation of Herat. In his Abfence, Sihamfed- 

din. 
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diitt a$ vat haW faid be^ofej contunanded iii 
thii City. 

Emin Melic had with him ten thoufand Tmt* 
kfjh Horfe, well mounted, and well equipp'dji 
all tefolute Men. GelaleMin fent to compli- 
ment him, and let him know that he delired 
him to come to himfincc they were fo near one 
another, and that if he would come, it mull 
be quickly, for there was no time to lofe. E- 
mm Mehc made no fcruple td go and offer him 
his Service. The Sultan fhew*d him all the 
Demondrations of Friendlhip and Confidence 
in him, and to try his Sincerity, told him, that 
*a Body of were now before Candaharj 

and that he defign’d to go and raife the Siege. 
Emin Mehc confented to join his Troops with 
the Sultan’s. And thus agreed, the next day 
they began their March, conduced by skilful 
and tnifty Guides, having fent a Man poft, be- 
fore they fet out, to the Governour, to give 
him notice that he fhould be relies ed. This 
Perfon made fuch hafte, that he arrived at Casi- 
dfl/zzir before the Citadel was taken. I'hcie he 
learnt b\ fome Spies the Sratc of things \ tliat 
the Moguls were no ways afraid of any Suc- 
cours arriving, and tlic Befieged Hill nude a 
vigorous Defence, but that they were notable 
to do fo much longer. 

Gelakddin held a Council to confidei what 
was to be done j and it was rcfolved to attack 
the Enemies in the dead of the night. In or- 
der to which, the Troops marched without 
being difeover’d, and furpriaed the Moguls who 
were befieging the CiMdel, havi^ already ta- 
Iten and plunder’d the Town. They finding 
themfelves briskly attack’d by Men who ap- 
pear’d to be brave, and not knowing their Num- 
ber, and at the fame time by the Governour,

who came out of the Citadel upon them with Aa. Dom^ 
all hi& Garifon, fuffer’d themfelvcs, as one'may 
fay, to be kill’d without making any refiftance 
fa much Power has Fear and Surprise over 
the Minds of Men, that'it can intimidate 
the moft Daring. In a few Hours the I’own 
was f*en full ot dead Jodies of Moguls and 
1 ‘artars; and Gelaleddin having had the Pru- 
dence to port Troops at all the Avenues of the 
City, few of thofc who thought to find Safety 
by Flight, efcap’d the Sword of the 02>;2-w£/i/n. 

All the Army that was :il Cuuduhir pe- 
riflicd. The Soldiers of the Sultan and £•* 
min Melic, got the Booty the Enemies Jiad ac- 
quir’d in their Marcli thither,* and had been 
greatly enriched, had they not been obliged 
to rellore to the Inhabitants one part of vhat 
the Moguls had taken from them, when they 
plunder’d the City. After this good SiKcefs 
the Sultan endear our’d to animate his Solders 
with further hopes. He repair’d GW. Vw, and 
return’d to Gaz,ii t, w hich he enter’d in triumph. 

Emm Milu engaged himfclf afrefli to him, and 
promifed never to abandon him, for which rea- 
fon their Troops did not feparatc.. And this 
Lord ever after fhow ’d himfclf a good Rela- 
tion, and a faithful Servant to Gdaleddiu.

After Ms Departure, the Grand Can caufed 
a MountsiB Earth to be caft up before the City 
in a Place where he dtfign’d to make the ficrceft 
Afl’aultj and they by his Order built To\\crs 
of Wood, the Height of which was equal to 
that of the Walls of the Place, to the end he 
might more conveniently incommode the Be- 
fiegers with his Engines w hich were placed on 
the Platforms. He fear’d the Fite which the 
Beficgcd threw', left it fli luld burn his Towers 
and Machines ; but an Engineer promifed to 
preferve them, provided he would permit him to 
have cveiy day kill’d as many Cows and Horfes 
as w ould cover the Works with their wet Skins, 
which the Emperor gave him leav'e to do ; and 
by this means the Fire thrown from the City 
had no efted, bccaulcic was cxtinguiihct' or 
fell to the Giound, lo foon as it came .tgiinft 
the Skins, to which it would not fir k or 
faften. The Engines in the City did not fail 
to raft dow n a great many of tin fe of the AL- 
guh ; and the iCcliftanre of the Belicgcd being 
very obftinatc, bccaulc thtir Walls were ex- 
ceeding ftrong, the Beftegers at laft began to 
be in want both of Sroncs and WildFie: fo 
that they cealed tor ft>mc time rj attack the 
City, bccaufe ihey weic obliged rc. fend Ei- 
ther oil for Flint-ftones, Mill-liones, and o- 
ther things proper to batter the Walls, and 
fling out of the Engines.

laiaior him ; and likevife in what manner the 
Enemy was encamp’d, of the number of their 
Treops, and in fine, of all that he had learnt 
by his Scouts. Wlicn the Grand Can iindcr- 
fiood that the Sultan Gelakdcha^ witli the Re- 
inforcement of Ti tLs that had join’d him, 
could mal c up an Army of fi.\t} thoufand Men, 
he feem’d much finpiizcd; and this Supply 
made him apprehenfivc left feme other new 
ones llioukl arrive to join Inm, which might 
molt ft his Moguls. 

In truth, Sultan had icceivcd thir-

tion his Army is as in ; fo he marched df redly 
up to the Month, and refohed to foioc them 
even in their intrenchraents. Coutotxou had 
advict of their coming by his Scouts j and not 
being tiling that any fhould have caufe to re- 
proach him that he had liid himfelf, and yet 
had an Army fuperior to his Enemies, he caufed 
them to march out of their lutrenchment'', and 
went to meet the Sultan. 

The Mogtth Vungiurd, commanded by an 
Emir, immediately charged Gclakd.lius, which 
was led by Emm Mitt, who ovcrtliicw the 
foremoft Squadrons ; but Cotaoutoti detached 
frefh IVoops to hipport his Vanguard, w Inch 
routed that of the Lneinv’s. 'Fhe Saltan im- 
mediately caufed Ins mam Body to advance, 
and putting himfelf at their Head, attack’d 
the Moguls in the Center, where Cotuoutoii was. 

'I’he Shock was terrible, and during fomc hours 
both Sides had the Advantage by turns j but at 
laft Viffory declared herfelf on Golakddin's fide. 

'I’lie Mogiih were obliged to abandon the Field Fadlallab, 
of Battel, and fled in dilorder, and all tholb who /*• 4‘8. 
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remained not in the Field wounded or flain, re- 
tired to the Mountains. * 

The Sultan after the Aftion gave the Praifes 
due to his Lieutenant Generals, and to others 
the Rewards they merited. They took a great 
number of Prifoners in the Fight ; and ’tis faid 
of Gelakddin, that having caufed them to be 
all brought into his Prefence, he reproached 
them with their Cruelties, and caufed Nails to 
be thnift into their Ears, to revenge, as he faid, 
the Mifenes his Subjefis had fufter’d for fo long 
a time from the Moguls and Tartars. 

There was, fome dajs Journey from thence, 
a Party of Tat tars who w ere bclieging a For- 
trefs call’d Ouala ; who w hen they heard the E- 
venr of the Battel at Btrouait, raifed the Siege, 
and fled. 

T he Defeat of the Moguls and Tartars was 
quickly Lno\^n to thcEmptror, who W'as ftill 
before Barman, This Prince grieved at the 
Lofs of fevcral OiEcers w horn he much valued, 
could not receive this New s without being in a 
Paflion. lie was fo enraged, that he fwore 
the City of Bamian and the Sultan himfelf 
fhould give him fatisfidtion His Fury coft the 
Life of one of his Gr.indfons, who expofing 
hiinfclf, to plcafe him, to the greatcfl; dangers, 
was kill’d by an Atow fhot from over the Walls 
of the City. This young Prince fell dead at 
his Grandfather’s Feet. He was a Son of 
Prinre OVlai. The Emperor, who tenderly 
loved him, beraufe he difeover’d in him all the 
Marks of good Conduct, was not proof againft 
this Misfortune. He was mollified, groan’d, 
and mix’d his I'ears with thofe of the Mother 
of this young Prince, who was prefent, and 
bathed the Body of her dead Son with Tears, 
appearipg like one diftra&ed.

could not be far oft. He lavilfed his Gold and 
Silver to encourage his Soldiers, who »\ght 
and day continued the Affault, and at laft nun d 
the Walls of the City in many Plac«, and made 
themfelvcs Mafters of Bamian. The brayeft Abulair, 
of the Officers and Soldiers of the Garifon ^ 23 * 
had already loft their Lives in defending the 
Place j the reft perifhed by the Swords of 
the Vidors. The Mother of the yomig 

Prince who was killed, entering with the Af®- 

gul Soldiers into the City, 
ter Blood, could not be fatisfy d with Mur- 
ders, but fpared neither Age nor Sex. And 
far from fuft'ering any to be fayed tor a ^ave, 
this incenfed Mother, or lather diis ury, 
caufed the Throats of all the Inlubitanrs to 
be cut, without excepting one ; and even gave 
Orders to rip up the Bellies of Women with 
Child, for fear there flaould remain ^lye one 
Infant of this unfortunate People. This was 
not all ; for to afl'uage her Rage, the Beafts un- 
derwent the fame Fate as the Men and Women, 
and ftlc caufed every li\ ing Creature to bekill d. 

Befides which, even all the Mofqucs and Houles 
were pull’d down, the City became a heap ot 
Ruins, and the Country round about a fright- 

ful Defart : Infomuch, that c%cr lincc this Mif-Abulfarag. 
fortune ii.iw/rtw has alwa>s born the Name of?* 93 
Mduluthgy Mhich fignifiesia the A%h/ L anguage 

the unfortunate Dwelling. 

OSiai was not in the Camp when his Son was 
killed, and the Emperor forbid that any Body 
(honld carry him the News, bccaufc he would 
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himfelf tell it Him j which he did Hif* wry 9x* 
traordiaary matiner. One day having called 
ail his Family together, he pretended to talk n£ 
{bmething in very unintelligible I’ertns ; at laft 
turning towards OBai, who did not underftand 
nor made no anfwer to him, Whence comes it, 
faid he, with a fierce Look, that you do not 
anfwer me when I fpeak to you ? The Prince, 
believing the Emperor was angry, threw him- 
felf immediately at his Feet, and faid, My 
Lord, if I have difpleafed you, put me to death, 
I will not murmur. The Grand Can made 
him repeat thefe Words tfiyce times ; and asked 
himwnetherit was true that he fo much fear’d 


to difpleafe him. Yes, my Loid, anfwcr’ftOc- 
ta/. Well then, repi) ’d the Emperor, hear me, 
and if you fear to difpleafe me, take care not 
to difobey me : M,iatou-Can your Son has been 
bill’d, and I forbid you to abandon ^ our felf to 
ladlallah, Glief. It WdS not without much pam that 
h 4*?- Ofliii obey’d aCommand fo contrary to Nature : 

Hov cv er he conftrained iiimfelt ; and foon af- 
ter, the Charge of an Expedition v hith his Fa- 
ther order’d him, diminiflicd the afiliding Senfe 
lie had of the Lofs of fo dear an Objedt. 

Abulfeda, Bumtati was lituate in thirty four degrees 
p >9* and five minutes of Latitude, on a Moun- 
tain, w hefe boot was wa'^cr’d b} a River which 
after having lun thro another Mountain of that 


Country, from thence flows into the Oxus^ and 
makes one Branch of this great River. This 
City was in the Province of Zabiikflan, and 
the Capital of a fmall Country which bore its 
Name, ten days Journes from BaU, and eight 
from the City of Gazna. A Caftlc enclos’d 
. xs ith ftrong VValls, has been fince built upon its 
Ruins.

queft, and having no more Vidims left to 
o&i^p to the Rage of his Daughtcr-in-Law ,• 
this Prince, impatient to come to Blows with 
Gelateddin^ marched his Army with fo much 
Precipitation, that he hardly gave his Soldiers 
time to get ready their Viduals. And notwith- Abulfarag, 
Aanding the Lofles he had had, his Arm/ was f, 2^3. 
Aill fo numerous, that he believed the Sultan 
would not dare to make head againA him in the 
open Field, but expcded to find him in the Ci- 
ty of GaxMctjkaosf^ ing this Place was very flrong, 
and that Provifions for a long Siege had been 
carried into it. Yet he did not find Gelaleddin 
there as he imagin’d. This Sultan had judged Mircond^ 
it proper to retire clfcwhere, and to fecure the p. 40. 
narrow Pafles of the Mountains and Brooks, 
to be the better able to manage to advantage 
the I'roops he had. 

He was gone out of Gnuia fifteen Days be- NiraW, 
fore the Moguh appear’d in that Country ; buti'* no* 
a ve;(atious Accident had happen’d in his Ar- 
ray after the Bartel of Buouan j Difeord began 
to get into his Army w hen the Booty was to 
be divided. The three Tmi ijh Lords pretended 
that the beft Spoils of the Moguls belong’d to 

them.

^ikm. them, becaufe of theSaccoars they had brought. 

■ itai. Emia Me/ti’s Troops, who were now united 
2^ ^ 2 ** with the SttiialiY, were willing that tlte Booty 
ihotdd be equally divided, and that the Cuftom 
V*V^ of War ihould be follow’d. The Quarrel be^* 
gan about a fine Arahiim Horfe which one 
of the three TurkjJh Captains demanded, and 
the others refufed to yield to him. GdaledMn 
could never bring them to agree : fo that the 
Turktjb Lords retired with their Troops, and 
left him. This Defertion did him much Injury ; 
and the principal Reafon that obliged him to go 
from Gaznay was to give time to his difunited 
Troops to rejoin him, to oppofe the comm^ E- 
nemy ; and in reality he did all that was pjffible 
to bring the three lurktjh Captains to hearken to 
Reafon. He writ to them feveral times, and 
font Pei fons who were his Friends, to reprefent 
to them, that they muft perifh if they remain'd 
, feparattd from him j and that on the contrary, 
if they rejoin’d him, they might gain a Vic- 
tory over Genghizca«y that would render them 
Mailers of all the Riches that Prince had a- 
mafs’d together ever fince the Cartzman 
began. I'hey at laft fuftcr’d themfelves to be 
perfiiaded, but too late ; for the Grand Can ha- 
ving Knowledge of their Divifion, and not 
doubting but the common Danger would re- 
unite them, if he did not prevent it, detached 
from his Army fixty thoufand Horfe to ftop 
them in the way. Thefe Troops feized upon 
all the Pafiages by which thefe auxiliary Troops 
could march to join Gelakddtriy who finding him- 
felf deprived of tins powerful Aid, retired to- 
wards the River ladus.

rather than thofe of their own Nation i yetVfe 
muftcoQfefsthat Gelakddittt not being able lince „***?•«, 
the Death of his Father to raiie any confidera^ 
blc Army, ‘found himfelf under a nccelGty of 
making ufe of thefe Troops, This Prince know- 
idg that the Mogul Emperor fwiftly purfucd him, 
flopp'd on the Banks of the River Indus, in a 
Place ’^^here the Scream was moft rapid, to the 
end that the Neceffity of either conquering or 
dying might redouble his Soldiers Courage. He 
alfo believed chat the Straitnefs of the Place 
where he was polled would deprive the Moguls 
of the Advantage of bringing up all their Ai> 
my jogether to fight. He then mark'd out a 
Camp with all the judgment imaginable. Since 
bis Departure from Gaz,na he was tormented 
with a cruel Cholick, which gave him little 
reft, and would fcarce pernlit him to go even in a 
Horfe-Littcr. Nevcrthelefs, at the time when 
he fufier'd moft, he faw himfelf obliged to mount 
on horfeback, having learn'd that the Enemy's 
Vanguard was already arrived at a Place call'd 
Hardtr. On this News he marched in the 
night with the braveft of his People, and fur- 
prized the Moguls in their Camp ; he cut them 
almoft ail to pieces, without lofing one Man, 
and then returned to his Camp on the Bank of 
the River Indus^ w ith a confiderable Booty. 

Tin this time Genghixean had marched with AUUcatV,' 
all the Aifurance of a Conqueror, who believed 24* 
that Gelaleddtn thought of nothing elfe than to 
find an Afylum; but after this laft Aftion he 
always miftrufted this vigilant Enemy, and did 
every thing with a great deal of Circumfpedion. 

When he faw himfelf near the Sultan, he put « 
his Army in Battel Array, giving the Command 
of the right Wing to Zagatat, the left to OBai, 
and put himfelf in the Center in the midft of 
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7*e His'rii'B% »/ 

fix thoufand of his 'own Guards, flout veteran 
'I’roops, of wjjiani he ever made ufe in his 
greateft Neceility. 

On the other fide, GelaUddin being inform’d 
by his Scouts how the Enemies were ranged, 
immediately caufed the Boats on the ladm to 
be font farther ofii to take from his Soldiers all 
hopes of Safety, referring only ones of the lar- 
geft for the Security of the Ladies, and to car- 
ry Over to India the Sulrana his Mother, the 
(^een his Wife, and liis Ouldren : but by an 
unforefecn Misfortune the Boat f ilit when they 
had occaficn to embaili, fo that they remain’d 
in the Camp. 7'hc Ainiy being ranged in Or- 
der of Batitl, the Sultan reftrted to himfelf 
the Command of the main Body of his Army. 
His left Wing, drawn up uiuler the flicker of 
a Mountain, which hinder’d the Moguh Right 
from fighting them all together, was command- 
ed by his chief Vizier, and his right Wing by 
Lmm Mcltc. This Lord began the Fight, and 
gaul’d the Enemy’s left Wing fo, that they 
gave ground, notwithflandmg all the Troops 
that fuftain’d them. And tin. Moguls right 
Wing wanting room to extend it Icif, the Sul- 
tan made ufc of his Left, as of a Body of Re- 
ferve, and detached fiom time to time Squa- 
drons to fuflain the I'ioods that had occalion. 
He alfo took one part of them, w hen he w enc 
at the Head of his main Body to charge Gen- 
ghizcans. 'I’he 7‘mtats at this fliockfent forth 
moft horrible Cries; but GelaledJtas Soldiers 
were not ftartled, but following their Prince’s 
Example, fell on them with fo much Courage 
and Vigour, tliat they put the Moguh main Bo- 
dy into difordcr. The Sultan open’d a broad 
way to penetrate even into themidft, where 
the Grand Can fhould hav e been ; but tliis Prince 

was 



Vf3& not there. Having nad a Horfe kill’d tfa- An^ JtaiBii: 
der him, he had caufed another to be brought 
him, and was retired to givf Orders for all 
the Troops to engage. 

This Difad vantage had like' to have loft the 
M^uli the Battel j lor the News being fpread FadlaWati, 
all over the Army that the Sultan had broken/’- 
thro the main Body; all the Troops were 
ftiocked, and had infallibly fled, if the Empe- 
ror had not immediately given Orders, and 
lhow'’d himfelf poblickly, riding from Place to 
Place. And, in fine, that which gain’d him 
the Battel, was, that having obferved Gclaled~ 
dm had weaken’d his left Wing, he order’d 
Bela Nevian to go and attack it by fome By- 
ways over the Mountain, which a Native of 
the Country told him w-as polfible. In effeft. 

Be/a, condiided by this Guide, marched w ith- " 
out lofing many Soldiers, betwixt Rocks and 
dreadful Piecipices, and fell upon the Sultan’s 
left Wing behind, which being much weaken’d 
could not long refill. 

The Viftory is by one Author attributed to Marukef^ 
a Body of Horfe compofed of chofen Men, fir- /• *9- 
named Pehlevaa\, v ho, fiipporttd by ten thou- 
fand frefli Men, fell upon GelaleJdm's right 
Wing, which wcic at that time iitffonous, and 
defeated them, driving them batk upon his 
main Body, againft whom Geirjirr^nia had re- 
new’d the Charge* I’he Sultan’s Ti oops, much 
fatigued with having fought ten whole Hours 
againft more than three hundred thoufand Men, 
were feized w ith Fear, and tied, and his cldeft 
Son was made Prifoncr in the Difordcr. One 
part of the Troops retired to the Rocks which 
were on the Shore of the Indm, w here the Ene- 
my’s Horfe rould not foUow them ; and many 
others, clofely purfued by the Taitar\, threw 

them- 
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Ik boot* themfelvtsiitto the Rivers vrhich ftMUe of thcttni 
»***• happily crofe’d over. Others placing theos* 
3iSw lelves round thiir Prince, being feniible that 
was no hopes left for them, continued the 
Fight. 

Abulhtrag. Mean time, the Emperor, defirous to take 
f, 293. ”* Gelaleddin alive, forbid that any ihould kill him ; 
and in order to feize his Perlon, ihut in this 
Sultan with his Army, v hich ranged themfelves 
in form of a Bow, of which the River Indus 
Nifavi reprefcnted the String. Gelaleddin ufed his 
f. 111 - Reafon perfedly m this extreme Danger. And 
feeing that of thirty thoufand Men w horn he 
had at the beginning of the Battel, there re- 
main’d fcarcc feven thoufand, and that if he 
continued the Fight any longer, he fhould cer- 
tainly fall alive into his Enemies hands, he be- 
gan to think of his Safety. And having no 
bther courfe to take than to crofs over into In- 
dia ; and altho the River as very rapid in the 
Place he muft crois to efcape, yet he refolved to 
Id. lb, venture it. But before he put this Refolution 
in praSice, he difraounted, and went to em- 
brace his Mother, Wives, Children and Friends, 
and bid them an eternal Farewel. It is eafy to 
Marrakef- how moving a Sight this was ; Nature 

ip. and Love in this fad moment Aow’d itfelf in 
’ the moft tender manner. Gelaleddin wicb Tears 
in his Eyes broke from thofe dear Objefts of 
his Af&ftion ; and after having put off his Ar- 
mour and Arms, except his Sword, Bow, and 
Quiver full of Arrows, he mounted a frefti 
Horfe, and fpurr’d him into the River, the Fu- 
rioufnefs of whofe Waves aftoni/h’d the Beaft 
fo much, that he went not in but by Force. 
He was of fuch fervicc to the Sultan in carrying 
him fafelv over, that in gratitude he had him 
careftilly kept ever after, and W'ould not even 



fyr or five Years a£cer' tl4e him ia any dan* An* IMMK 
geroasA^ion, 

Whilft he was croiltng the Mduft Gsmhizxm ~£S 
beii^ informed of it, ran to the Shore fide, and 
was not a little forprized to fee him braving the v,^vV!. 
Fury of tlie Waves ; but he was much more to 
fee the Sultan, forgetful of the Danger his Life 
was in, Hop in the midfl of the River to ia-* 
fult him, and empty his Quiver of Arrows, 
w hich he fhot againft him and his Retinue. Se- 
veral brave Mogul Captains would have thrown 
themfelves into the River to fwim after Gelalel- 
din ; but the Grand Can hindered them, telling 
them this Prince would difappoint ail their At- 
tempts. Then putting his Finger on his Mouth, 
and turning towards his Children, he cried, 

* Any Son flhoiild wifh to fpring from fuch a Fa- Fadlallab,' 

« * ther. He that dares defy fuch Dangers as h 4 aa* 

* this Prince has now efcaped, may expofe him- 

* felf to a thoufand others ; and a wife Man 

* who has him for his Enemy, muft be always 

* upon his guard.’ 

Mehemed Nrfavi, Author of the Hiftory of 
Sultan Gelaleddm’s Life, reports, that the Sultan 
being ready to enter the River, and pierced 
with the Shiieks of rhofe he bad took his leave 
of, whp begg’d him to deliver them from "be- 
ing Slaves to the Mognhy commanded them to 
be drowned, and that this his Order was imme- 
diately executed. But other Hiftorians, who 
have given a very full Relation of all that paA 
in this Battel, make no mention of this Sultan’s 
Family’s being thrown into the Indus ; but af- Marrakef- 
fure us that the Grand Can, after this Prince cl'y,?* *9* 
was paft ovd^, caufed to be brought before him 
his Wives and all his Children, and order’d all 
the Males to be kill’d : and by this means the 
Sultan’s eldeft Son taken at the Rout of the 

Army, 
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An, Dow. At^my, being eight Years oW, loft his Life-^ 
1221. The Emperor having learn’d that 
2 ?* had thrown into the River what Gold and Sil- 
ver he had cither in Plate or Money, had it 
fearched for by the Divers, who took up a great 
RdUllah, part of it, of which he put into his Trcafury 
h 422 ^ was moft rare and valuable, and diftribu* 

ted the reft to his Army. 

Gdakddin being got on the Shore of India^ 
lb. 423. returned Thanks to God for having deli^vcr’d 
Kifa\i him from the Dangers he had been expofed to 
f. 1 16* in the Battel, and thro the Rapidity of the Ri- 
ver, He got up into a Tree to pafs the Night, 
and feciirc himfeli from the wild Bealls, which 
were very numerous in this Country. ^ The next 
day, as he was walking, much difquieted in his 
Thoughts, on the Banks of the River, and look- 
ing about on every iidctofeeif any of his People • 
appear’d, who might have paft over at fome 
other Pait of the Riser chan that he crofs’d ar, 
he peiccived a Troop of Soldiers with fome 
Officers, who at the firft beginning of the Ar- 
my’s Defeat had found a Boat a-float, and 
feizingupon it, had fill’d all Night with much 
danger, becaufe of the Rocks, Shelves, Jiuu 
Violence of the Current, which had drove 
thetn almoftas low as where Gelalcddjn ciofsd, 
tho they embarl/d ibove a League higher than 
where the Batte! was fought. Among thefe w^ero 
three Officers his particular Friends, with whom 
a few days after he concerted Meafiiresfiiitablc 
to the Condition they w'cre now reduc d to. 
He foon after faw coming up to him three hun- 
dred Horfe, which he difeoverM to be alfo fome 
of his own Forces, at w'hicb he rejoiced as 
much as poffible in the melancholy State he 
was in. They told him that four thoufand more 
cf his Armv had faved themfelves by fwimraing 
"HSi ‘ over. 
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two Leagues from ifietteo, by a 
toe River which was le|s rapi4 bat that they _ 
were naked, and fo fattgued, fhat they look'd 
like Men juft rifen from the Grave. He went 
immediately to feck thcnii met, and careft’d 
them, afl’uring them of his Alfediort to them, 
and promifed to provide for tlieir NOceflitieSt 
Thefe unfortunate Creatures made him fenftbie, 
by the loud Acclamations of Jo* they felt at the 
fight of him', that they were comforted for all 
the Ills they had fuft'er'd by lus Prefence alone. 

From this time all things focceeded happily 
to Gelnleddm. An Officer of bis Houlhold ii^^, 
named Gmalarrax^ad, who was not prefent at 
the Battel becaufe he was employ’d elfewhcre, 
having knowledge that his Mafter was efcaped, 
and that many of his People had paft the River 
by fwimmuig, ventured to 'load a very larg^ 

Boat witli all that he could find proper for the 
Sultan’s Ufc, and crofs’d over tlie ladnsy and 
j’oin’d Gdah. Jdta ; w ho feeing that this Boat had 
brought Food, Money, Stuffs to clothe the 
Soldiers, Bows, Ai rows, Swords, and many 
other things of which he ftoocf in need, he 
thanked God for this fo fingular a Favour, and 
embraced this faitliful Servant, making him 
great Stew'ard of his Houfliold, and firnaracd 
him EEiiaicddm, wh’ch fignifies the Chofen Of 
the Glory of the Faith. 

As we have no defiqii to write a complcSt 
Hiftory of Sultan Gdaleddm, weiliail only ac- 
quaint thofe w ho have a Curiofity to know Jd. i1W 
what befcame of fo great a Man, that he fought 
feveral Battels in Ittdoftan^ in which he was at 
firft vifiorious ; that he made Conquefts and 
Alliances, but that his Profperity excited Jea- 
Idufy in many Princes of ludiat who judging 
he wooid one day or o^ter give them trouble,

i|n, Donfc if they did ooC pat a flop to hkgood Fort^j; 

confpircd togttHer againft him, and obliged 
1 ^ . jII him to repafs the jfitdus. Keverthelefs there 
are Hiftorians who fay that his Departure frown 
(/SfNi India was voluntary ; and that this Prince be* ^ 
ing inform'd that Cettghiz.can was gone a 

g reat way from Perjia, and that there were 
ommotions in Tai^ut and China, hoping to 
recover by his Valour, and the*Afliftancc of his 
Friends, a part of w’hat he had loft beyond the 
Kiver Oxus, he left the Care of his Conqueftsin 
ludoftan to one of his General Officers. But 
we (hall have occafion to fpeak of this Prince 
again, and of his laft A&ions, before we fiuiih 
tWs Book. 

To return now to the Grand Can : he was 
much pleafed at the Advantage he had gotten 
over Gelaleddin ; but Grief fucceeded his Joy, 
when, upon making a review of his Army, he 
faw it was confidet ably diminifhed, and that 
he had loft the Flower of his Soldiers, with 
a great number of his Officers. The Sieges of 
7alcan and Bamian, the hafty Mancfacs he had 
made, and the Battel of Indus, which alone 
had coft him twenty thoufend Men, all thefc 
had confumed a great part of this formidable 
Army, whofe Number and Strength had even 
aftoniihed Sultan Mehemd at Caratou. lu Hue, 
he found he had loft two hundred thoufand 
Men fince the Beginning of the Siege of Talcan, 
i>eckoning the two Bodies of Troops which Ge- 
ialeddin had defeated. Yet he negle&ed not to 
fend Advice to the Govemours of the Provinces 
and Generals of his Armies of his good Sue* 
cefs j and particularly to Jluhle and Surda, who 
had by this time finifh^d the Conqueft of Trac 
^gemi, otherwife called the or

D&f ReduBion of Azcrbijgna, <?;* r^e anthni 
Media, to Geughizcan’/ Obediettce. Th^ 
Moguls bVar ogtanfi the GeorgiailSt 

W H*E N Suida Bihadetir and HiMe receiv* d Fadlallab, 
Orders to enter into Azjerhijanai they 424'> 
were id Winter-Quarters in Trar, at Senorav^ndet 
a City they had taken by Storm. And their Ar- 
my being mndi weaken’d by rcafon of the great 
Garifons they had been obliged to put into feve- 
ral Places, they writ to fonne "Tartar Captains 
who kept the open Country in Cot ajfana to fend 
them the beft part of their Trpops, and to raifo 
more, and keep the Country they were ui 
quiet. Thefc Troops were no fooner on their 
March to go and join thofe with the two Ge- 
nerals, but the Mogul Captain who led them, 
met with ^CatiiMecaa called Tewiw, who had 
Under his Conunand three ’or tour thoufand 
Horfe, and whofome little time before had fur- 

S riiied and kill’d the Govcrnour of Bocata. 

’hefe Captains and their Troops fought, and 
the Mogul Captain had the better. He oblig’d 
Teqt^a^&y for Safety to flieCity of yergeauf 
hei^te in Tabarefian, whither jBnat&caUi £d 
Y a 
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Officer of thft Sultan of Cat tznuy was retired i 
and there he found them tc^ether in a PlaiOy 
M^ith their Troops in Battel Ariav, beffteen * 
the Cities of Jotgean and Efierabade. He there 
attack^ them, and after a iharp Diifoutej in # 
which Tt was killed, the Officer Re- 
main’d Vittor, and Ataangecau fled to Prince 
Cayefeddm, who was B’'other to the Sultan Gela- 
Ifddm., wheie he died foon after. This Aftion 
was in the beginning of the Year of our Lord 
1222. and of tnc H giradSi^- 

The lidorious Troops join’d themfehes to 
thofe under Hubbe and Sutda about ihe end of 
Match this \ CAT. After w huh, ihcfctvo Ge- 
nerals marched toward Ai debile, a ftrong City, 
and a Place of great Tiade, fituatc within 
two Leagues of the Mouniain of SavdanCf 
which was at th.it time toiet’d with Snow. 
This Cit> was in the thirty eighth degree of 
Latitude, and W'asthe Arfauu of the Anticnts.

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When Hubh and Suida had taken ArdiUk^ AatJE^Attp.

The Governour, who wa* a Man of Courage, y£* 
refolved to make a ftout defence.

He faliicd 
out of the City himfelf vn ith hii Soldiers, and 
knowing the Country better than the Enemies, 
he tired and fatigued them by an infinite number 
of Skirmifhes, and drew them into the Ambtiflies 
he laid for them ; and if he had not been too 
confident of his good Fortune, the Mg ds iud 
had a great deal of 'I’rouble to fiibdue him. But 
at laft they forced him to a pi'tli’d Bittcl m 
the open Field, in which he was tea cn, but 
efc.aped to T'awts with the IVoops thatwcie 
able to follow him , and there getting together 
all the Soldiers he had left, ho flattei'd himlclf 
he fliojld be able to fuft lin a long Siege ; w Inch 
he had pci haps done, if the Inhabitants, not 
daring any more to truft in their Strength >Her 
the ill Soccefs he had had in the Battel, had not 
forced him immediately to make Propofals for 
Peace to the AIbgul Generals, w ho tafily coii- 
feiitcd to them, fearing left tlie G 01^15 /,wi, who ' 
were eftcem’d the moft valiant People of all 
Apa, Ihould declare For the Iiihabitants of 
I'auus. So they agreed on aSnmof Monci, 
which was paid by the City, and a ccitam 
quantity of Corn and Cattle toi the Miguls Sub- 
fifteiice. 


fiom Hufeyn the Son of Aly in a dueft Line, by one named 
Imam Moufyj the ievcniH ol the tweXc Imams .vho luc- 
ceeded him. And thus they do not fciuple to affirm that

Its 
Outfide is very agreeable, its Buildings very 
fine, its Mofques are magnificent ; there arc 
Ukew ife Colleges and pUblick Baths.

Snccefs. The Delire they had for ASiion did 
notpennic them to Wait the coming of the 
Spring* They enter’d in the midft of Winter 
into Azerttjam, to go in fearch of the Moyjuh 
whom the two Generals had left there ; but they 
found more Troops than they expe&ed, for all 
the Garilbns had joined : and the Georgtaas^ af- 
ter having been twice worfted in two Ren- 
counters, returned to Teflts.

gainft mauy. 'Fhey chofc rather to defer to 
attack tliem, than to run the rifque of facrih- 
cing their Soldiers perhaps to no purpofe. 

During theft T ranfaftious they received Ad- 
vice that the Inhalntaots of Mara^a had alfifted 
the Georgians. To revenge themfelves, they fet 
down before their City, took, and plunder’d it, 
Masragra w'asfituate in thirty feien degrees and 
twenty minutes of Latitude, within feVonteen

thing: 7/i iAf was inexorable, and Mould abfo- 
liitcly have him jitld at difcretion, 'riicGo- 
teinour was going to finsf} his Commands, 
if a C.’ptain lumed r.ig// / / h„d not Inndtr’d 
him. f 'null ' e n itcd the People to defend 
him, and prev ail'd. They put him at the head 
of the Ti oops that vcic in the City, and he 
w as fo bold as to fallv Ici th and attack the Mogtth.

who juftified him fo to thcfe Generals, that 
the Moguls^ inftead of continuing their March 
to TauriSy went to Selmas and to Copy, to fub- 
due thefe Cities, which were at the ftirtheft 
part of A^rbtjana, on the Weil Side 

They had no fooner taken and plunder’d 
tliem, than they turned their Arras to the 
North, and went to Naft.htvan a City of Aran, 
fituate between Az^> hijant and Armenia- This 
Place w'as treated like the others, yet withlels 
Rigour than Pi/cuK, which alfo lay in and 
was the chief Place of Trade in all the Pro- 


vince, P/k<iK being a Town well fortify’d, it 
coil the Enemy a great deal of rime to .take it, 
%\ho to revenge themfehes for this Reiiilance, 
committed moil cruel Aftions. Gangea, ano- 
ther City of Aion, was mote fortunate, for it 
immediattlv open'd its Gates, which was the 
reafon no damage w^s done to its Inhabitants. 

The Mvguh were in tins laft mention’d City, 
when they were informed by fome Spies that 
a great number of Geoigram were preparing to 
come and attack them. On this Advice they 
refoh ed to wait their coming in the Province

I’his Defign being executed as it was agreed, 
the Enemy took 5«/i//i*s Retreat for a real Flight, 
and purfued him, HtMc coming out of his 
Ambufeade, thefe two Generals .cut the Geor- 
gians in pieces, who in this one day loft thirty 
thoufand Men. The reft cfcap^ back to 
Georgia ; where they were hardly arrived, when 
News was fpread over the Country that the 
JMbgu/s were coming to befiege Tejiis i on wliich 
account Terror feized the Inhabitants of this 
City, and thofe on the Frontiers, whom the 
Miguls Approach caufed to fly farther up into 
the Country. Yet notwithftanding tlie Fright 
the People were in, rhe Commanders and Sol- 
diers knowing tlie Difficulty of the Ways and 
Lanes, ran to guard them ; and the Moguls met 
with fo many Turnings and narrow Lanes, that 
they were difliearten’d, and immediately re- 
treated. nris faid that in this lundure a Mogul 
who advanced too far was made Prifoner, and 
that his own Misfortune and the Shame of fee- 
ing his Companions retire back, fo affiified him, 
that he kill’d himfelf.

/A FTER the Battel of Indus^ thro the 
jf\. Severity of the Wintfer* Gmghtx^m was/. 430. 
obliged to take up his Quarters on the Frontiers 
of India, and to let his Army reft, which was 
extremely fatigued. Aftei; he had a little re- 
cover’d them, be order’d a Hunting, which 
lafted one part of the Seafon. But when he 
faw the Spring approaching, he diftributed to 
his Lieutenants, that they might continue to 
paakenew Conquefts, thofe of his Troops who 
were in good Condition, and kept the reft that 
were moft out of order to manage himfelf 
He fent into the Country of Herat, which 
had revolted, fourlcore thoufand Men under the 
Command of llencou Kevian, and order’d him 
to watch the Motions of the thirty thoufand 
Malecontents who had abandon’d GelaUdditls 
Army, after having fo bravely fought the Battel 
of Btrouan. He lent aw'ay twenty thoufanU. 

Men under the Command of Bela, to the Oemtt- 
Multane, to refill the Sultan if he ap- 
on that fide the Country. 

He 
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He chaii^d his Son Oliai to go with tb# 
Troops under his Command and conquer Gaziiat 
^ and to chaiirle the Inliabitants of that City 
for having fupphcd his greatcil Enemy W'ith 
Succours. He gave to Zagatat fixty thoufand 
Tartan to go into the Provinces of Sende and 
Qut) man, to fliut up thefe Countries from the 
Sultan. A needlefs Piecaution ! for Gdalcddia 
was returned into Q^imnan fofoon as he heard 
the Emperor was got into Mogolrfian. 

The Grand Can, on the receit of fomo 
Letters from China, refolved to quit the Pro- 
vinces of Tei/ii to return nearer to the Oxwr, 
where thev informed him that his long 
iciice had caufed the Chiuife to grow every day 
more infoknt, and wilh nothing more than 
to fee Ch na again governed by its natural 
Pnm c , that they fecm’d difpoftd toievoli, and 
follow the Example of ChiJifiOu the Can of 
Tangut, who, fu coded by tlie Mimuh feertt 
£neraics had fui priced tht City ot (ampioa, in 
fpite of ihc Rchftante made bv the Goitinour. 
On this Intormacion C Ui^hizuin fent Oidcrs 
ro his Brother Utahn, and w e.nt up as far as 
'ThfUhhzCnndahio with the Remainder of: his 'IVoops,

named Rana, who had infulted him, and w'hom^’ 
he kill’d. 

executed the Orders he had received 
concerning w'lth much Cruelty. We have 
already related how the People of this Country 
had made peace with ‘tidann, w ho gave them 
a Govcrnoiir j but loving their native Prince FadlalUh,' 
extremely, and the Religion, which F. 430. 

indeed was the ftrongeft Motive, they foon 
revolted from the Moguls^ and threw off their 
Yoke fo foon as tliey law their Prince appear, 
and tumultuoufly killed Abottbeqmr who govern’d 
them, put to the fword all thofe who took 
Geaghtuan’s part in that City, and chofe a 
Govemour n^med Moubarn,eddtn.

Men who had ailiAed the Sultan. Thi:i Gene- 
employ'd fix whole Months in acquitting! 
himfelf of this Commiflion ; and being feoiible 
that the more Cruelty he fhow’d, the more 
his Mailer would be pleafed with him, hefeC 
all on hre, and fill’d with Blood all the City 
and Country. The M(^h hoafted they had 
killed above lixteen hundred thoufand Perfons, 
comprehending the thirty thoufand Maleccm- 
tenrs which llencm had orders to fight, and 
which he entirely defeated, tho with much 
difficulty. 

OElai alfo fet out from the Borders India 
to go to the Country of Gaxjtuty to execute the 
Emperor's Orde»'s. He was no fooner arrived 
there, but he exercifed all forts of Cruelties ; 
not that this Prince was naturally bloody, but 
he knew his Father was fo, and that he hated 
thefe People, to whom he imputed the Lofs of 
his Armies : in truth, they had always affifted 
the Sultan ^elakddin as much as they were able.

Perfon ; tlut he had fworn their Ruin, and 
that by confoquence it was in vain for them to 
imagine to melt or fofcen him by any Sutunif- 
lions : in £ne, he fo well animated the People of 
Cax.na agaiaft Ge«ghtz.cm^ that they all refolv’d 
to lofe their Lives m the Defence of their City,, 
rather than vainly foe to him* Nor did they by 
their Adions bely fh^ir Words, or ad below 
this generous Refolution. They made frequent 
Sallies, and with good Succefs, upon the La- 
bourers, and feveral times overthrew their 
Works. They twice beat dow n the Mounts of 
Earth the Enemies railed to place their Engines 
on ; they broke above a hundred of their Bat- 
tering-Rams. But all thefo Attempts proved 
nfeie^, for one night, after an obllinafie Fight 
they had had in the day time, in which OBa% 
himfolf had fought in Perfon to encourage his 
Soldiers, who began to be daunted# one lide of 
iheWalls*of the City fell down, and unfortu- 
nately hlled up the Ditch with its Ruins, ib

Zagatai having received ‘Orders to repair to the 
Grand Can with his Troops, found them in a 
condition to march. He put Garifons into the 
Cities and Countries he had conquer'd,* and com- 
mitted the whole Government of them all to 
one of his Lieutenants, After which, he march’d 
Northward, and madeone part of his Army go 
along the Orders of India, under the Conduct 
of a Lieutenant General, and with the reft he 
himfelf crofs’d over the Countries to go for 
Bale, where the general Rendezvous was ap- 
pointed. 


CHAP. VIIL 

Genghizcan’r Return from the Comity of 
Iran to the Country of Tourao, that is, 
from Perfia Tartary. 

T H E Emperor having decamp’d from be- 
fore Candahar, continued to march to the 
Oxus. He paft the reft of the Summer of the 
iear iiaa. on this fide of that River, in a 
f^ace wholfe Pleafantnefs and Beauty invited 

him

Wniift he was tfaore, ]!^eputics camefroco Si0c to , 
^ wait on him j be order’d them to fend him fome [ 
Mon of Skid, who were able to inform him of 
all the Particularities of their Country. They 
obey’d ; and foon after their return, feveral 
learned Perfons arrived at the Court. The 
Grand Can confer’d with them conceroitig the 
Antiquities of Bale, and BaBrtana, and tliey 
inform’d him of all they knew. 

Nor did he omit to talk with them about 
Zeroafier^ whom the Orientals call Zeridefiht 
Behram. They told him that this great Man 
had been Kins of their Country, and that he 
alone of all Mankind had laugh’d when he 
was born ; that it was he who iirA ftudied 
the Motion of the Scars, and invented Ma- 
gick that he had a great number of Followers, 
who became fo well verfed m thofe Arts, that 
they had the Titles of Wiferaen and Philofo- 
phers, and that he himfeli was called the King 
of 'the Magi j laftly, that he had no other 
Priefts but them to teach and improve the Re- 
ligion of the Worihippers of Fire, who were 
the Medes, Perjians, and BaBrtans, who all had 
fome of thofe Magt m their Countries. Their 
ch'-f Imployment was to fee that every par- 
ticular Perfon or Family preferved the confccra- 
ted Fire in their Houfes, fo that it did not go 
out. Thefe Idolaters had in every Province a 
great and magnificent Temple for the publick 
Lxcrcifc of their Religion. There are fome 
Authors who afHrm, that in Ax^rbtjana thi* 
Fire, which was fo rever’d, burnt for the fpace 
of feven hundred Years without incermiffioo. 
Thefe Temples were called Atefthkede', and 
there are to be fecn at this day the magnifir 
cent Remains of thefe great Buildings.

VifVV was held on this Subjeft, ana it was rdfolred 
an Anfwer Chouid bf fast him that his Olfers 


were accepted,, becaufe thw were not withi^ 
he ihould form anymore Enterpriees; fothat 
the Emperor might make himfelf MaCber of 
M^ohfian after he bad Hnilhed all his AfiBurs in 
Ptrfia and T’artavy. It was alfo agreed he 
ihould pafs over the Ox»r> to daunt jdl the 
People who had any Inclination to rebel. With 
this defign he prefs’d the return ,of his Trwps, 
and fenc to his Generals to fet out immediate* 


Jy from the Places where they now were to 
follow him, after having put good Gariibns 
and able Governours into the Places requilite. 
After this he paft over the OxHt with the 
Troops he had with him, and w ent to Ai’fnrn, 
where feme had already begun to make Re- 
parations. One Hiftonan fa>s he went di- 
reftly to Samarcand. But thofe who fay it was 
to Bocaray prove it by a Coni erfation which 
was found in Writing, between the Emperor, 


the Cady, and the Catibe, that is to fay, the 
Orator of the City. Thcfc two Men were 
fent to him to give him an Account of their 
Religion and Laws, as he dtfired .• Thefe Doc- 
tors, fays one, being come into his Prefonce, 
he a^ed them what their Faith was, in general 
Terms; they anfwer*d. That they believed, 
as all thi9 Mahometans did, there was but One 
God, and that this God did create all things, 
and had no Equal, The Grand Can told them 
he believed the. fame. Then he asked them 
what was their Opinion of Mahomet ; they an- 
fwer’d that Gpd had foot tbia Prophet to hfo 
I . Servants 



Wilil his Sbal, iHil Orda-S tp initljil^Aiu'ilk^ 
them in the laiiw they ttmft follow, both as to 
what i$ perntitted, ana what is forbidden thentt l^* 
Cevghium appnovM this Aafwer, and faid, I be- 
lieveit, fidce% who am tot the Servant of God, v,^tryv 
do daily fend Ambaffadors into divers Countries, 
and even toany own Subjefis, to make my Plea- 
fure known to them* The two learned Men after 
this entmain’d him on the Subjed of Prayers, 
and the Times in which it Was their Cuftom to 
pray daily. T-his Inilitution he liked very well, 
as alfo that of Failing, which the Mahometans 
obferve in the h^inth oi Ramadan As to which 


he told them that it was but reafonable they 
fhould ufe fomc Abfiineoce for one Month^ 


fpace, fince all the reft of the Year they drank 
and eat what they pleafed, and part whole 
Nights in Debauches, nay, even in this Month 
of Ramadan, altho they callgd it out of refneft 
the Venerable. He alfo approved that a Man 
fliould diftribute to the Poor a part of his 
Goods ; for example, that of twenty Ducats 
of Gold, he (hould give them the'half of one. 
But when thefe Do6tors told him that the 


Muftlilmans were obliged to have Temples or 
Mofques to worihip God in, ^nd that they 
called thefe Moftjucs the Houfes ^f God, 
where they ought to pray, and render him their 
Homage ; he told them, that the whole World 
V as the Houfe of God, and that he heard the 
Prayers of Men m all Parts of the World. He 
asked many other Queftions of the Orator and 
Cady of Bocara concerning thejr Cuftoms. Af- 
ter which, they returned to their Houfes, and 
affirmed that Genghizcan had Sentiments very 
conformable to tlieirs, and that he might be 
reckon’d of the number of the MulTulraans.

An. D«n. the Anfwer this Prince gave com^rtiiog the 
TrtOpIes, becaufe it maintained that there was 

Wte *hem ; which was to dfeay that 

a Man was obliged to peribrm a Pilgrimage 
to M0cha, fince Men went not thither but to 
worftiip God at Q^ial>e, « hich is his chief Tem- 
ple, according to the Mahmttans Belief. 

The Grand Can did nothing at Bocara wor- 
thy mentioning. He pafl: the Winter there, 
the Seafpn not permitting him to march fo great 
an Army fo far as from the Country of Bale to 
SarnaYcrndy w hither he went not till the Year 
of our Lord 1233, and of thc^c^ira 620 * : and 
then he fent his Troops before, and order’d 
tliem to tre.it tlie People gently, and to ufe no 
Violence to them j but to be content with 
what was order’d them for their Subfiftence, 
by thofe who had the care of it ; in a word, to 
live as they ought in a Country belonging to 
him. They pundliially obferv’d thefe Orders. 
The Emperor foon follow’d his Army with all 
his Houlhold. Piefents were made him in e- 
very Place*he pafs’d thro ; and as loon as they 
Icarn’d he was near Samarcand. the chief Mer- 
chants and principal Officers of the Country 
came out to meet him, with rich Prefents, 
which 'Ije icceiv’d very graciouily They ai- 
fur’d him, by the Mouth of their Orator, of 
their Fidelity : And he ever after treated them 
with Kindnefs, as a People w hofe Affedion to 
him he believed iincere and unfeigned. 

When he was come into his Tent, he enter’d 
into ConverfatioD with the Deputies whom the 
City had fent to w'elcome him : He recounted 
to them all the Tranfaftions between him and

the two Sultaos, and particularly imputed to Aa/ 
JlM^ed all the Ills the Eiiipire had fu&r’d/ 4$ 
being the foie Caufe of them. He even gave ^ 
them the Detail of tljc Vi^iwy he had gain'd 
over GelaUdMn ; and after having told them that 
they had now no other Emperor but himfelf, he 
declared to them, that it was to him they 
ought for the ,time to come to addrefs their 
Requeiis, and make Prayers for him in the 
Mofques, which he call’d, making the Coutbe in 
his Name i and that He alone ought to be the . 

Subjed of their Praifes. He paft the greateft 
part of this Year at Samanand, in fettling the. 

Adairs of his Empire, and in giving time 
to his Troops, which -he expeded from very 
remote Parts, to come up to the Place he 
had appointed. He at this time made feveral 
Regulations, which he annexed to his other 
Laws : And being now fomething at eafe, he • 
forgot not any thing that he thought w^uld 
conduce to the Prefervation of his Kingdoms. 

He refolvcd to hold z General Diet at Toncat 
in the beginning of the Year following, that is, 
in 1224, and of the Heg. 621. For this Reafon 
he fent his Orders into all the Provinces, to 
the Princes his Children, the Governors, and 
Generals of the Army : Nay, he delired Suida 
and fbibbe (hould be there alfo, and therefore 
fent them word to come to Toncat by the way 
of Cc^f{.hac, after having pafs’d by Derbendet 
that is to fay, by the Cafpian Gates. But he 
commanded them, above all things, to follow 
the Orders of 'Toufi.htcan his Son, who was 
then in Cc^fchac^ or that great Weftern Tar- 
tary lituate on this fide the River Jaxmesy and 
reaching even to Mufeevy^ as has been before 
memioned.

CHAP. 




The Geaerdi Hubbe sad SaidaV Exfidition 
to the Kjngdom of Schirouane : Their 
Ttavels %ji Derbende, or the Qi^iao 
Ports. 


, jT JVSSE and S:/ida had no foooer receiv’d 
the Grand Can’s Orders, but they {>re- 
pared to execute them ; and after having 
fettled what Methods they fliould take to pafs 
into Caffioii on the wellern fide of the Cafpiau 
Sea, they fent fome before to view the Roads 
and Paflages, who brought back word to 
them. That thoe was nothing but Rocks an4 
Precipices, fo that it was impofliblc to pafs 
any other way than by the Straits of Der- 
isude. But the two Generals having learn’d 
that the King of Sebmuane was Maftcr of 
them, and that none could paf> that w'ay with- 
out his leave, they nurch’d direftly into his 
Country, w here they had not yet been, altho 
it was a part of the Country of Ax^rbijaaot the 
reil of which they had already conquer’d. 
They conceal’d thi^ their Defign, and pre- 
tended only, that tlicy went to eftablifh the 
Grand Can’s Empire there, as well as in the 
other Parts of They firft befieg’d Sthama- 
qut, a City fituate in 40 Degrees $a Minutes of 
Latitude, and foon took it. 

They there treated the PetmJe rigoronfly, 
becaijfe they had refilled them : But afterwards, 
to gam the King oi ^hifotiane’s, good Willi they

Suumiflion, ana a wnall Tribute. The Ituqj S 
yefus’d to pay the Tribute, but the Generals 
did not much trouble themfelves about that, l>VSi 
having no other Delign but cunningly to obtain 
from bim a Paflage by Derbende. They (pared 
the Country of SihWou/tnet and made their Sol- 
diers live very regularly. They even puniOied 
feveral for having abus’d the Peoj^. They 
font Prefonts to the King, and receiv’d alfo 
fome from him : But when they proceeded to 
ask him to give them the Liberty to pafs by the 
way of Derbende into "Tartaryy and that he per”? 
ceived that tflis was the only Aim to which all 
their Civilities tended, and the Motives of the 
refpeclful Treatment they had given his People, 
he gave off anfw ering their. Compliments, and 
believed that they only fought how to foize on 
this important Paffage, to hold all the Country 
in Subjeftion, and drive him out of his King- 
dom. For this Reafon, when they again prefs’d 
him importunately for leave to pafs by die 
Straits of Derbende ; he anfwer’d them, That 
this did not lie in his power, iince the Peo- 
f>le who inhabited thefc Straits, did not ac- 
knowledge any one for their Matter ; and were 
fo jealous, that they would not fuffer more than 
ten Men at a time to pafs that way, and thofe 
Men too mutt not be Strangers or fufpeded 
Perfons. Notwithftanding this Anfwer, the 
Mwtsy after having ufod Intreaties to no bnr- 
pofe, proceeded to Threats, and ?old the King 
of Sihirouane, I'hat fince they found that no- 
thing could be obtain’d from him by fair 
means, whatever Affurances they gave bliA of 
their Sayftriry, they now declar^ to him, that 
they *1^ pnly tbo Gates thofo

Ml ihoujd be open’d to them to pais tbo* 

I a»i‘ toVt to tetutn into theit own Cknmtry thro the 
jK Countries of the Alani, Tartaiy, md Ct^Jchac, 
jgf»ktf. according to the Orders that had been gt7(^ 
them ; but moreover, that hi$ OiHcers Ihoold 
be their Guides. The King having confider’d 
of it, granted the Mogul Generals their De- 
mands. 

After fifteen Days March* during which 
they wentvabove forty Leagues by the Woods, 
Rocks and narrow Pafl'agcs of Mount Caucafus, 
the Migul Army, led by the King of Schrou- 
niw's Guides, arriv'd fafely at DprAwiie, having 
pafs'dthro thofe Straics,Dot withoitf Admiration 
of the Manner, Nature and Art nad wrought 
together for the Defence of this Pallage. Hubbe 
and Suidn freely confeft, that it was not to be 
forced. The very Walls, which vv ere fix Foot 
thick, were made of a cettain Matter com- 
pofed of Lumps of Gravel and Shells pounded 
together, which was iputli harder than any kind 
of Stone whatfoever. 

This Pallage was call’d by the Antients Porta 
Cafpia, or the Cafprati Gates ; and the Word 
Derhnde in properly Signifies, TTje Fuji- 

nings of the Gater. It is fituatc in 43 Degrees of* 
Latitude, betwixt the Cafptun Sta and a Moun- 
tain of the fame Name, by which one muft of 
neceflity pafs to go into I'arta.^, to theAlam^ 
the Crrcnffiant, and the People of Capfehae, when 
one comes from Tr/iv, Az^bijiwa, Syria, and 
Armenia. There is between the Sea and the 
Mountain a Space a quarter of a League 
broad ; in this Space were built, at three or 
tour hundred Paces from one anotl||pr, two 
thick Walls, founded on the Rock, and reach- 
'ng from the Mountain to the Sea ; fo t^t all 
Paiiengers were obliged to pafs thro by tliflijroji 
’ Gates 




uken in by thefe ’Pill® ttwde a third 
of the City call’d Scheberywnan, that is K$ 
fay* the City of Greekty becaufe it was built 
by the Command (£ Alexander the Great ; Tm 
in antient Greek fignifying Greece. But it was 
not in this Quarter of it that Derkende was 
beft peopled, nor in the higher Parts which 
were on the fide of the Mountain towards the 


top, aitho it was much more peopled than Scbt» 
beryounan. The greateft number of Inhabitants 
were in a Place call’d the Moyenne^ a City at 
the foot of the Mountain. Theie three Parts 


which compQs’d the City, were near three 
quarters of a League in length, tho they were 
not very broad. It was a Place of no great 
Trade, by reafon of the proud and untrafta- 
ble Humour of the Inhabitants. 


The Perpam fay, that Derbende havipg been 
once ruin’d, the Great Coffm caufed it to be 
rebuilt, in the Reign of Jufltntan the Emperor 
of Confidnumple. There was alfo a kind of Port 
where Boats and Veflcls daily arrived, and 
which was fhut in by a Chain faften’d to two 
Forts, which hinder’d any from entering into 
'the Place by Sea ithout • leave. All this at 
prefent is defended by a Cahle which is on 
the top of the Mountain ; and the Orientals 
fay, That fince Alexander led his Army by the 
way of Derbendet none can remember that any, 
other but Genghix,cmh pafs’d that way. 

When Htdbe and Suida were got beyond Der- 
bende^ they found thcmfelves in the Country of 
t\acAlanit who, according to Strabo's Report, 
couM lipak twenty live Languages. This 
Counties the antient Albania, fituate between 
the Cafpian Sea and Iberia, in jy Degrees of 
Latitu^. Thefe People, who are at prefent 
♦ call’d

fof^ix’d to fee on jn £addm thofe two Generals 
ap^>» of ^vhom they bad not lb tnubh as heard 
any mention : And fearit^ they had fome de*« 
%ii upon their Liberties} they at firS: did them 
all the Mtfchief,and put them to all the Trouble 
imagtoable. They cut down the Woods to ftop 
np tbs Lanes, broke up the Roads, andTpoil’dall 
the Com and ProviHons, tocaufe theM^a/rto 
periih : yet all this did not hinder the 

chief of their Cities, from being taken and ruin’d. 
The Citcajjiam having join’d the they 

much embarafs’d Smda and JBthhi dll fuch 
time as thefe two Generals having fOund the 
way to furpnze Teryw, the Capital of Circajjia, 
conquer’d both, notwithftanding the Succours 
theCe People receiv’d from the Cnhnuck Tartars 
bordering on the ^d Cajpiau Sea, whom 
they dejired to enter into a League with them. 

The Mispd Generals forefeeing, that if thete 
other Tartars join’d in the League with the 
AloKi and Circa^ant, and that if thefe ‘Nations 
rais’d all the Forces they could againft them, 
they could not Withftand them, wholly ap- 
ply ’d themfehes to break this Confederacy ,* to 
effed which, they fent Meft’engers to the Gi/- 
]H*icks^ to reprefent to them tiiat they were 
Tfartars as well as they, and all of the fame 
Nation ; whereas the Alam and Orcajjtans 
.were their proleft Enemies ^ and that they 
ask'd nothing but to return to their own Coun- 
try, and defired them to be the Arbitratois 
ol tin’s War. I’he Moguls Rcafons, attended 
with feveral Preftnts for the Heads of the Cah 
nsuik Hords, whb were not willing t^Jprotoke 
them farther, made them change their Minds, 
and recall their IVocpi ; fo that the Afani and 
£:im§ims feeing toemfekes depriv’d of thbir 

Affiftibce.

to tlieir £iieaite$. 

W1jil0 thfife two Mig>^ Oifoerals held Coi^ 
rei^odeoce with tha Cakmck Tartars^ they fX 'iht rj 
pais’4 the V^bA with e«% and enter’d into 


Cafifihac: but h being the fear before 

they arriv’d, they w<a« |^|ed to pais the 
Winter there, whiph very much difpleas’d their 
Hofts ; and their long continuance there hal- 
ving in the end givnn birth to feveral Feuds, 
their Friendibip ended. Nevertheleis, the M»- 
guls having fortify’d themfelves in the Country, 
and leamt that djey might be reliev’d by 'touf- 
ehifaut who was near ; they font an Exprefo 
to him, to inform him of the Condition they 
were in. 


This Prince immediately fent away the belt 
part of his Troops to them,* Jed by fuch skil- 
lul Commanders, that they found means to join 
thefo two Generals, notwithilanding all the 
Efforts of thejr Enemies to hinder them. And 


all thefe Troops thus join’d, made a confide* 
table Army, who without much trouble con- 
Erain’d thefe People to acknowledge 
tm for their Emperor, as well as the mdjot 
part of the other ’fartms who acknowledg’d 
him. ToufihkanJ:)eiagoh\iged to go to Couir, 
fent Advice of*his Departure to Hul^^e and 
Sutda, whom he left Mailers of Capjehae in his 
Abfcnce, with Order to attack the Noga) it 
who had offended him. 

The Winter having frozen the Rivers, gaie 
the Moguls an eafy PalTage over Places, winch 
would have otherwife much embarafs’d them. 


By this means they went as far as Aftracmt 
which they Subdued : And this War, which 
UffedEx or feven Months, was not fiiulh’d till 

fuch

lfil**A\ c^’ fot tWr Sovereiga, and GfHghitaan Bjr their 
55 :“^ Grand Can. NkiU and Sutda remain’d in this 
Mmhti. Country till the Autumn of the You follow** 
i/V\Jing, 1224; and then Iwfchi being return’d 
. from Court, aj^^om the Diet which was 
held at Tencat,tamf left it with the Troops 
they had brought with themt before thofo this 
Prince feot them, had join’d them« 

The City of Ajhacan, which the Mahometans 
call’d iiadgt 'Tarcan^ is in the Ifle of Elgoi, which 
feparates Europe from AJia, and makes part of 
the Countries of the 'tartars of Nogay. It is 
Htuate in Degrees 22 Mioutesof Latitude, 
about fifty Leases from the Cafptan Sea, into 
which feveral Rivers dtfcharge tnemfelves. Its 
Walls, inftead of Baftions, have Towers of 
Stone; and are ftirnifli’d with feveral Pieces 
of Braft Cannon. I’he Garifou of the City is 
always a ftrong one. The Trade is carry’d on 
with the Nofoys by the Calmucks and other 'Tar- 
tMts as alio by the Mufcovites, Perfians and 
Armenians. Its principal Traffirk is in Silks 
dhd Brandy* The Czar of Mufcovy raifes a 
great Revenue by the Taxes he lays upon them. 
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GcnghizcaaV Departure from Sogdiana for 
the Diet at Toncac. The Arrival of the 
Prtttces hts Sens at this Diet* 

W H E N tbe Mogul Emperor had refolved 
on his X^parture from Sogdtana to go 
to the Diet which he had called together at 
Tomcat^ he freed the People of this Province 
tor feveral Years from the Payment of the ufual 
Tribute, becaufe he was weilpleafed with their 
Deportment to him. And to give the Lords of 
this Country fome particular Marks of his Af- 
fefiion, he remitted to them during their whole 
Lives the Taxes which the Nobility of each 
Kingdom were obliged to pay to their Prince. 
This Proceeding of the Emperor caufed much 
}oy to the Inhabitants of Samcacand. But tho 
Joy was not fo univerfal in the City, it being 
damp’d with feeing the Queen Turcan'Caum, ^ 
who had been brought thithei a Prifoner w ith 
her Court, and all the great Officers of the 
Empire that had been taken, led as in Tri- 
umph before the Grand Can’s Army, who was 
going to pafs thro thofe Countries where Ihe 
was ftill beloved. Her Haram, or the Ladies 
of her Seraglio, follow’d her. The great Of- 
ficers belonging once to Sultan Mehemei marclN 
ed after Then the Throne and Crown which 
he had taken from the Sultan, and his Mother, 
wete bomr in State* In this manner Ger^hzcan 
I marched

AavSbm. marched out of Sogdimat after having Itvedl 
1*24. there neadf a Year, and went to the River 
U^.Tit which he crof6*d over. ' 

^%<r, He arrived atTowaf the beginning of the 
Wvx«i» Year of our Lord I2a4. and of the Hegira 621* 
He had made choice of this Cfty to hold the 
Diet in, both becaufe of its agreeable Situa- 
tion, and by reafon it was able to furnifli in a 
fufficient manner ProviGons and ail other things 
needful for fo numerous an Affembly. The 
Princes 0 £iai and Zagatai repair’d to Court as 
foon as it \\aspoflible for them, after having 
diftributed into different Places the Armies they 
commanded. .The two Bodies of Forces under 
Zagatai were rejoin’d in Tocarefiott ; but having 
ruined the Countries of T'alcan and Bamiany he 
was obliged to return *up to the Oxm to fubfift 
them, and did not crofs over it till he came 
to Bedacfchaa. From thence he conrinued hiS 
way Eaftward by the Confines of Turquefimti 
and went as far as Otraty where he fix’d the 
Head Quarters for his Army, whom he caufed 
to encamp in the T’urks Country. 

OSlai ufed the fame diligence j for when he 
Iiad finifhed the Conqueft of Gaz,nay and tJie 
Troops of the other Generals, with thofe who 
^were not defign’d for Perjia, had join’d his Ar- 
my, he w'ent back up rhe Country as far as Bo- 
caray from whence he went to Samarcandy be- 
caufe he had Orders to leax'c his Troops ini 
Sogdianay quartering along the I’erritory of Sa- 
marcand as far as the famines. 

'Toufchican repaired alfo t»Court, as has been 
already faid. It had been a long time fince he 
had feen the Emperor his Father ; for imme- 
diately after the Redudion of Cartzm he had 
been font into Capfehae, where in fpite of all 
the Troops of Hords and- their Cans joined in 
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league agaiiift hfffl, io lefi than four 
time he made himfelf Matter of thefe U***i‘*^ 
Provinces, except that part which was fituate ^ 
iiv the South, from N<^ai to the Cafpian Sea, 
which Hubbe and Suida reduced in their return 
home by the Country of the Alani : In fine, 

%ufchi had pufh’d his Conquefts as far as the 
Frontiers of Mufconiy. 

When this Prince came into the Grand Can's 
Prefence, he kneel’d down, and the Emperor 
gave him his Hand to kifs. The Princes his 
Brothers had the fame Honour at their Arrival 
•before him, after having laid their Prefents at 
the foot of the Imperial Throncf according to 
the ufual Cuftom : butaltho their Prefents were 
very confiderable’, Toufthicans furpafs’d them all 
by much ; for befides feveral rare things, he 
prefenced a hundred thoufand Horfes, amongft 
which there W'cre twenty thoufand all Bay-co- 
lour’d'. After the Emperor had embraced his 
Sons, and teflify’d by his Carefl'es how well 
fatisfy’d he was with their Condud, he open’d 
his Trcafurcs, and loaded them with Gifts. Af- 
ter which he order’d a great Feaft to be made^ 
and gave publick Banquets fot a whole Month* 

But the raoft fumptuous Treat was on their 
return from a general Hunting, in which there 
had been kill'd feveral thoufand Bealls of all 
kinds, of which the belt were made ufe of, and 
drefs’d after the Falhion. The Grand, 

Can's Faulconers furnifhed alfo abundande of 
all forts of Birds. They drank not only the ufual 
Drink among the Mo%uh and "Tartars, and Sher-* 
bets, the way ot making which they had learn’d 
from the Pirjuim, but alfo cxquifite fide Wines 
-,,^.■■. 1 — 


* A Bay-colotuM Ilorfc h a raJdiflt brownli 
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Ail. Don), which the Emperor had caafed to be btoughfi 
laa t. fi-Qjjj the Southern Countries, which he pre- 
Mm. Thi fcr’d' before the 'Tartarian Balpirii»e, Griut, 
HtH. Beer, or Casnmez. Yet they befides thefe, 
confumed a prodigious quantity of Balpirin^'e, 
which vas a kind of Hydromel, or Metheglio, 
made of Honey, Rice, and Millet, which they 
danfy’d fo well that nothing could look of a 
finer Colour. They generally drank a great deal 
of this Liquor, becaufe of its pleafant Tafte j 
but it made them drunk as foon as Wine, be- 
ing as ftrong. 

This Feaft was made in the Winter when 
little Camraez^was ufed, and was now drank 
no where but at the Tables of great Lords, 
where the Butlers, to Ihew their Skill, ferved up 
a prink w hich was as hard to make good in this 
Seafon as it was eafy to make pleafant in Sum- 
mer, ’ They made this Cammez of Mares 
Milk, which is very fweet. They poured it 
into a gi cat Churn, where they churn’d it ex- 
traordinary well, in the fame manner as they 
make Butter. But this Marcs Milk muft be 
well beat, if one would make good Cammez; 
for which reafon this Work is always referved 
for Men to do, and the Women do not meddle 
with It. Neither do tliey milk the Mares, who 
are generally very troublefom, bccaufe they 
Will not ftand flill to be milk’d, at Icaft if 
their Foals be not held near them, w'hich are 
not eafily governed. When the Butter ij. made, 
they take it out of the Churn, and the Butter- 
milk is the Cammez ; but it is different from our 
Butter-milk, bccaufe it is fharp c n the Toi^e 
like tlie beft Wine, and as pleafant. This 
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Drink

l)nflk IS of a greyilh Colour ; but the Grand An. 
Can’s Officers of his Table know how to give 
it a more agreeable Colour, and to render 
ftill more pleafant : for by much churning this 
Liquor they make another, which is called Ca- 
« racammez, that is, black Cammez, which they 
referve for their Mailer’s drinking only. Thofe 
who have drank of it affirm that the other 
Cammez is not fo pleafant ; whicli is not to be 
wonder’d at, becaiife they draw out tlie pureft 
Part of it, which fwims on the top, and the 
grofl'er Part remains at the bottom, and is re- 
lerved for other Ufes. But let this be as it will, 
the Authors who make mention of it, affure us 
it is a very wholefom Drink*, and attribute 
great Vertues to it. The Beer made of Rice 
and Griut, which is the common Drink in Win- 
ter, was plentifully diftributed among the Do- 
mefticks at the Feall- I'his Griut is very plea- 
fant, tho a little four. It is, by means of a 
Curd made of Goats Milk, render’d very hard 
and dry, which they keep for the Winter; and 
never fpoils, bccaiife they make it extreme hard 
after the Butter is taken out : and this Drink 
is afterwards made by fleeping this Curd, in 
Water.

CHAP* XI. 


Tie Getter d Diet held, in the City of 

Toncat. 


T H E Feaft being ended, the Grand Can 
caufed all things to be got ready for hold- 
ing the Afiembly he Jud conven’d, and had fo 
well concerted his Mcafures, that all the Mem- 
bers of this great Council appear’d in Toncat at 
the Day afligned them. The Can of the Tugurcs, 
whom he had heretofore adopted, had been 
fummon’d to take his Place as his adopted Son ; 
and fcveral other Sovereign Princes, who had 
voluntarily fubmitted to '^Genghiz.can, or w ere 
in Alliance vith him, fail’d not to come thi- 
ther. Beiidcs thefe, the Govcinours of the 
Provinces of Cataif Mogoliftan, Cjraiataiy Irant 
and "Tour an, were alio there, and fet up their 
Tents in the Plain of 'Toacn*. 

Altho this Plain was feven Leagues long, 
yet it could hardly contain the Tents and At- 
tendants of all thefe great Perfons who were 
to be prefent at this AlTembly : The greateft 
part of them had caufed their moveable Floufcs 
to be drawn thither, and every Lord had a 
numerous Retinue. Thefe Houfes were built 
upon Wheels, which carried very long Pieces 
of Wood fallen ’d to their Axeltrees, on which 
all the Machine was relied ,* and the Axeltrees 
bearing all the Weight, they made thorn of 
the hwdell Wood they could get. Thefe

Houfes refembled our Tents in Europe, the 4a. Com. 
Floor was of Wood, the four fidcs were en- 
clofed with Cane-work or Laths. The RoofMog. 
was raifed in the Fafhioo of a Dome, and on hw», 
the top there w as a round Hole which ferved 
both for a Window and Chimney ; bn: if the 
Houfe was large, they ufed fome otnor Open- 
ing lower, to render the Piacc more 
Some w’cre cover’d with Felt rubb d with Shc> ■> s 
Milk, fo that the Riin might run off wkhouC . . 
penetrating it. But that was prai'^ifcd only 
by poor People ; for tlit R.i i raufed the belt, 
to be plaifter’d over with a Co.njiof' on in 
which was a great deal ol Tallow, whi. u was 
lefs eafy to be penetrated by the Rain. There 
are fome curious People, who, to be diftin- 
guifhed from the "tR, f lufed' their Houfes to • 
be cover’d w ith Stufts of t arious Colours. 

They make thefc Houfes larger or fmallet as 
they plcafe, but they are always longer than 
broad ; and how ever light the Wood is they 
are made of, they are fometimcs fo heavy, 
by rcafon of the Furniture they contain, that 
they are obliged to put to one of rliirty 

Oxen to dr.'.\v it along. There are fonio tliat 
are made to take to pieces, and fet together at 
pleafure ,• and others that alwa^s icmain fix’d 
on their Wliccls, w'hich arc tliofe that can be 
<lrawn by two or three Oxen, which generally 
ferve for Storc-houfes to put up the beft of 
the Furniture, and Clothes. And the great 
Lords having abundance of thefc little Houfes, 
caiifed them to be placed round about their prin- 
cipal Lodging; fo that the dwelling Place of 
every Nobleman thus difpofed appears a Camp. 

And we muft obferve, that the Door of every 
Houfe is alw ays turned to the South.

The 
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which draw thefe Houfes are the 
Beg. 621. Orn^ent of the Moguls and rmm E- 
Uog, Tht ^“ipages, becaufe they all ftrive to have fine 
Heff, ones. 2 here are Oxen fo dear, that they can-’ 
not bo purchafed but by very rich People. Thofe 
efteem^d come from the Country 
of Tangui Thefe are extremely ft rone, and 
there are fome of them have Hair like Horfes; 
and the moft part have that on their Tails 
^hite, and as foft as Silk. They makeufe of 
Camels in fome Places ; but the ufe of Oxen is 
much more common. 


When they had marked out the King*s Qiiar^ 
ters in the Plain, which took up fiear two 
Leagues iq Compafs, and the Streets, publick 
Places, Bazars or Markets were appointed, 
^ pitched the Tents for the Emperor’s 

Houlhold- That w hich was made for the Diet 
W fit in, would contain at leaft two thoufand 
Perfons ^ and to diftinguifh it from the reft, it 
was cover’d with White. They ereaeJ a mag- 
liificent Throne for Genghizscan, and foi-got not to 
^^^Enimence the black Felt-Carpet on 
which this Prince was feated when he was 
proclaimed Grand Can. And this Emblem of 
the poor Ellate of the Moguls at that time was 
^Iways held in great Veneration by them, fo 
Jong as their Empire lafted. The Tent for the 
Vict had but two great Entrances, the one 
n Imperial Gate, the other the 

EubJick. All the Members of the AlTembly 
were not allow d to enter or go forth but by the 
altho they both flood open. 
1 he Imperial one was referved for the Emperor 
only to come in at ; and the People refpeaed 
n in fuch a manner, that no Man, of what 
^<uality foever, did once approach it, tho there 
>vas no Guard placed to keep them out. The 
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Guards which were at the common Door, An, Dorn, 
ferved only for a {hew of Grandure ; for the jj ** 
Orders given were fo cxaftly obferved by eve- ^ 
ry body, that no Diforder ever happen’d a- uea. 
mongft them. 'w'V^ 

Altho the Luxury of the Princes and chief 
Mogul Lords was not yet come to the height it 
arrived at after Genghiz,can$Xit3.th, yet there 
appear’d a great deal of Magnificence in their 
Habits and Equipages. On the greateft part of 
the Tents there were placed Streamers of di- 
vers Colours, made of the richell Silks j no- 
thing could be a finer Sight. The Princes and 
Lord’s I^rfcs had Saddles and Furniture fet 
with premous Stones and Gold, which feem’d 
to vie with each other. The Habits the yUo-fjE-tfHaWw 
gu/s w'ore, were like thofe the Turks and Otto- >f 
wflMj wear at this prefent time. Thofe of the 8“ls* 
^reac Lords were made of Gold and Silver 
Stufl's, and rich Silks, which they had brought 
from the Countries they had conquer^ ; and 
it being ftill very cold Weather, they wore 
under their Robes a certain kind of fine Fur 
Garment , called Sables , that is brought 
from Rufjta and Stberta., which they wore next 
their Skins. They wore, when abroad in 
the Field, over their Habits, to preferve 
them, great Coats of Wolves Skins. Their 
Attendants had for the moft part Coats made 
of Ftlt of divers Colours, lined with Wad- 
ding. 

Altho this Aflembly was called together to 
fettle the Affairs of the Empire, yet there 
needed not much time to do it ; for notwith- 
ftanding the great Conquefts and vaft number 
of People fubdued, Zagntai, the^ Keeper of 
Genghtz.can*s Law's, had put them in fo good a 
Method, that all things which were propofed 
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An. Pom. to bo regulated, were immediitely refer’d to 
19 . 4 , thefe Laws, and by them determined without 
Mo^*. Trouble, fo that nothing more was retjuifite 
Htn. than to ratify them, which extremely rejoiced 
the Legillator. Genghix,Lan, as has been be- 
fore obfervcd, much delighting to fpeak in 
publkk, failed not before tlie Aifembly broke 
up to make Oration in praife of liis Laws, 
and at the lame time of hirafclf. He recom- 
mended the e\aS: Obfervation of them to all 
the People, and fhew’d how advantageous and 
ufeful they v ere, fince by their means fo ma- 
ny important Affairs had been regulated in fo 
Ihorc a time. He likewifc fain that the Ob- 
feivjtion of thefe very Laws hadibecn the 
Cau^e of all his Conquefts, and of the Honour 
•the Mogtih now fliared with him. From hence 
he took occafion to recount his Vi^iorics, na- 
fhe lx- ming eveiy Soiercign Piince he had conquer’d, 
//» not excepting even the Prince cf Tanan, there 
It may be foigivcn a great Piince 
fce h z- ^ praift himftlf, Guighiz.tan mo its to be ex- 
can. cufed, confiiicring he was pofltf/d of allTiii- 
tat), fiom the tall as far as and fiom 

the uninhabitable Parts of the Noith as far as 
and of the \aft Country of T'ur- 
qi cjlau as far as Ch r>a and A ha j nay, even oC 
the half of it.nw itiell, whicli was lubj’ect to 
him, and which Piince L/n/Cw his Brother had 
govein’d witn furh Prudence during his Ab- 
fence, that at his return he found it quiet, not- 
withAanding the fevcral Attempts the King of 
Mar.gt, w Inch is the Souihei n Ch.naj had made 
to excite them by his tmillaiics to a Revolt. 
All the Countries between Tniqmftan, the Ci^f- 
pian Sea« and the Rivers Oxia and Jaxartest 
vs tic entirely fubdued,- as alfo the People of 
Sendi beyond the Indus as far as the Fei Ran Sea, 
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Cofi^ana, Max^ndran, and other Parts of the Aij.Doin. 
great Empire of Perjiat all acknowledged Gen- 
gbix,can for their Sovereign, excepting the little ^ 
Country of Pars, the Conqneft of which he had hw. 
been obliged to leave to his Lieutenants. ‘ 

He was not content to relate the Number and 
Names of the Countries he had conquer’d, but 
order’d, as the moft effedlual means to con- 
vince the Diet of his Greatncfs, that all the 
Ambafladors fliould be call’d into the Afl'embly 
who had follow’d the Court, and who were at 
this time in their Tents, which wcic pitched 
round the Imperial Tent, as ajfo all the En- 
vois and Deputies fent fiom the Kingdoms 
and Couiftnes he had fubdued They all w ent to 
the foot of the Throne, and there he gave them 
Audience. After w hich he difmifs’d the Aflcm- 
bly, and every one retired to his Home. 

loujihi, who look’d cnCapfchac as his own 
Kingdom, foon after took leave of the Em» » 
peror, who confirmed to him his Giant cf the 
Sovereign Authority over it, and gave him 
leave to take under his Command the Troops 
which now were with iyvMeand Smda, the bet- 
ter to fupport his Dignity, and fubdiie the 
neighbouring Princes who ftiould go about to 
molefl him. 

Prince Toufeht was no fooncr arrived in Cap- 
fehat, but the two Generals pur their Trorps 
into his hands, and returned to the Grand Can, 
w horn they found ftill at T’oncat- He gave them 
a good Reception, accepted their Prcfcnls, and 
raufed rich VcAs to be given them. He went 
from Toniat foon aftci, attended with them 
and all his Court, making always the Captive 
Qiieen to follow him, mounted on a Ch.iriot, 
and loaded with Irons, to fhew to the E\ es of 
the Nations a proud Monument of his Vi<Ao- 
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Ao. Dona. ries. When he was on his March, he gave an 
hour’s Converfation every day to and 

Th *0 relate to him their Expeditions, and 
the Rarities they had come to the knowledge 
of in the ftrange Countries tlicy had been in, 
which they entertained him with j fo that they 
had ftill fomething new to fatisfy the Emperor’s 
Curiofiry till he arrived in Mogohfian. 



CHAP. XII. 

Genghizcan’f Return to Caracorom, the 
Seat of his Empire. The Moguls Mar- 
riages. The "Beginning of the tVar of 
, Tangut. 

T H E Grand Can part by the way of Tur- 
qi'c/lan, from \\ hence he crofs’d over the 
Kingdom of the Nannans, and enter’d into Ca- 
} acatai^ and Tome Month'! after w'ent to Cat a- 
coto?n, the Seat of his Empire. 'Phis City, 
which was no lefs than tw'clve days Journey 
diftant from the Place where this Prince was 
born m the Country of the Teia Moguls ^ was 
really a very inconliderable Place when it was 
taken from Ounghem ; but Genghizxan had much 
improved and imbellifhed it lince, and after 
him, OHai-Caan caufed it to be rebuilt, and it 
became a very famous and populous City. 

The Eaflern Hiftorians do not mention how 
Qenghizem was received by the Inhabitants of 
his Capital City, nor what became of the im- 
fortiinate Queen lutean-Caturii nor of the Cn~ 

iivtKon 
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ri’Z.moH Lords who bore her Company ,* but it A«. book 
is to be fuppofed that thefe iUuftrious Captives 
finifli^d their Lives in Mifery and Obfcurity. 

The firft Pleafure the Emperor tailed at Cara- 
corom was the Sight of fome of his Grandfons, 
whom he had not feen for feven Years. A- 
mongft thefe there were two of whom he had 
conceived great Hopes, which they did not 
fail to anfwer. They w ere called Cullay and 
Hulacou. I'he frft was then about ten Years 
old, and the other nine. They continually 
employ’d themfelves in Hunting, w'hich among 
the Moguli was accounted a great Sign of Fire 
and Courage in thofe that were naturally ad- 
difted to this bold Exercife. The Inclination 
they ihew’d for this Sport fo extremely pleafed 
the Grand Can, that he gave them Employ- 
ments near him, and toolt the Trouble to in- 
firudl them liimfelf. 

And new this Prince being recover’d of his 
Fatigues, applied hirafelf to fettle the State. 

He Hrft caufed the great Officers in China to be 
called to Court, to give him an account of their 
Behaviour ; and his Brother Utahn having fully 
informed him of their Adions, fome were pu- 
nifhed, and others rewarded. He did the fame 
by the great Lords of Mogohfl.m and Caracatay. 

He fent alfo foi Sihidajcou the Sovereign of 
"Tangut, who had oli’er’d to continue to be tri- 
butary to him. JBut this Prince fearing he 
would not pardon him his foimer Rebellion, 
took no care to obey his Orders, but rather 
thought of making a League with the Chinefe 
of Mfingi, and the Oriental Tut ks his Neigh- 
bours. However, to gain time, he ufed feve- 
ral Pretences to excufe himfclf to the Empe- 
ror, whofe Troops not being all arrived, he 
dlifem^i^d ^is Apger til} fuch riiqc as he was

An. in a condition to make him feel his Rcfeot« 
meats. 

62i, Mean while Sthidafcou found the Chinefi and 
** "furks diipofed to fecond him. The (Jnnefe cwn- 
.V'V^ plain’d of Gmghtz..nns ufurping the Country of 
Cataiy and the "turks of the vile Ufage he gave 
Queen Turcav-Catmt who had always nfed them 
well when they were her Subjeds. Neverthe- 
lefs, the Difficulty of forming Leagues where 
the interefts are different amongft thofc who 
compofe it, did not permit them to come to 
a cmiclufion befoie the Grand Can was able 
to begin a War againfi; tlicm. Sihidafiou had 
already levied a great many Troops, and pre- 
pared to receive the Moguls. 

During this time the Emperor’s Army arrived 
near CaraLorom very much fatigued. I'his Prince 
iuft'er’d them to reft for forac Weeks ; but it was 
not his Cuftom to let them be long idle. He 
caufed the ufual Hunting to be proclaimed, and 
all the Troops were obliged to be prefent at it, 
aitho the Winter w as very fevere. 'I'he Hunting 
was not quite ended, when New.s came that 
Schdafeou had fo well beftirr’d lumrelf to get a 
confiderable Army together, rhat he had at 
laft accompli fli’d it. This Report being con- 
firmed by feveral Couriers wl.o w ere fent to the 
Grand Can by his Correfpouuents, he refolved 
to fend fome Troops towards "Tangnt to obferve 
his Enemy. And the Winter being yet very 
cold, be order’d the Captains to give their Sol- 
diers Coats lined wdth Sheep-Skins. They al- 
fo cover’d the Hoifes with Felt, and put them 
in a condition to fupport the Rigour of the 
Seafon. 

The Care of providing for this War did not 
binder the Diverfions in the Court and City, 
where there were great Rejoicings. An inn*. 

nice 



iCt&e number of Marriages were celebrated at An. beoft 
Caracorm, and in Magoltftan. The Emperor him* ****♦• ^ 
felf married the Princeifes his Son’l Daughters 
to Princes of his own Blood j and their Mar- 
riages were kept with publidt Feafts, Hiitable 
to the (Quality of their Husbands. The Treats, 
and Horfe* Races after the Cuftom of the Ma- 
gntsf a long time diverted the Court ; and the 
Soldiers being loaden with rich plunder, feve- 
ral bought the handfomefl Maids they could 
light of, and married them. Which Vas much 
pradifed amongft the Moguls and Tmtars, their 
Laws permitting them fo to do, provided thofe 
they married were neither their Sifters nor 
Aunts. A Man might marry two own Sifters, 
nay, even his Father’s Wives after his Deceafe, 
only her excepted of whom he was the Son. 

'Fiiey did not obferve any great Ceremonies 
in their Marriages^ TJiey contented thcmfcJves 
with the mutual C>. nfenc of both Parties, ma • 
naged by the Fathers and Mothers. The Mar- 
riage being concluded on, the Father of tho 
Maid received from tlie Bridegroom the Sum 
of Money agreed upon ; after which he gave a 
great Banquet to all his Son-in-Law ’s Relations, 
both Men and Women, at which his ow n likc- 
wife did not fail to be prefent. In the midft of 
this Feaft, the Bride got away, and went to 
hide herfelf with fome Female Relations ; and 
when her Companions who were before ac- 
quainted w itli, and had contrived the Place of 
her Retreat, faw the Bridegroom perplex’d to 
find her, they were extremely ‘diverted, and 
nothing could more torment him than their 
Laughter: but when he was fo lucky as to 
find her, he immediately carried her home 
with him to his Houle, to which all the Rela- 
tions and Friends accompanied tliem, and then 

takim; 
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In. iiote. tnklns bare, left them to tbemfelves. Ttto 
next day after the Marriage, the Bride had her 
Hair cut off from the Top of her Head to her 
ll,. forehead, and drefled herfelf in a large Gar- 
ment or Veft which reached down to Ifcr 
Heels. This Veft is open before, and faften’d 
or tied together on the right lide. After this 
(he put on her Head a Cap fow^d to a little 
light Hoop, which mikes the Falhion of it 
round,' and is tied on under her Chin with 
a Ribbadd, This fort of Cap or Turbanc 
is generally tvi o or three Hands high ; but 
thofe which Women wear who would ap- 
pear above the Vulgar, are fometimes an Ell 
high It is fquare at top, covet’d with a rich 
Stuff, and adorned with Plumes and Jewels, 
which give them a great Luftre when they 
are on horfeback ; and thefe Caps being hol- 
low within, they put their Hair into them. 
The young People make Compliments to the 
married Couple during eight dajs, bringing 
Prefents, which the Husband receives, with- 
out being obliged to make any Returns, or even 
to treat them ; but the eight days being ex- 
pired, he muft treat ail his and het Relations 
and Friends : and thefe Feaits feldom end w ith- 
out fdme Quarrel, betauie they arc too profufe 
of their Liquors. 

But to return to our Hiftory ; So foon as tiie 
Emperor’s T^'oeps arrived in the Country of 
Teaigut, the M>gul Captains flopp’d fhort to con- 
ceal and feciire themfelves and Soldiers from be- 
ing furpriaed by Sekdafeou. This Prince be- 
lieved they would not begin to march towards 
him till the Spring, and was therefore much fur- 
prized to hear of their Approach, and even 
ftartled, altho they w ere ftill a great diftanco 
from him j for they flopp’d near a City named 

Ezdne 
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'^xJne or Ax^iuey which was to the South o£ Aa. 'Otxti 
Cirflwmw, and that was twelve days hard ‘**4* 
Journey from Campiout where Schtdnfcm 
his Court. 

The Moguls made great havock in his Coun- 
try before he could fend Troops enough to 
oppofc them. They had even time to get to- 
gether as much Forage and Provifions of Cattle 
and Corn in this Country, as would fuffice not 
only to fubfifl: them, but alfo to ferve the other 
Troops that were on their march to come and 
join them. 

The City of Campion Wis lurrounded with 
ftrong Walls, Towers, and Ditches. The 
Caravans of rhe Mufiovite^ "Tartar, Petjian and 
Armenian Merchants, always flopp’d at this 
Place when they came to trade with Chrna^ 

And as none but the Ambaffadors of Sovereign 
Princes were permitted to pafs farther, all rhe 
Trade muft of neceffity be carried on in this 
City for the Merchandize they trafEck’d with 
the Chmefe ^or, who brought thither all theflnefl 
Commodities the neighbouring Provinces pro- 
duced, as Linen Cloths, and other Stuft's made 
of Cotton, Gold and Silver Silks, and China 
Ware ; which render’d Campion a very rich Place. 

There were in this Country likewife manf^ood 
Towns; and among the reft, Stuhion, which 
was a very large 1 own, but not a Place of 
much Trade. It was inhabited by tTefiorian , 

Chriftians, Mahometans^ and many Pagans, 
who had each their Temples and free Exer- 
cife of their Religions. They were a Peo- 
ple curious of knowing Secrets, and particu- 
larly applied thcmfeivcs to the Smia, which 
teaches to make things appear which w'cre 
not in being, and thofe difappear which 
were prefect. Their Skill in this Science’ oc- 

cafion’d

Smeuir is ftiil dependent on Tastgia. It has 
its Cities, and its Capital is called alfo Suecuir, 
in which all the Houfes are built of Brick, and 
the Inhabitants are of the fame Seds as thele 
of Sachion. The Mountains adjacent do pro- 
duce the beft Rhubai‘b of any Place in all the 
Country of Tangut. They dig it up in the 
Winter, becaufe in Summer the Root is ftill of 
Holes, and hollow like a Spunge, if gathered 
in that Seafon. There are in this Province 
almoft all forts of Fruits that grow in EuropCy 
except Grapes. The People are well-bred, and 
the Men arc not debauched, as at Camul, a 
City near it. They believe in Tangut that it is 
a Sin for a Man to endeavour to feduce a Wife 
or a Maid ; but at the fame time they think it 
no Crime to lie with a Woman, if fhc makes 
the OfiFer. The Men are little of Stature, 
have black Hair ; their Nofes are fliort and 
fmall, and they have little Hair on their Chins.' 
They generally have as many Wives as they 
are able to maintain. The Women and Meil 
both wear black Caps made pecked at the top 
like %Sugar-Loaf. Their Money is little Bits 
of Silver without anv Stamp on it, with which 
they buy what they want, and is valued by its 
Weight.* 'Tis out of this Country that the 
fine wild Oxen come, of which mention is 
made before. There are alfo very large Ele- 
phants and beautiful Cows j and ^tis a thing 
worthy Obfervation, that thefe Cows will 
not fuffer the Bull to come near them, un- 
Icfs they hear fome bodyfing to excite them 
to it. 

The Tartars of Tangut make ufe of Aftrolo- 
gers in almoft all their Aftairs, and they wilt

thick hard \\'’ood, and flop all the Crevices with mi.co- 

Pitch, after having put int^ 'it Camphirc and po'o, 

other Perfumes ; and then cover it vvith fome carpm. 

rich Pall. But beranfe clicy ferve their Dead 

with the fame Meats they iifcd whilft living, 

they uncover the Coffin, near which they fee 

the Meats, and leave it fo long a time as 

the Deccafed ufed generally to fit at Dinner, 

being perfnaded that bis Spirit is prefent, and 

fees all that is done in the Houfe, and that he 

feeds on the Scent of the Meats. When the Af* 

loger thinks it a proper time to bury the vl.*ad 

Perfon, he muft ftill make farther Obfervations 

to know' whether they muft carry the Body out 

by the Door of the Houfe as ufual, or make 

another ; for if they omit exadly to follow' ail 

his DirefSiions'j they fail not to impute to this 

In-obfervation all the Misfortunes that befal 

the Family. After ail thefe Ceremonies they 

carry the Body out of the City to burn it. It 

is follow’d by his Relations and Friepds, but 

feveral times fee down by the way in Huts 

built on purpofe, in every one of which they 

find a Table fpread, and Meats upon it for him. 
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• CHAP. XIII. 

Gcnghizcan’j March to Tangut The lafi 
Acitons of the Sultan Gclaleddin at his 
Return from lodia. The Battel fought mth 
Schidafcou the'Soveretgn of Tangut. 

T H E main part of Ge»ghiz.cariS Army were 
not in a condition to inarch and join 
tlie I’roops at Tangut till about the Month 
of ynae in the Year 12 2 j. Hig.6ii. and then 
they were obliged to provide againll the Sea- 
fon, becaufe the warm Weather did not ufually 
f jdiallah, begin in Tunght till about the end of that Month, 
43 *• and the Country could not furnilh but very few 
I^ecefl'anes before that time. 

'I’his Emperor would always lhare the Fa- 
tigues and Hardfhips of War with his Sol- 
diers. He made a review of his Troops ; af- 
ter which he otder’d a hundred thoufancTMen 
for China, where he fear’d a Revolt, if Fortune 
favour’d Schidafiuu: then w'ith three hundred 
and fifty thoufand which remain’d, including 
thofe that were already gone to he be- 

gan his March. He divided his Army into ten 
Bodies, to each of which he affign’d a parti- 
cular General. The Princes’ Zagatat and Oiiat 
commanded the two firft ; the others were un- 
der the Command of Carafehar, lleniou, Bela, 
Hubhe, Stiida, and Other Lords who had figna- 
lued thcmfelves in the paft Wars. But all 
thefc Generals were fubjedt to Prince Tnh. 

Bo- 
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Betides thefe, he had a flying Ca^mp of broken Ao* 
Officers for the Inflru<Stion of his Graadfoos ^ ‘ 

Oiilay and ffulacou, who in the end became vc- 
ry great Men. > Sog, ' 

After fcveral Weeks March from the Country 
of Mrgol/fian, the Army crofs’d a Defart which 
was forty days Journey over, in the Province 
that lay raoft t aft ward of the Naimans ; and 
when he was arrived on the Frontiers of Tangutt 
which was alfo called CMhin, the Emperor 
made his Coming known to Schidaftou by ta- 
king of the City of Ex^incy which his Troops 
that were before arrived had render'd unable 
to hold out long againfl him. The' fuddeu Re- 
dudioii of this City gave leave to his Troops 
to repofc and rcfrefli themfelves after the 
long March they had undergone. Genghitj~ 
tan not being willing to do any thing raffily* 
or run great hazards, chofe this Place for his 
Refidence during his Stay in I'angut ; and aiftcd 
fo wifely, that forae of the People of the Coun- 
try, gain’d by his Prefents to them, ferved as 
Spies for him, and gave him an account .of 
the Strength and Difpofition of his Enemies, 
infoming him that Sihidafion had fent out 
thirty thoufand Horfe, in fevdTal Parries, to 
endeavour to furprize him. And in reality 
tliefe Troops, which were compofed of feleft , 

Men, foon appear’d on the Frontiers of the 
Country of£2i/av,andat firft defeated fome Par- 
ties of Moguls whom they met with, but fooit 
retired on the Advice given them that the 
Grand C.'in was marching with all his Army 
againft Sihidufiou, who had got together ati 
Army of five hundred thoufand Men, the grea* 
teft part of whom were fumifhed him by the 
Chisteft of Mangi. 
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GagghxxoHv 1^10 his Forces were itiucli uife> 
rior in number, yet never was Ihodk’d ; but 
flatter’d himfetf that his Enemies Troops were 
unskilful in War, and undifciplined'i whereas 
his were, on the contrary, inured to lighting, 
and ufed to conquer, and therefore would cer- 
tainly gain the Viftory. He went forward 
therefore in fearch of Schtdafcou. Zc^atai and 
Carafibar Nevtan had forty thoufand Men under 
their Command ; Hubbe and Sutda had thirty 
thoufand ; llencou commanded twenty thoufat^ 
Cat izmeans, who had in feveral Countries been 
on the Moguls fide : a like number of Indtaes 
obey’d the Commands of Bela ; and Bedreddm^ 
who had ferv’d the Grand Can againft Meher 
rued, becaufe that Sultan had put his Uncle to 
death, brought thirty thoufand Men from the 
Country of the Getes^ and the Frontiers of Cap~ 
fckic. A Can named Damflhmende, a Favou- 
rite of the Emperor, had -under his Command 
thirty thoufand Cartzmeans, new-rais’d Troops. 
The Can of the Yuguresltd the Prince’s Auailiary 
Troops, who had after his Example voluntarily 
fubmitted to Genghizcan. And all thefe Gene- 
rals had as many Lieutenants under them, as 
they had ten thoiifands of Men. The oln ve- 
teran Bands were commanded by the Prince 
OBai, and made the Body of Referve which 
attended the Emperor’s Perfon ; and in this 
Body was the dying Camp of Reformed Offi- 
cers. 

Altho all thefe Officers and Troops were 
very rich, they were all plainly dreft, becaufe 
the Grand Can would have them fo. The 
Enemy, on the contrary, were dreft in Cloth 
of Gold and Silver, and Silks brought from 
China ; and the very common Soldiers had Ha-* 
bits much finer than the Mogul Officers. 

Schidafew 
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Schidafiou having learnt that Gre^hhum was An. i>om. 
bnt two Bays March from him, fent a hun- 
dred thoufand Horfe, detach'd out of all thejj^^ 
Squadrons in his Army, to go and furprize his * 
Van-guard. They attack’d them with much 
Vigour, but found them fo firm, that they could 
not fo much as put one Rank into Diforder, 
whatever Efforts they made. The Night co- 
ming on, caus’d the Fight to ceafe ; and Scbi^ 

Jafcou’s Troops retired with lofs, and return’d 
to the main Army, wliich they met within a 
Day's Journey of the Place where they had 
fought. In the mean time Genghizx:an ftiU 
march’d forv ard ; and at laft thdkwo Armies 
came in fight of one another. 

Sihidafcou*s Army took up a great fpacc of Genghiz- 
Ground ; but thcMogu/x were obliged to fight 
upon the Ice on a Lake, the Waters of which sebyaf- 
were furnifh’d by a Canal from the River Cara- cou. 
moureat^ and were at this time frozen. A ge- 
nera! Fight begafii and the Moguls quickly had 
the Advantage. The Troops of Tangut, and 
others on the fame Line in Front, were intirely 
routed ; and all the Enemy’s Army had been 
fo at that inftant, if the Chtnefe commanded by Fadbllali, 
MajaitLaii, 'whom Geiighizcan had caus’d to be 432* 
ficzed in the Chiuefe War, and the Turks led 
by the Prince of Jurge, had not ftrongly with- 
llood the< Moguls Fury ; But thefe two Ge- 
nerals charg’d the two Wings of the Grand 
Can’s Army with fo much Bravery, that it 
reviv’d the Coqpge of their Soldiers, and they 
made a terrible Slaugiiter, killing above thirty 
thoufand Men. This good Succefs became 
fatal to the viftorious Troops, who believing 
the Moguls vanquifh’d, charg'd them boldly, 
without keeping their Ranks j whereas the 
Mogulsy who always kept clofe and in order, 

Bb 3 fu&r’d 
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Wog* lb« prince of Jurge met with in the 

Dig. Center aftonifli’d them ; and theCo^i de Refe> ve 
L/V^ coming up, ind falling upon them all at once, 
made the Turks and Chinefe give back, and 
betake themfelvcs to flight. Schtdafeou him- 
felf, after having fhev’d an extraordinary Bra- 
ver), was oblig’d to i1}, and leave the Field 
of Battel to the Fntmy, who cut in pieces all 
the Tioops that icfifted. And ’tis laid, that 
theie wcic kill’d in this Battel three hundied 
thoiifind Men, belonging to this Prince and his 
Allies # 

I'he Af(^r>l Hiftorv makes no mention how 
many Gtig/} zi.m loft ; b it it fpcaks of all thofc 
who fignaha’d themftlves in this gi eat Action, • 
and fajs, that the joung Punccs CMluy and 
Huhicm made appear by their Courage, that 
they fhould be able one Day to equal their 
Grandfather. Aftci this Viftory Genght’zcan 
matched againft the Tuik^ of Ju'ge, but they 
fubmittcd , and he was contented with their 
Subiri/fion and their rich Prefents, becaiife he 
defign’d the Conqueft of the Southern Chma^ 
and would therefore preferve his Forces for fo 
gi cat an Enterprise. However, he impofcd an 
annual Tribute on thefe T«jC, and agreed 
with their Deputies as to the Garifons they 
fhould admit into their Towns, of his Soldiei s ; 
and likew ife obliged them to fiirnifli him foine 
Troops to join with his ow n. So he went no far- 
ther, but paft the Winter in theWeftern part of 
T’awgttt ; where he receiv’d Letters from Bagdat, 
which acquainted him svitb the death of the Ca- 
1 i ft. On this News he order’d new Lev ies to be 
made : and whilft that was doing, he fecured 
himfelf, not odly ojf the Countries dependent 
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but alfo of the Countries adjacent, and patticu-„*®2S* 
larly of the City of Sikiow, which was dlftant^|* 
from Pequin but fourfcore Days Journey. It oag. 
much imported him to have this Place, which 
might have given him great difquict when he 
was enter’d into the Southern China. 

There needed a Country of fuch vaft extent, 
and fo fertile as T’angut, to fubllfl; fo numerous 
an Army for fo long a time : accordingly the 
Army was maintain’d there w ithont IVouble, 
and paft the Winter in encamping and de- 
camping .‘n the Southern parts of this Kingdom 
towards T,.,quefian, where there was abun- 
dance of fat Paftiire Ground. They paft the 
other Seafons in the Northern Quarters of this 
Country in the Mountains, marching always 
without ftopping in any City, both to prevent 
their wanting Forage, as alfo to preferve the 
Horfes from the Flies, and other Infefts of that 
hind, of which there is great quantity in the 
Southern Countries. 

After this good Succefs, it feem’d that the 
AToguI Emperor had nothing more to dclire : 

His Empire was at Peace ; his Court appear’d 
all Joy, and nothing was thought on but how to 
divert him. He faid himfelf. That he wiih’d for 
nothing more than to do good to his Subjeds ; 
and that he would wholly apply himfelf to ren- 
der them happy, fo foon as he had fubdued the 
reft of Clrim, of which the Conqueft appear’d 
to him not difficult. But God had otherwife 
order’d it j and Fortune, which does not uf^o 
continue Men long in the fame ftate, in a Ihort 
time changed this Prince’s Joy into Sorrow t 
whilft he was diverting himlelf in themidftof-, , 
Ms Family, he was inform’d of the deatb of 
‘Ifufchican, bis cldeft Son. This News, which cbican in 
Bb 4 , ‘\V^SCap(cbac. 
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'$a. Don. vras brcHighcliitn from C^fthnc, stfflided aU tbe, 
1235. Court. The Emperor Ibew’d at $rfl much 
’SS* ^T;»Conftaocy of Mmdj but by degrees, iofenfi- 
%»g. " bly, his Conftwiut g.ive way to his fatherly 
AfteSionj and he fell into a aeep Melancholy* 
which from that time hinder’d him from rcliih- 
ing any Diverfion. 

He even appear’d fcarccly fcnfible of the 
News they bi ought him, or a great Viftory 
gain’d by his Lieutenant over Celaleddta. This 
The lafi Sultan being inform’d that the Emperor was far 
jtthoht of ofl, return’d from India into ISkraane with feme 
CelaleJdin 'froops ; from thence he went to Sthiraz,y af- 
"tjn^i'm terwards to into v Inch his Friends in- 

rroduced him fecretly, and there he augmented 
his little Army. From thence he v ent to Mag- 
dat, and not being Well received, he beat the 
Troops the Califf had font againft him, and 
retook 'Tanris. I'hen he march’d againft tlie 
w ith thirty thoufand Men, whom he 
employ’d, at his return to AMthtjana^ againft a 
moie numerous Army of the Moguls^ who pafs’d 
over the Oxus in the beginning of the Year 
I22<5, JJeyrati^^ to go "to meet him ; which 
Army defeated his, of v^hich Advice was given 
the Giantl Can, as is before mentioned* The 
Moghh made themfirl/es Maftejs of Taiats after 
the Sultan’s Defeat; w'ho rallying his Forces, 
harafs’d his Enemies, and had fomething the 
better of them. He laid Siege to Erica ^ the 
capital City of Armfuta, where the Califl of 
Bagdut fent fia Ambaifador to him with Pre- 
fcrjiijs. From thence he pafs’d into Anatolia, to 
oblige them to render him the fame Refpeil 
they had done his Father ; but he was there 
beaten by Aladdin Kokobad^ a Seljukido Prii^c 
of the third Branch, and by other &yereig« 
Princes of that Cohntry who were join’d to- 
gether » 



jgrriier ; who Qeverchekrs 4 id not {uirfiie him 
after the Battel, becaufe they were wiUit% h« ^4 
he (hould keep the Mcguh in jplay ; who yet ^ ' 
. at laft furprizM him, and entirely routed and 

pillag’d his Camp. He fled to Mahan on the V<y^ 
Confines oi Ax^rbijana, where he lived a whole 
Winter without being known : But being at laft 
difcover’d, he retired into Curdtfiaay where he 
was kill’d four Years after Genghizxan’s Deatlr, 
by a Native of that Country, in the Houfe of 
one of his Friends, where he had taken Refuge. 

Sofoon as the Spring of the Year 1226 was 
come, and that the Emperor’s Troops were 
arrived in the Place he had appointed them to 
meet, to enter into Chma^ and march againft 
the People of Mavgt ; there arrived an Ofiicer 
from SchidafeoUi whom this Prince fent to the 
Grand Can, to intreat him to forget what was 
part, and to accept of his Service. Schtdafeou 
was refolved to make this Step, becaufe he 
fear’d left the Moguh fhould carry his Fort of 
Arbaca, to which he was retired after his de- 
feat. Fearing this, and hoping to better his 
Condition by fnbmitting, he condefeended, 
notw ithftanding the Ambition and Hatred 
that continually animated him againft them. 

His Envoy was well receiv’d at Genghtuatfs 
Court, who, in an Audience he gave him, told 
him, ‘ You may aflure your Mafter, that I will 
‘ no more think of what is paft betwixt hint 

* and me; and that 1 will grant him my 

* Friendfiiip. 

Soon after the Emperor fell lick, and, his 
Phyficians attributed his lUnefs to the badnefo 
of the Air of the marfhy Countries where he 
had a long time reflded, and to the Grief the 
death of his Son T’oufchi had occaflon’d him> , 

His Sicknefs having feiz’d him near to a Foreft

my vere obliged to fulpcnd the March of the 
^ th* 1'*’oops, and to take new meafurcs for their 
Subfiucncfe. All the Court was encamped near 
the Foreft. The Camp, compofed of a prodi- 
gious quantity of Tents and moving Houfes, 
refembled a great City- The Quarter where 
the Grand Can w^as lodged, was farther oft' 
than ufual, and the Chamber w'herc this Prince 
lay was out of the hearing of the Noife and 
Hurry of the Court. Butallthefc Precautions 
were in vain, he recover’d not his Health : 
On the contrary, whatever Care the Phyficians 
and Aftrologers took, the Difeafe daily in- 
creafed upon him. At laft, the Emperor, who 
never flatter’d himfclf in Matters of Impor- 
tance, judging by the Pains he felt that his Life 
was in danger, refolvcd to difpofe of his Domi- 
nions, and name a Succciror. 

CHAP. XIV. 

The Advancement of Odtai Ca>i to the great 
Empire of Alia. The Death of Gcn- 
ghizcan. 

T H E Grand Can finding himfclf extreme 
ill, caufed his Sons and their Children 
to come together into his Prefence : The other 
Princes of the Blood alfo came, according to 
his Orders. He fet himfelf upright, and not- 
withftanding the Pains that racked him, he 
|JUt on, as much as poffibly he could, that ma- 
jeftick Look which had always'to that moment 
’ both

both awed and gain’d reffwft even frijm Iw 
Children and the Sorercigns of the Eaft. Hfc 
pld them that he fboqd his Spirits funki and ^ 
that he muft of neceflity difpofe himfelf for 
Death : ‘ I leave you, added he, the greateft 

* Empire in the World. You are the peaceable 

* Polleflbrs of it,- but if you will pteferve it, 

* be always united : for if Difeord ftcals in 

* amongft you, be aflured* that you will be all 
‘ ruined.’ 

It is even faid, tliat the better to convince 
them that their Safety depended on their Union, 
he gave them a Bundle of Arrows which he had 
caiJied to be brought to him, and bid them 
break them all together ; which they not being 
able to 00, he caufed the Bundle to be untied, 
and having made them break the Arroyos fe- 
parateiy, which they did with eafe, he topk this 
Occafion to reprefent to them the Eftefts pf U- 
nion and Difcord amongft Princes; anj faid 
thus, to conclude, ‘ Be then but as one T ongue 

* and one Soul, and you diaii be fecured from 

* the Eftefts of all Curfes; but if you do not 

* obferve the Laws I have cftabli/hcd, but 

* alk in the Paths of Diftenlion, your Subjeds, 

* that is to fay, your Enemies, hiall in ftiort 
‘ time become Mafters of your Empire.’ 

After having finiftied thefe Words, he asked 
of thole who ftood by, whether they were not 
of opinion he Ihould make choice of a Prince 
who was capable to govern fo many Kingdoms 
after him* Then his Sons and Grandfons fell 
on their knees, and faid, ‘ You are our Father, 

' and our Emperor, and we are your Slaves; 

* *tis for us to bow down our Heads when you 

* honour us with your Command^ and to cxe- 

* cute them. ’ Then they riling from the * 
Grpund, he named Prince QBai for his Succelfor,

> The Emper^ gave to Zagatai, Treaifoxiam 
attd -^verai other Countries, of which he 
wfwtddi have a particular Agreement made io 
Writing; and this Country from this time 
took the Kame of his Sovereign, and was called 
thtlm-T'cb/^Majfy that is to fay, the Country Of 
Zd^atai, He ccMhmanded Ckrafihar Nevian, in 
whom ho had an entire Confidence, to accom- 


pany this Prince into Tranfoxram, and to purfne 
Gelakddin if this Sultan ventured to fet foot in 


it. He made at; this time fomc Lavis topre»» 
vent the Differences that might arife between 
Za^ntai and the reft of his Heirs, and wOuld 
have them put in writing, that they might re- 
main in full force, to be put in execution in 
cafe of need. The left Order he gave was 
concerning Sch'idafcm, whom he could not par- 
don his Revolting, notwitbftanding what he 
had faid to his Envoy. And to the end that 
this Prince might be no Gainer by his Death, if 
he got knowledge of it before his Arrival, he 
fm'bid.ic (hould be pnblilbed till fuch time as 
Sibidafcoth who was bouriy expeAed in the 
Camp, w'as arrived; and commanded that they 
ihould then fccure him, and treat him accor- 
ding to the tttmofr Rigmir of the laws.. Some 
few days afrer tbis'h^O^mit at t^e ^ame time 
tbat dfofe abont bimmloited in the Ckdip

gkix£a»’s Death, becaufe amoc^jl theft Peopla 
they hoew little of what paft in the Aparemeiits 
d* afgreat Perfon who was ftck, and who ge^ 
nerally would not be fcen by atqf Imt thofe 
who waited on him in his Idm»s> It muft alfo 
be (Served, that when any one w^ ftck, they 
put feme Signal on the top of his Houfe, to 
gire notice that none (hould viftt him,* and 
thofe who were Gommaqders, or Perfons of 
Dlftin^on, had Centinels placed a good way 
from their Lodgings, to hinder any from ap- 
proaching the Houfe, but thofe who were 
fent for. 


Schidafeott arrived eight days a&er Genghi%,* 
can^s Death in the Camp, which he found in a 
great deal of Joy on account of the feigned 
Recovery of their Emperor, whofe Orders 
concerning him were exadiy executed. They 
feized on the unfortunate Schtdafem^ on his 
Children and fome Lords who accompanied 
him, and put them all to death ,* and by this 
bloody Execution, 'tnagut and the Provinces de- 
pendent remain’d annexed to the Empire of 
tb&Afigafr. 

After this the Death of the Grand Can was 
publilhcd. ITierc was then nothing to ^ 
heard in overy Place but Shrieks. All w Roywl 
Family were drowned in Tears, fthO Offi- 
cers lal fthe Couit in a grai^al ODQftemation, 
3 the 
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An. t>om. the SoJdicrs overwhelmed with Grief; and all 
the Officers made the Air eccho with their La- 
rfce mentations. When all things for the Funeral 
Pomp were got readly> and the Princes, Generals 
of the Army, and other martial Officers> were 
come together, tlie Drums beat, the 'I'rumpets, 
Kettledrums, and other warlike Inftruments, 
proclaimed the Funeral on all fides, I’hen they 
bt ought forth the Grand Can’s Body with the 
utmoft Refpeft and Magnificence, and carried 
it to the Place he had chofen for his Body to 
be inter’d in. It was under a Tree of fingular 
Beauty, where m his return from the Chacc 
fomc days before he fell fick, he had refted 
himfelf w'lih much Satisfadtion. They buried 
him there w'lth all the pompous Ceremonies 
of the Ahgul Religion, and afterwards eredted 
a moft noble Monument m this Place upon his 
Grai c. 

There is no likelihood that the barbarous 
Cuflom, w hich has fince been pradtifcd amongft 
the T'aitais and to kill thofe thev meet 

in the way, when they arc carrying to the 
Grave the Body of a Grand Can, was at this 
time obferved ; for the Hiftorians mention no 
fuch thing, and befides, this Cuflom is not 
countenanced by any I,aw. Yet it is certain 
they excrcifed this Cruel'-y at the Funerals of 
the Emperors w ho have fucceeded Gemhtuan. 
'J'he Gentlemen who accompany tlic Fiineral 
Pomp, perfuaded that the Men tlicy kill arc 
prcdeflinated to die then, put to death thofe 
they meet in the w ay, and even cut the Throats 
of the fineft Horfes. 

The People who came to vifir the Tomb, 
planted other Trees round ir, w Inch fo . i tfilly 
cover’d it, and in f. '> autiful Otdti, as 
render’d it m time the fineft Monu-

merits in the World. So great a Mouroaig and An. Down.' 
Lofs could not continue long a Secret, or be 
conlined to Tangut alone. It was fpread all 
over the Empire. The Court was filled with 
Cans and great Lords, either Tributaries or 
Friends who came in Perfon to comfort the 
afflided Princes ,• and this great Reforc of So- 
vereigns lafted at leaft fix Months. 

All addrefs’d thcmfclves to Ocia/, as the Em- 
peror dtflin’d to fuccecd. But tho this Prince 
had the Power to a.£t with full Authority, he 
would do nothing without confulting thofc 
whom the Grand Can ufed to advife with in his 
Councils ; nay, he even protefied he w'ould not 
aft as their Sovereign till the Diet ordained by 
the Law' iiad been held, and they had examined 
whether he was capable of reigning. Couriers 
had been already difpatched to all Parts of the 
Empire, tofummon rhi.s Alfcmbly , and it was 
not doubted but all thofe who had a right 
toalfift at it would Iiaftcn to Car/icofom, where 
it w'as fummon’d to meet. 

Jt feem’d at this time that in this great Em- 
pire there was an Inter-rcgntim. Yet the pub- 
lick Afl.ur^ did not fuffer. /.(r^ataiy who was 
the Guardian and Expounder of the Laws, 
made them be obferved with great Exaftnefs. 

They WLic held in greater Veneration than ever, 
bec.udt the Memoiy of the Legillator was fiill 
frefl'* in thtir Minds. And in truth, how could 
the People chuC but have a greatVencration 
foraPiince who had rcndci’d them the moft 
formidible and refpefted People in the VVoild ? 

A Prince who had, befidcs, ail the Virtues rc- 
quifitc in great Conquerors. He iiad a Genius 
fit for the forming great Enterprizes, a con- 
fummate Wifdom, and Prudence to carry them 
on, a natural Eloquence of Speech to perfuade,

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» Patknee ftoof agatoft aH Difficulties) atid 
able to ffi*rmotMat all Obftacles ; ah admirable 
Teaipcraocc, a great Underftandiog, with a 
penetrating Judgment, which made him always 
diofcthebefi of whatever was propofedinan 
Infl:aot : yet it muft be confefs’d that he was 
cruel and bloody, and treated his Enemies with 
too much Rigour. OBat Caan pulhed his Con- 
quefts much further into China , and his other 
Succedbrs in fucceeding Ages, feeing almoft all 
Afia fubjefted to their Laws, carried their vic- 
torious Arms into Europe, even into fome of 
our neighbouring Princes Dominions

His 
Race I'ubfifts at this day in the Lejfer 
Tartarj, notwithftanding the Invafions of the 
Mufeovttet into Great Tar*ary, fince the Tar- 
tart acknowledged Sehnt Keray for their law- 
ful Sovereign.

The Merkitt) ha- 
ving one dav found a favourable opportunity 
to plunder Genghzxans Camp, earned away 
his Wife who vs as big w ith Child, and brought 
her to Ovmhcan her Father, who fent her Iwck 
to him. She was brought to bed of a Prince 
on the Road, w ho was named Toufeht be caufe 
of this Adventure. 'Fliis Prince grew' very 
great, and much fignalized hirafelf by his brave 
A&ions. He accompanied his Father in the

t^atizmcatt War, and tod^c H&wfelf tite 0ty ttf 
^mdt UKUte on the Batiks of the River JoKOt-' 
tei. GenghtXjCeat was fo pteafed m ith his Con- 
dud^, that he foon after gave him the Sove^ 
rejgnty of the Empire of Capf^hac, the Country 
of ttie Gtteff and Twqueftaa. Toifchi fettled 
hi nfelf in Capfihac and Ojed fix Months, ber- 
fore hts Fathti, in tht lame Year 1x26. Fifty 
eight Pr nces of his Race lu a dued Line have 
reigned afi.er him, and fat on the Fhione of 
Capfchac. 

Ills Son Batou-Can, his firft Succeflbr, con- 
qnei’d the Alam, rhe Affitei^ the Ruffiam or 
Mufcovites^ the Buigares^ and feveral other Na» 
tions. He even crofs’d thro Ruffta, and pil- 
laged and ravaged Poland^ Moiavta, Dalmattiy 
and marohed into ftungary to go and befiego 
ConjiahUmplr ; but Death came and interrupted 
his gtcat Defigns in the Year 125:6. Batou did 
feveral other confiderabie Exploits j and it is 
reported that he vas the mofi libex.l and 
generous Prince in t''c World. 

After the Death of Batin-Cm, Bsreke^Cau 
his Brother fucceeded him, and became a Ma- 
hometan, He had a bloody War with Hdacon, 
Prince TiUts Son After w'hich, defirous to 
execute fome part of Baton’s Defigns, he w'ent 
as far as Confianttnople, and ravaged all the 
Country. I ' Imt, having reigned ten Years, 
he died in li66.

For thispurpofe he ftnt Ghedic Ahmed Paeba^ 
who took the City of Caffa from the Emopeans, 
and afterwards that of Maveoufy out of which 
he carried aw ay all the Inhabitants Prifoners. 
Prince Meughell Keray', Son of Kef ay, was 
fcund amongfl them, and loft his Liberty. He 
bad been Can for fomc daj s, bat having been 
yanquiftied by his Brothers, he had taken re- 
fuge 4t Mdneoup, which was rfieo in the 
Chriftians Hands, and waited an Opportunity 
to remount the Throne.

They reckon nineteen Succeffors of OBafz

P F( I N C E Tuli had extremely diftiiignifh- 
ed tiimfe'f by his Valour during Geitghiz,- 
can his Father’s Life-time, who gave him the 
honourable Title of Oluc Neviatiy that is to 
fay, Great Priiice ; and he was indeed a very 
girat General. He had the Management of 
all the Money to pay ^he Army, as alfo of the 
great Hond or Royal Camp ; and he was, be- 
ndcs that, great Steward of the Emperor’s 
Houfhold. 

After the Death of his Father, he pofleft the 
fame Pofts under OBai Can his Brother, at < 7 -

He left eight iSons, four ef whottn refombled 
their Father in Courae^ t The four others are 
not mention’d. The eldej^ of thefe Priuces was 
called Maagou Can, the ferond Hulacm Can, the 
third <j>tdilay Cm, and the fourth Artichougs, 
When Prince Mangou Can was by the Interdft 
of Bntou Can advanced to the Empire after the 
Death of Ke^ouc Can, he did not renounce the 
Kingdoms left him by his Father 7 « 4 f, but u» 
nited them to the reft of his Empire in layo, 
and fent Hnlacou Can his Brother into Comffana 
and Pe, jij, in quality of Governour. Mmgou 
Can reigned feven Years with all the Juftice 
and Condud chat could be expeded from one 
of the greateft Princes in tThe World. He died 
in 1257. 

After Mavgou Can, the Kingdom W'as pof- 
fefs’d by Conblay, who had tto fooner learnt the 
News of the Death of Maiigou than he return’d 
from China, where he was at that time enga- 
ged in War, and fat in the Throne of Ohug^ 
hymt ; bat Anubouga, the youngeft of the font* 
Brothers, oppofed Conblay’s Advancement to the 
Empire, and fet i\p his Standard at the Head of 
a great Army. Thcfe two Princes fought fe- 
veral Battels ; and in the laft, which was a 
very bloody one, Ankbonga being vanquilh’d* 
came and threw himfcif at his Brother’s Feet, 
who only made him fome Reproaches at firft, 
but afterwards Ihut inm up between four Walls 
cover’d with Thotns of the I’ree AJragant, 
where he order’d that a ftrid Guard ftiould be 
fet over him to his dying Day, which happen’d 
a Year af'cr. I'hus Coullay Can remained the

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peaceable IMMoroF thtf %mpk«(* 1^' mma, 
twenty five Tears, In whkb he yv'ent on Icvq» 
vat great £;9Cpe4itloas both into Chim and other 
Places. In X 2^5 he was informed the Dea^i 
of his Brother Hulacou, who was at that time 
in Per/k j and he immediately took care to in- 
ilal Ahaca Can, the Son of ffulacout in the 
Throne of Perjia^ Cornjfana^ and India : He allb 
gave him feveral other Countries of great Ex- 
tent, which had been newly conquer^ by Jibn* 
lacou Can. The Anions of Coutlay^ both in 
China and elfewhere, are too many to be reU* 
ted in this Abridgment. There are feveral 
entire Books of his Life and Exploits. He 
died in I2P4. 

Coublay had for his Sucre ITor his Grandfon 
“Ttmur Can, firnamed Olagtanouy the Son of Hi- 
kitnox Dgetetem, who reign’d twelve Years, and 
died in i^o 5 .

c&vy, Bjiffiiiy Siheriay Polandy Valachiay nor the 
’EurofeoH Countries from the ’Thradait Befpherus^ 
which they call Akalige Aicm0aminit as far as 
the Weftern Ocean, where there are ^eat and 
trail Kingdoms, whofe Names and Hlilories 
are unknown to the Arabs j as well as the 
Countries of the Blacks in Afrkk on the South 
lide, or die Ahj/ffima or Ethicpiay the TLaaguehar^ 
which Ibme call jttndgey NtAiay lecrouTy Z^yla^ 
of which the Araiiaasbive icarcemade mention : 
They have obfervcd in their Books only the 
Countries of the Mahometans, Yet, as the Pro- 
verb fays, one had better know one part, than 
be ignorant of all, and not abandon the Study 
of a thing entirely, becaule one does not know 
it perfdSly. Abuifeda has divided his Book into 
Geograjihical Tables, in the manner of Simezr- 
ia9 medicinal Tables. He has in the Preucc 
defcriDed the whole World in general, the 
Kingdoms, Provinces, and Seas. He has gi- 
ven an account of 6i^ Countries, befides thole 
marked down in hi$ Tables, according to the 
Order of the Climates by Ptohmy.

Ho lived in the 
Reigns of nine Emperors, from Caligula to 
jPmitian.
